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Exactly 150 years to the day after its 
original construction, the new Faneuil 
Hall Marketplace has opened the latest 
chapter irf the revitalization of Boston. 
Hailed by developer James Rouse as “‘a 
new kind of retailing . . . a kind that 
restores the marketplace to the central 
city,” the aggregate of small food and 
craft shops housed in the newly reopened 
Quincy Market building offers history — 
with lunch. 

Preserving the majestic Greek Revival 
facades of the three market buildings — 
built by architect Alexander Parris during 
the administration of Boston’s first 
elected mayor, Josiah Quincy, the 
restored market center represents 
Cambridge architect Benjamin 
Thompson’s scheme for a piece of history 
that’s meant to be lived in. 

“In America, the Mount Vernons and 
Monticellos are now portraits of an 
immobile past,” Thompson writes in his 
manifesto, which was circulated to the 
press on opening day a week-and-a-half 
ago. “Yet America cannot continue to 
afford such subsidized museums for the 
sake of preservation. If our efforts to save 
the texture of the past are to have any 
permanent impact, we must weave 
historic structures back into the fabric of 
the city with unprecedented skill.” 
Despite such loftiness, one must admire

achieve their aims. Quincy Market 
packages, between the firm granite walls 
of the 19th century, the sweet rich life of 
the modern city. 

The three iong, parallel buildings 
(copper-domed Quincy flanked by 550’- 
long North and South markets) that 
constitute the present redevelopment 
were built as an extension of Faneuil Hall, 
Boston’s first public food market. The six 
acres on which the buildings now stand is 
a land-fill area that was once the site of 
the town dock. (Originally built on 
reclaimed land and subsidized by the City 
at a cost of only $150,000, the market 
complex has been labeled “America’s first 
example of urban renewal.”) For more 
than 100 years, the powerful granite 
buildings were home for a feisty breed of 
vendors and wholesalers dealing in a 
variety of meats, fish, cheeses, and 
produce. 

The redevelopment of the Market 
complex began in 1964 as part of the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority’s 
Waterfront Urban Renewal project. With 
city renewal funds and a $2 million HUD 
grant (totaling $10 million), the BRA 
acquired the buildings, relocated 
wholesalers interested in moving to depot 
buildings in Chelsea and Roxbury, 
installed new utilities, and restored the 
facades. By 1973, following considerable 
debate and public hearings in the 
business, professional and preservation 
communities concerning the selection of a 
developer and plan, BRA Director Robert

Yet perhaps what’s most unusual about 
the Faneuil Hall Marketplace 
development is that it is not aligned with 
a large, traffic-drawing department store. 
This is a new departure for Rouse, and the 
test of whether the small retailers can, in 
collaboration, draw the volume sales 
traffic they'll need to stay in business is as 
much a test for the experienced 
development corporation as it is for the 
merchants of Boston. The Rouse 
Company owns the entire 200,000 square 
feet projected for the matket. While not 
unprecedented, this arrdfigement is

Sociologically, the tenant “mix” see 
carefully blended. By arrangement, 
nearly every vendor has an exclusive on 
the product he sells. One senses a 
commitment to a collective kind of 
competition. 

The leasing arrangements differ among, 
vendors. Stephen Kobialka, proprietor of 


' the Walrus and the Carpenter Raw Bar, 


explains that his lease calls for a 
guaranteed rent per square foot against 
five percent of his gross receipts. The 
Rouse Company receives the larger of the 
two amounts, but Kobialka has no gripe 
there. ‘“‘On a good day I'd ordinarily open 
about 1500 quahogs. In the past four days 
I’ve averaged around 5000 a day. Am I 
pleased with business? You figure it out.” 
Leonard Dembro had sold his custom- 
cut meats from a butchér stall in Quincy 
Market for more than 25 years before the 
restoration got underway. Indeed, he 
maintained his business throughout the 
construction by perambulating from one 
end of the market to another as each new 
day brought surprises from men in the 
hard hats.

The second reason I stayed away from 
the Rib Room — the first reason now 
clearly hypocritical — is the mariachi 
band.

Rib Room was typically crowded (and this 
although the Greenhouse and the Rib 
Room share the same kitchen facilities 
and therefore Greenhouse diners can eat 
off the Rib Room menu — in some 
instances, I believe, at lower prices.) The 
Greenhouse has its own very attractive, 
eclectic menu and from this we ordered 
the evening’s high point, a lobster bisque 
($1.25) that was superb — rich, full of 
lobster flavor, and with a remarkably 
pleasant, gamy flavor. Vineyard snails 
($3.75) came in individual little pots, 


' swimming in garlic butter and capped 


with little pastry buttons; the snails were 
large and succulent, and the meal was 
looking very good at this point. Clams 
casino ($3.50), which we ordered off the 
Rib Room menu, were no less superior, 
baked with a touch of tomato paste, a dab 
of creamed spinach and bacon, and served 
on rock salt. . 

One of the salad entrees, the 
Greenhouse Salad Plate ($3.65) was only 
decent: canned artichoke hearts that had 
been marinated, white asparagus, tomato 
slices, something that either was or sure 
tasted like Hanover’s bottled Three Bean 
Salad, and a slice of pate so heavy on the 
liver that we merely assumed it was 
meant to accompany the matzo in the 
bread basket. The Parisienne salad 
($3.75) was a pleasant mixture of shrimp 
and crabmeat. The veal cutlet Holstein 
($3.75) is a cutlet sauteed with an egg 
batter and adorned with a fried egg, 
capers and anchovies, but was a little dry. 

There were nice touches like real 
frosted mugs for our Michelob (85 cents), 
ketchup served in a small dish instead of a 
bottle, and an extremely accommodating 
waitress. However, the Key Lime Pie (.95) 
was so dry and apparently stale that it 
should not have been served, even though 
it was color-coordinated with the decor. 

And, oh yes, my cheeseburger. Well, 
sometimes a cheeseburger ($2.25 with cole 
slaw and potato) is, like Freud’s cigar, 
only a cheeseburger. (@)

Look again 


Wayne Wadhams’s article on the 
Ottawa '76 International Animation 
Festival (Aug. 31), despite its well- 
deserved enthusiasm over new 
animation, leads one to believe that 
such works cannot be seen in Boston — 
in his words, “it’s amazing how far afield 
you have to go, sometimes, to find out 
what’s happening in Boston.” This, 
however, is not true. 

The four films he then mentions as 
having had “‘their first public screenings 
at Ottawa ’76” are Lynn Smith’s 
Teacher, Lester Bit Me; her 30-second 
(not ‘‘one-minute”’) short for the Mass. 
Council on the Arts, Before She Paints; 
Gil (not Jil) Beach’s Indian Film; and 
Ron McAdow’s Peanut Submarine. 

All four of these films have been 
publicly screened in the annual 
Animation Series presented each winter 
by Center Screen, the public exhibition 
project of the University Film Study 
Center. Three of them received their 
Boston premieres at Center Screen 
programs; the fourth, Before She Paints, 
received its first audience showings at a 
Center Screen program following its use 
as a public service announcement on 
TV. Lynn Smith and Ron McAdow 
personally presented their works at the 
premieres, and all of the programs were 
reviewed by the press (including the 
Phoenix). 

Although it’s certainly true, as 
Wadhams laments, that commercial 
theaters couldn’t care less aBout the 
animation that is produced in Boston, 
and much less about independent 
filmmaking in general, I think he gives a 
false impression that these films are not 
shown publicly in Boston, seen by large 
audiences, and reviewed by the press — 
as we have been doing through Center 
Screen for the past three years.

Emotional kneejerks 


Joe Pilati (Aug. 17 “Don’t Quote Me,” 
and I hope no one does) was totally in 
error when he stated that Boston Globe 
ombudsman Charles Whipple spoke 
with me before writing a commentary on 
my August 4 column, “A Black Strategy 
in Boston.” 

Mr. Whipple not only never spoke 
with me, but somehow managed to 
quote me, which is unethical enough for 
any newspaperman to do but 
unforgivable in the case of an 
ombudsman who is supposed to act 
coolly, calmly, fairly and objectively. 

In a sense I suppose Pilati is almost to 
be forgiven for assuming Whipple did 
“reach” me — almost, but not quite, as 
there were other errors of fact and 
assumption in the Pilati column, 
including even the date the Urban 
League convention ended. 

Both Whipple and Pilati made the 
same mistake in their comments. They 


assumed, showing similar emotional 
kneejerk reactions, that such a column 
required attributions, ignoring the 
evidence laid before them. Fortunately, 
a great many thinking people feel the 
column served the purpose intended, 
that of making possible open and honest 
discussion of a hitherto sub rosa subject.

Joe Pilati replies: 

I did err in reporting that Menzies’s 
“black strategy” column was published 
on “the day after the Urban League 
ended its convention” in Boston. In fact, 
the column appeared on the same day 
the convention ended. 

As Menzies points out, the August 9 
“Ombudsman” column by Charles 
Whipple — in which Menzies’s column 
was termed “inflammatory” and 
“careless’’ — did imply (through the use 


of a quotation attributed to Menzies) — 


that Whipple spoke to Menzies 
sometime between August 4 and August 
9. Since the two work in the same city 
room, this did seem a reasonable 
assumption. I was unable to elicit 
Whipple’s clarification on this point 
because he has been on vacation since 
August 9. 

I do not agree with Menzies that it is 
an “emotional kneejerk reaction” to 
assert that his column “required 
attribution.” As Whipple said in his 
column, “a columnist enjoys more 
leeway than a news reporter. But still, 
there are limits and we think they were 
grossly exceeded [by Menzies].” 


The real NORML 


The August 24 “Insider” column 
erroneously referred to us as the 
National Organization for the Repeal of 
Marihuana Laws. The correct name, 
National Organization for the Reform of 
Marihuana Laws, better describes our 
activities. 

NORML fully recognizes a legitimate 
public interest in prohibiting such 
conduct as driving under the influence 
of marihuana, or selling pot to 


schoolchildren, for example. We are not 
out to repeal all marihuana laws, but to 
reform them by removing criminal and 
civil penalties for the private possession 
of marihuana for personal use, a position 
which the Supreme Court of Alaska 
upheld in its 1975 Ravin v. State 
decision. 

In addition to its lobbying efforts, 
NORML provides factual educational 
materials concerning marihuana and 
legal referrals to arrested smokers.

Catholic Kafka 


Re: Carolyn Clay’s review of La 
Condena (Aug. 24): 

Yes, Kafka was a “convert” to R.C. 
He was one of a group of Jews and half- 
Jews in Vienna at that time who fell 
under the spell of a kinky brand of 
introspective Catholic mysticism which 
was in revolt against the pomp and 
luxury of the Viennese Court. The chief 
among the many paradoxes of this 
“movement” is that it was headed by 
the anti-Semitic Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, of all people. 

Besides Kafka, there were Karl 
Kraus, Rilke, Schnitzler, Hoffmansthal, 
and Mahler (and later Mahler’s : 
“disciples,’”” Otto Klemperer and Bruno 
Walter), and any discussion of their 
work must include their eager adoption 
of this strange brand of mystical 
Catholicism and that their 
“conversions”’ were entirely voluntary 
and brought about by “intensely 
personal spiritual crises.” It is 
frequently stated (inaccurately) that 
Mahler was baptized a Catholic to 
assuage the rampant anti-Semitism of 
the Viennese bureaucracy, but such was 
not the case, because Mahler was an 
integral member of this informal group, 
and, as the horrors of Nazi genocide 
showed later, baptism increased the 
intensity of persecution instead of 
lessening it, as the remarkable story of 


illustrates (among thousands of lesser- 
known cases). These men embraced this 
peculiar variant of R.C. in conscious 
acts based upon their own and each 
other’s discussions and decisions. 
Today, theirs would be called a 
“California Religion.” 

So, to answer the headline of your 
review: Yes, Kafka was a Catholic. The 
“uncongenial bed-fellows’’ you noted are 
part and parcel of his work (and Mah- 
ler’s) tempered by the pessimism of 
Schopenhauer and the “cruel Deity” of 
Jansenism — both very much alive in 
the air in the Vienna of Franz

Losing Our 


Enthusiasm 
For Metco? 


Although Metco has 6000 black 
children on its waiting list, its 
expansion has hit a roadblock. The 
reasons are fiscal cutbacks and 


conservatism.

Ten years ago, when the ghettos of ma- 
jor Northern cities were aflame and di- 
visions between blacks and whites seemed 
irreconcilable, seven Boston suburban 
communities — acting on the belief that 

they had a responsibility to alleviate some 
of the city’s educational problems — 
joined a voluntary, one-way desegrega- 
tion program. 

Metco, the Metropolitan Council for 
Educational Opportunity program, bused 
black children from inner city schools to 
suburban schools, where, it was believed, 
they would receive a better education and 

both urban and suburban children would 
benefit from an integrated education. A 
Newton newspaper announced in a head- 
line, “Newton OKs seats for Hub Ne- 
groes,”’ and 50 black children took the bus 
ride to seven schools in that liberal com- 
munity. Two years later a report by the 
Newton Council of Parent-Teacher As- 
sociations reiterated the rationale for 
Newton’s participation in Metco: “In a 
small measure we now have an opportun- 
ity to make our contribution to preven- 
ting our nation from being forcefully di- 
vided into two societies.” 

Enthusiasm for the concept caught on 
in other suburban communities and by 
1975 the program had expanded to in- 
clude 42 towns and 3050 Metco students. 
But starting two years ago — as racial 
strife plagued Boston and the economy 
tightened — that enthusiasm began to 
wane. 

Last year, four communities voted over- 
whelmingly against joining the program. 
This year, Metco faced its most serious 
test when the state cut back funding. The 
problem grew when two of Metco’s model 
communities — with two of the largest 
programs — slashed services to Metco 
students. 

Beset by fiscal haggling on state and lo- 
cal levels, the election of more conserva- 
tive school committees and, in some in- 
stances, outright racist opposition, the ex- 
pansion of Metco came out a halt. 

Metco — by last week — not only had 
hit a roadblock but had suffered a severe 
setback when, for the first time in its 10- 
year history, one of the communities was 
threatened with expulsion by the state 
board of education. 

It was the state’s cutback in funds to 

Metco that started the current contro- 


versy — a controversy that has centered 
on Framingham and Newton, the com- 
munities with the most progressive and 
extensive Metco programs. They are two 
of the nine communities with more than 
100 Metco students; each had a Metco 
staff of 10, the largest staffs of the Metco 
communities. It began in April, when the 
Bureau of Equal Educational Oppor- 
tunity (BEEO), in anticipation of a tight 
budget, recalculated the reimbursements 
to participating towns. Because of the 
new formula, Newton received $81,000 
less and Framingham $11,000 less in re- 
imbursements for instructional costs, or 
tuition payments, than they had the pre- 
vious year. 

The BEEO’s anticipation of a reduced 
budget was verified when Secretary of 
Education Paul Parks recommended a 
$5.4 million budget — $500,000 less than 
what Metco spent last year. (Supple- 
mented by a $500,000 surplus from pre- 
vious years, last year Metco actually 
spent $5.9 million although it was only al- 
located $5.4 million.) Parks’s reduced 
budget flew in the face of a $7.1 million 
one recommended by Commissioner of 
Education Gregory Anrig. Dukakis rec- 
ommended that the budget be increased 
to $5.9 million; however, a legislative con- 
ference committee settled on a $5.75 mil- 
lion budget — $150,000 less than last 
year’s. 

Forty of the Metco communities — 
many of them with smaller programs, 
averaging about 85 students — accepted 
the reduction in funding without reduc- 
ing the size of programs. In Framingham 
and Newton, with relatively large pro- 
grams, it was a different story. 


Framingham cuts 


Framingham — which last week ended 
up facing ouster from the Metco program 
— took the strongest action, and the least 
flexible position, against the state cuts. 

Refusing to accept lower tuition pay- 
ments to accommodate the $11,000 reduc- 
tion in state funding, it cut four staff posi- 
tions for Metco students and slashed var- 
ious services from the program. 

Framinghan,, in fact, took the hard-line 
position of placing all the money from tui- 
tion payments in its general town treas- 
ury — where it could be used to offset the 
property tax rate. (Generally, some por- 
tion of these tuition payments is used to 
pay the salaries of the additional staff 


hired specifically for the program.) 

The Framingham school committee 
then exacerbated the situation by voting 
to use funds — provided by the state for 
Metco services (such as recruitment and 
counseling) — to pay for the additional 
Metco staff. 

This latter arrangement meant that 
Framingham would have no plan or 
means t> recruit new students to replace 
graduating ones — a situation which con- 
vinced some state officials the town 
wanted to phase out the program. School 
committee chairman Joseph Conlon ex- 
plained, “Until this year the town didn’t 
put any of the tuition payments in its gen- 
eral treasury — they all went to hire ad- 
ditiona! staff. The principle is that Met- 
co shovid pay its way like everyone else. If 
it wants the additional staff it should pay 
for it.” The committee’s vote for this 
year’s budget was an attempt by the com- 


mittee to gain control to use Metco funds 
as it pleases. 


The Newton cutback 


The Newton school committee also re- 
fused to accept lower tuition payments 
and voted to cut three staff positions and 
a variety of services — equaling $81,000. 
Superintendent of Newton schools Aaron 
Fink, the mayor and four members of the 
nine-member school committee sug- 
gested in vain that the committee take a 
less rigid position and divide the cut be- 
tween the funds that pay for staff posi- 
tions and the funds which go into the 
town’s general treasury. After state offic- 
ials indicated that Newton’s cut in ser- 
vices was not acceptable and that the pro- 
gram might not be approved by the Board 
of Education, Fink came up with a new 
budget, one which recalculated the ac- 
tual costs of educating the Metco stu- 
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dents. According to this amended bud- 
get, the town would only have to give up 
$37,000 of its tuition payments to main- 
tain its staff. 

But the majority of the school commit- 
tee twice refused to meet to discuss the 
new budget. Alvin Mandell, the chair- 
man of the school committee, said Fink 
changed the budget only because of pres- 
sure from the state. “The previous bud- 
gets were perfectly all right. This school 
committee was elected with a mandate 
from the voters to reduce tax expendi- 
tures for education. This new budget 
would result in Newton’s having to make 
up the difference out of general taxes be- 
tween the costs and what the state pays 
for,” Mandell said. “There are two issues 
here. One is of home rule. The state is try- 
ing to tell an elected body how to spend 
the money it receives for participating in 
a voluntary program. The second is that 
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the state cuts indicate the state is grad- 
ually withdrawing its support. If we start 
to pick up the costs now because of coer- 
cion, two or three years from now we will 
be asked to pick up the costs of the whole 
program.” 

Supt. Fink, who did not agree with the 
school committee’s cut in services, said, 
“Recalculating the costs of the program 
would not cause the town to lose money.” 

The school committees in both towns — 
elected last year, the fiscally conserva- 
tive and educationally traditional com- 
mittees replaced liberal and progressive 
committees — found it easy to cut the ad- 
ditional services for Metco because they 
don’t think they are necessary. Conlon 
said it is an insult to Framingham to as- 
sume that in order for Metco students to 
receive a quality education new staff 
members have to be hired. However, the 
superintendents in both towns opposed 


their budgets were far apart. 


the staff cuts because they say the towns’ 
children benefit from a reading special- 
ist, for example, just as the Metco chil- 
dren benefit. 

The department of education and the 
Metco administration want the staff in 
the towns for a different reason. They feel 
many of the children need the remedial 
help and additional support because they 
bear the burden of adjusting and trav- 
eling to make the program work. Many of 
the children travel as far as 50 miles each 
day and have to meet the bus to go to 
school as early as 6 a.m. (And in many of 
the school systems the only minorities in 
professional jobs are those hired for Met- 
co, according to Metco associate director 
Stephen Shaw.) The problem of adjust- 
ment should not be dismissed lightly. In 
several towns, particularly in the high 
schools, Metco students face serious prob- 
lems. “If a kid isn’t able to change his or 
her style to fit into the middle-class men- 
tality in the town, he or she is penal- 
ized,” Shaw said. “Sometimes the teach- 
er doesn’t discipline or help the Metco 
student and things deteriorate to the 
point where the student is thrown out of 
school. Sometimes it’s more subtle — like 
who doesn’t get to be a cheerleader or who 
gets his part in a Shakespeare play taken 
away because of speech patterns. Metco is 
a good program, but some of the kids 
come away with scars.” 


The impasse 

As the school committees in Newton 
and Framingham remained steadfast in 
their refusal to accommodate the state 


cuts, and as state officials made it clear 
that the cuts in services to Metco stu- 


dents were intolerable, by mid-August it~ 


appeared as if the towns and the state had 
reached an impasse — an impasse that 
had less to do with education and chil- 
dren than with politics and finances. A 
confrontation between the board and the 
Newton school committee was averted 
only when Gov. Dukakis transferred 
$150,000 from his emergency fund to the 
Metco fund. The Board of Education 
authorized Anrig to divide the additional 
money among the nine towns with more 
than 100 Metco students — giving New- 
ton an additional $47,000. Anrig nego- 
tiated with the Newton school committee 
and they agreed on a plan that would re- 
instate the most important of the three 
positions that had been cut — a psy-

chologist — and most of the services. But 
the Framingham school committee re- 
fused to negotiate. Anrig offered the town 
$11,000 in additional funds — $8000 from 
the Governor’s emergency fund and an- 
other $3000 obtained by shuffling trans- 
portation costs for the town — which 
would replace the amount Framingham 
lost this year. The stipulation was that 
two of the four staff positions that were 
cut would be restored. The Framingham 
school committee did change its previous 
position and agreed to use the funds for 
Metco services to buy those services. 
However, it voted to put the $11,000 ad- 
ditional funds into the town’s treasury 
and not to replace any of the staff and 
support services. It refused to add $5000 
to the $11,000 to cover the salaries of the 
two positions Anrig asked to be restored. 
It was the onlv town receiving additional 
funds that put them in the treasury.

How Metco 
is funded 


The Metco program is funded by the 
state, which reimburses a town for in- 
structional and transportation costs. 
Generally, a portion of the reimburse- 
ment for instructional costs is used to 
hire additional staff for the program — 
such as reading specialists, counselors 
and coordinators. The remainder is de- 
posited in the town’s general treasury 
to cover less specific costs of edu- 
cating Metco students. In addition, the 
town receives money to purchase ser- 
vices provided by the 25-member Met- 
co administration, called Metco Cen- 
tral, which include recruitment, coun- 
seling, testing and the organization of 
bus routes. Last year, according to 
Metco Central, 8.6 percent of the en- 
tire Metco budget went to Metco Cen- 
tral; 31 percent for transportation; and 
60 percent for educational expenses. 

The Metco program is overseen by the 
state’s Bureau of Equal Educational 
Opportunity, which negotiates the 
amount of reimbursements with each 
town, and the Board of Education, which 
ultimately approves the towns’ pro- 
grams. And, as all state-funded pro- 
grams, Metco’s budget must be ap- 
proved by the legislature. re)

And 
just to play along with the joke, she 
adds, she ripped the McKean sticker off 
her car, put it in an envelope and took it 
to the Speaker’s office. But McGee 
never threatened to bar her from 
parking on the Hill if she failed to 
remove the sticker? “Oh, no,” says 
King. “Tommy [O’Neill] just told me 
that I shouldn’t park illegally, tie up 
traffic and antagonize the Speaker. Hey, 
you’re not going to write something 
about this, are you?” continued King, 
apparently concerned that the public

PAX on House: 
Mofenson questions 


State Representative David Mofenson 
of Newton, co-chairman of the 
legislature’s Human Services 
committee, is rated one of Beacon Hill’s 
leading liberals. The left-liberal group 
Citizens for Participation in Political 
Action (CPPAX) helps people make 
such ratings by sending issues 
questionnaires to candidates for the 
House and Senate and publishing the 


’. replies. One would not think, then, that 


when CPPAX sent out its “state 


representative candidate questionnaire” _ 


on 21 social issues ranging from busing 
to gay rights that Mofenson would have 
any qualms about filling one out... . 
The questionnaire, however, has set 
off a mini-feud between CPPAX and 
Mofenson, who calls it “‘a slipshod 


litmus test of liberality” and wrote a 


long letter saying as much to CPPAX. 
Mofenson is mainly upset over some 
incorrect matching of House roll-call 
vote numbers and the issues CPPAX 
was inquiring about. For instance, the 
question on a graduated state income 
tax asks how legislators voted on House 


5343 — the grad tax roll call, notes 


Mofenson, was 5340. The Newton rep 
was more concerned about the CPPAX- 
question asking legislators how they 
voted on a resolution to put the state on 
record behind a federal anti-busing 
amendment. The question asks how reps 
voted on House 274, which, notes 
Mofenson, was actually a motion to 
reconsider a previous vote backing the 
anti-busing amendment. Thus a 
legislator backing H-274 was a pro- 
buser, not an anti-buser as the 
questionnaire seemed to indicate. 

CPPAX staffer Richard Cauchi says 
Mofenson’s point on the busing question 
is well-taken and has notified those 
answering about the mistake. In general, 
though, Cauchi feels most of Mofenson’s 
ire is “nit-picking. “This is the only 
questionnaire of its kind, the only 
attempt to pin candidates down on the 
issues.”” Cauchi notes that CPPAX sent 
out some 800 questionnaires and 
received only two complaints. The rep 
joining Mofenson in criticizing CPPAX 
was indeed a strange bedfellow: 
Republican representative Bernard 
Wilbur of Barnstable. He refused to fill 
out the questionnaire because, he said, 
“I represent the people of the First 
Barnstable District and not your left- 
wing socialist organization.”

Changing his tune

After “eight years as a teacher and 12 
years as a critic,” Michael Steinberg 
simply wants to “stir up the music world 
from a third angle.” That’s his explana- 
tion for his abrupt and unexpected de- 
‘parture from the Globe staff last week to 
become director of publications for the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, effective 
October 1. 

Asked whether the most-recent reshuf- 
fling of editors in the Globe’s frequently 
contentious arts department was a factor 
in his decision to leave, Steinberg told the 
Phoenix: “It’s no secret that in May there 
were difficulties which did hurry me up to 
face something that I’d been troubled for 
a long time about not facing — the need to 
move on. Those difficulties did get sorted 
out happily and quickly, and I’m leaving 
now with nothing but good feelings about 
the people I work with, and about the last 
12 years as a whole.” 

In 1969, when some members of the 
BSO unsuccessfully petitioned their man- 
agement to have Steinberg barred from 
Symphony Hall because of his outspo- 
kenly critical reviews Globe editors, from 
all accounts, did themselves proud by 
adamantly defending Steinberg. Any 
other response on the Globe’s part would 
have been highly improbable, though; as 
Ellen Pfeifer (a Steinberg protege at the 
Globe until the Herald American made 
her their first-string classical critic three 
years ago) observed last week, ‘“‘Michael is 
about the best music critic in the coun- 

In its own story announcing Stein- 
berg’s departure, incidentally, the Globe 
noted that “Time magazine [in January 
1974] cited his accomplishment as one of 
the reasons for ranking the Globe among 
the top 10 newspapers in the country.” 
For what it’s worth, only two other Globe 
writers were singled out for praise by 
Time — one of whom, George Frazier, is 
now dead, while the other, sportswriter 
Bud Collins, is no longer on the Globe 
staff (although he still contributes occa- 
sional articles and columns). 

The strongest indication so far that 
the Herald really intends to shake up its 
slipshod ‘“Cambridge-Somerville edi- 
tion” — which is identical to the paper’s 
other editions except for a page of lightly 
rewritten press releases, handout photos 
of people receiving plaques and other fluff 
— came last week when Al Horne, a re- 
porter assigned to the Somerville beat, 
was slapped with a three-day suspension. 

An 18-paragraph “story” under Horne’s 
byline, published on August 31, triggered 
the disciplinary move — the stiffest ac- 
tion the Herald could mete out under its 
contract provisions, according to one of 
Horne’s bosses (who also said he per- 
sonally wished the “slap on the wrist” 
could have been something more severe). 
The “story” consisted of 17 paragraphs 
quoting and paraphrasing a press release 
issued by Somerville Mayor S. Lester 
Ralph, defending his local administra- 
tion of the federal Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act (CETA) pro- 
gram — topped off with a lead paragraph 
claiming that “Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy ... [has] joined the many distin- 


guished persons who have praised” CETA © 


in Somerville, although that was the only 
reference to Kennedy in the entire story. 
Ostensibly, the lead was justified by

nedy’s office a day earlier, in which the 
senator praised CETA in general but 
mentioned Somerville’s local program 
only in passing. It appears that Ralph, 
stung by an ongoing US Labor Depart- 
ment investigation of alleged misman- 
agement in Somerville CETA which has 
already resulted in the imposition of a hir- 
ing freeze, wasted no time in seizing a 
chance to label his critics “disgruntled 
mudslingers” — and found a friendly 
functionary at the Herald. 

A Kennedy spokesman declined to 
comment on whether the senator’s office 
complained to the Herald, but one man- 
agement source at the paper said bluntly: 
“That kind of reporting is absolutely ir- 
responsible . . . . It’s pap and it’s lousy.” 
The Cambridge-Somerville edition, ac- 
cording to the same source, is “some- 
thing we should either do right or not at 
all” and is “not acceptable to anybody” 
— a premise with which few observers 
would disagree, with the probable excep- 
tion of numerous Cambridge and Somer- 
ville politicians who have for years en- 
joyed virtually unlimited access to, and 
uncritical treatment by, the Herald. 

The basic problem with the “edition,” 
other sources suggest, is that by ear- 
marking a full page Monday through Sat- 
urday for the output of two or three staf- 
fers whose liaison with the city desk is, at 
best, intermittent, the Herald perpetu- 
ates the notion that “filling the page” — 
rather than exercising elementary news 
judgment or minimal initiative — is the 
foremost consideration. Maybe those days 
are nearing an end, though; we shall see. 


* 

Meanwhile, back at the Globe, editor 
Tom Winship is also turning his atten- 
tion to a traditionally weak link in his own 
paper’s news operation — the copy desk, 
where experienced personnel have long 
been outnumbered by part-time “spares.” 

In an August 18 memo to “The Staff,” 
Winship said it would be “personally and 
professionally beneficial for all reporters 
to have an understanding of copy editing 
in general and the Globe system specif- 
ically.” Proclaiming the advent of “the 
age of electronics requiring new skills and 
new demands,” he advised his troops: 
“‘We are asking for volunteers from among 
reporters to try a stint at copy editing. For 
additional information, please consult 


with [assistant executive editors] Bob 


Phelps and Jack Driscoll.” 

On one copy of the memo posted in the 
Globe city room, an office wag crossed out 
the word “stint” and wrote in “pleasur- 
able experience.” A well-placed Globe 
source says that exactly one of the pa- 
per’s more than 100 reporters has “‘volun- 
teered” for the copy desk since the memo 
went up two weeks ago. “Conscription 
can’t be far away,” concluded one re- 
porter.

It didn’t seem possible, but the Demo- 
crats have spawned a field of candidates 
in the 7th Congressional District primary 
which is even more confusing than that 
which was offered to the voters in the 
presidential balloting last March. And if 
you thought the group then was lacklus- 
ter, this group makes the March cast look 
like superstars. 

The 7th District is a chain of 15 sub- 
urbs north of Boston. It starts in the east 
with Winthrop, Chelsea and Revere, 
stretches northwest through Malden and 
Medford and ends up in towns like Win- 
chester, Woburn and Burlington. For the 
most part, it’s a working class district 
where many families find it increasingly 
difficult to make ends meet and where the 
unemployment rate is well above the na- 
tional average. 

While the district’s voters are believed 
to be liberal on major economic issues 
such as full employment and national 
health insurance, they are more con- 
servative on such emotional social issues 
as abortion, busing and capital punish- 
ment. Last March Henry Jackson carried 
the heavily Democratic 7th by a wide 
margin. George Wallace came in second 
with Morris Udall just a shade behind. 
Jimmy Carter finished fourth. 

For nearly 22 years the district was rep- 
resented by Torbert H. Macdonald. Poli- 
tical observers felt last spring that the 
popular Macdonald, whose health had 
been failing for more than a decade, 
might be good for another term. At the 
end of two years, it was speculated, 23- 
year-old Joe Kennedy, Jr., now manag- 
ing his Uncle Edward’s Senate cam- 
paign, would be able to take over the seat. 
Macdonald’s only opposition this year 
was supposed to be from Jack Leff of Mal- 
den, who served as state secretary of el- 
der affairs in the Sargent administration.

Leff was critical of Macdonald’s absen- 
teeism and his lack of success in bringing 
federal funds to the district, but Mac- 
donald did not view Leff as a serious chal- 
lenger. 

With Macdonald’s retirement and 
death, 11 other Democrats came out of 
the woodwork to announce for the seat. 
All summer long, the voters have been

Pax Dukakis

Atfer 20 months of hostility and mis- 
trust, two stubborn political leaders — 
Governor Michael Dukakis and Senate 
President Kevin Harrington — have 
learned that they need each other. 
Mutual respect and grudging admiration 
are easing into what was, until recently, 
as cold a relationship as could be found on 
Beacon Hill. 

Tentatively, the move toward detente 
had been underway for a number of 
weeks, encouraged by subordinates in 
both camps and by the growing belief that 
the 1978 Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination is Dukakis’s for the claiming. 
Dukakis; for his part, seemed sincere in 
his effort to learn the art of conciliation. 
Painful experience has taught him that 
without it, the best-laid plans would be 
for naught. In mid-August, in a dramatic 
change in style, Dukakis called on legis- 
lative leaders — not to pronounce policy, 
as had been his wont, but to seek their 
advice on the problem of overcrowded 
prisons. 

It hardly seemed to be the same 
cocksure bantam governor who entered 
office with an answer to every question 
and a ledger full of solutions. Dukakis was 
learning humility. 

And -so too, about this time, was 
Harrington. He made a serious political 
mistake in early summer when he per- 
sonally granted large raises to members of 
the Senate counsel’s office — exactly the 
time that the administration, crying 
poverty, was taking a very hard line in 
collective bargaining with the Alliance of 
state workers. Harrington had miscalcul- 
ated the impact of his largesse in contrast 
to the less fortunate minions of state em- 
ployees. He had exacerbated an already 
difficult situation. 

But if his political timing was shown to 
be fallible by that move, the limits of his 
political power were dramatically brought 
home to him in mid-August when two 
members of the Senate, including his 
anointed successor, Majority Leader 
Joseph DiCarlo of Revere, were indicted 
for extortion by a federal grand jury. 
Sitting in his office soon after the indict- 
ments came down, Harrington was 
frustrated and depressed. Here, he 
mused, was one event even he could not 
influence or change. 

But the DiCarlo indictment also upset 
Dukakis — who, like Harrington, valued 
DiCarlo’s advice and support. When the 
governor, the day of the indictments, 
issued a terse statement, calling on the 
people to “accord these two men the pre- 
sumption of innocence which is at the 
heart of our system of justice’, to Har- 
rington, Dukakis hardly seemed the arch- 
enemy. They had, it appeared, some 
things in common. 


So perhaps the eventual achievement of 
detente between the two strong-willed 
Democratic leaders was inevitable. But 
few could have predicted the alacrity with 
which the cold war ended late last month. 
The catalyst for the Pax Dukakis was 
House Republican leader Frank Hatch of 
Beverly. 

He and Assistant Minority Leader Bill 
Robinson of Melrose decided to make an 
issue out of Harrington’s plan to convert 
unused fourth floor State House offices 
into a kitchen and shower complex for all 
40 senators including, I might add, the 
seven Senate Republicans. The entire 
project — part of a $2 million State House 
renovation that has been going on for 
years — will cost about $14,000, includ- 
ing $1000 for the kitchen appliances paid 
for out of the pockets of the senators 
themselves. 
~ Few people were offended by the 
kitchen project, which had been widely 
known on Beacon Hill for months. But 
Hatch and his band of ostensibly frugal 
Republicans thought they saw political 
mileage in making it an issue. First, they 
introduced a bill to open the suite to use 
by the general public and then, in a 
transparent effort at headline hunting, 
held a news conference outside the unfin- 
ished and locked kitchen to castigate the 
Senate president for wasting money on 
such a frivolous project. The simple 
kitchen-shower complex was called “the 


fanciest complex_on Beacon Hill — |} 


something out of House Beautiful.” 

Hatch, dripping ridicule, said Harring- 
ton “already has enough of a stranglehold 
on his members by appointing paid com- 
mittee chairmen without holding out the 
privilege of going upstairs to make a pea- 
nut butter and jelly sandwich in return for 
a correct vote.” 

It was a demeaning statement, as was 
the entire self-righteous performance. 
Even the Republican leader of the Senate, 
John Parker of Taunton, was embarras- 
sed. Hatch, after all, was attacking the 
seven Senate Republicans as well. 

Publicly, Harrington just shrugged. 
“I’m beginning to wonder about the 
mental stability of the Republican leader 
and his cohorts,” he told the press. But 
privately, Harrington told Hatch in no 
uncertain terms what he thought of his 
performance and promised retribution 
against pet legislation of the House GOP 
leadership which previously, owing solely 
to courtesies from the Democratic leaders, 
has fared reasonably well. For now, that 
has ended. 

Hatch had taken a cheap shot — one 
of the cheapest in recent years — and, 
coming as it did in the wake of the indict- 
ments, was hardly appreciated by the 
Senate president. Harrington was in no

How not to be a passive patient

Education. Self-awareness. The right to 
know. The obligation to ask. 

The phrases are familiar, but all too 
often when a woman talks to her gyne- 
cologist, scant information is given and 
few questions are asked. In most cases, 
the exam will be routine, problem-free, 
but when a common gynecological condi- 
tion is diagnosed, it’s also likely that in- 
formation of benefit. or interest to the 
patient will not be conveyed. 

The doctor’s schedule, the patient’s 
passivity, prevailing attitudes in the 
medical profession — all these discour- 
age the dissemination of information to 
women. Historically, women have not 
been encouraged to take an active role in 
their own health care — often at great 
cost. After all, never examine a breast, 
never find a tumor. Never look at your. 
own cervix, never understand that dis- 
charge, those suspicious red spots, that 
uncomfortable itch. If ignorance doesn’t 
bring bliss, it at least brings more ignor- 
ance and, unfortunately, too many 
women are willing to exist in that state of 
mind, even today. 


Because of this, in any discussion of 
common gynecological problems and 
conditions, one mt&t bégin sub- 
jects of education and self-awareness. For 
too many years, women have forfeited 
their rights to complete information from 
their physicians. Kathy Martin, nurse 
practitioner at the Bunker Hill Com- 
munity Center. in Charlestown, defines 
the basic common gynecological problem 
women share as a “lack of education 
about their own bodies.” In short, many 


women are passive patients, They 


rather not ask questions 
mation. 

The Cambridge Women’s “Health 
Center encourages Self-awaren®ss by of-~ 
fering a detailed slide and film presenta- 
tion followed by a self-examination. As 
Susan Bell of the center said, “When 
women begin to realize what their uterus 

ize thé cervix is 
then they can begin to have control over 
their own bodies. This is where we start. 
It’s a process of demystifying a woman’s | 
body. All other gynecological problems, * 
gynecological conditions, stem from not © 
knowing, not having control of that... .” 

After the self-exam, each woman walks 
out with her own speculum. Bell holds one 
in her hand, passes it around the room; 
it’s plastic, not metal. 

“They're inexpensive,” she says. ‘“They 
can be bought in lots for 25¢ each. At 
Chrismas time we had women coming in 
and buying them as gifts. It’s really neat. 
When women learn to examine their own 
cervixes and their own breasts regularly 
and become aware of any changes in their 
own bodies, they’ve taken the first step in 
controlling any other problems that will 
follow. It’s all based on the concept of self- 
help. If women learn what is normal, 
they'll be ready to recognize what is ab- 
normal. After all, men can’t help looking 
at their penises at least a couple of times a 
day. They know if anything looks sus- 
piciously different.” 

Passivity, ignorance, irresponsibility: 
such states of mind inhibit ‘self-know- 
ledge and deny information that can af- 
fect a woman’s physical and emotional 
well-being. Indeed, such attributes often 
are far more troublesome than the speci- 
fic gynecological problems that follow, 
most of which respond to treatment and 
are curable. Not surprisingly, among 
gynecological problems those related to 
various methods of birth control are the 
most common. 


Birth control 

Controversy over the pill is under- 
standable. Recent research cites an in- 
crease in blood pressure in women on the 
pill. Heart attacks in women over 40 are 
4.7 times more prevalent if they are on the 
pill. Thrombophlebitis is nine times more 
common in women taking the pill; gall

bladder disease is twice as common. 
Fibroid enlargement is associated with 
the pill along with breast tenderness and 
enlargement. The diabetogenic effects of 


the pill increase glucose tolerance, which 


is of particular concern to women with a 
history of diabetes in their families. Many 
women, convinced the pill is related to de- 
pression, stop taking it for this reason. 
Susan Bell said the Cambridge Center 
staff is seeing more “women who are on 
the pill and want an IUD, who want to 


“find out more about diaphragms, con- 


doms, foam, and who are sick of all the 
methods and want to try natural birth 
control.” (The latter method combines 
regular cervical exams, careful citing of 
basal body temperature and the rhythm 
method.) 

Both Kathy Martin in Charlestown and 
Linda Greech, counselor and administra- 
tor at Boston’s Charles Circle Clinic, cited 


“endless pill problems.”’ Greech also sees 
many women who are experiencing dis- 
comfort, infection or bleeding from IUDs. 
Martin feels that while there may be 
problems in some cases, proponents of the 
pill reinforce misconceptions about IUDs 
to discourage women from using them. 
She recommends, copper 7s and the 
Lippes loop. ‘“There’s very little bleeding 
caused by either one,” she said. IUDs, 
which are 97 to 98 percent effective, 
should be replaced every two or three 
years. 

According to a recent study by the US 
Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, 
women who use IUDs are less likely to die 
from complications arising from their use 
than women on the pill, but women with 
IUDs are seven times more likely to re- 
quire hospitalization than those taking 
the pill. Among 3.2 million women who 
used IUDs in the first six months of 1973,

Vaginal infections 


At some time during their 


most women develop a vaginal infection. : 


— not to be confused with the normal 
vaginal discharge which is generally clear 
or whitish in color and mucoid in consis- 
tency. Although the amount of discharge 
varies from woman to woman, normal 
vaginal discharges are neither excessive 
nor malodorous. The use of birth control 
pills, diabetes, antibiotics or nervousness. 
can contribute to an increase in vaginal 
discharge, sometimes accompanied by 
irritation as well. 

The most common vaginal infections 
are trichomonas vaginalis and moniliasis 
or candidiasis, commonly known as yeast 
infection. Each type has its own typical 
appearance. Trichomonal infections, for 
example, produce a greenish-yellow or 
whitish-grey foamy discharge: Monilial or 
yeast infections produce a thick, white 
curd-like discharge that. clings to the 
walls of the vagina and. cervix. Bacterial 
infections, or haemophilus vaginalis, 
cause a watery, pus-like discharge. It is 
possible to have two.or more types of in- 
fection simultaneously;; when a woman 
does not respond to a specific form of 
treatment, this may be the reason. 

Trichomonal vaginitis, caused by a one- 
celled parasite, is transmitted sexually. If 
the vagina comes in close contact with a 
moist washcloth, towel, bathing suit or 
other garment used or worn by an infec- 
ted person, the infection can also be 
transmitted. Vaginal trich produces a 
frothy, aie or whitish grey

On June 25, 1976, the United 
States Justice Department filed 
in the US District Court in 
Washington, D.C., a civil anti- 
trust suit against the American 
Bar Association. The action 
charges that Canon 2 of the 
ABA’s Code of Professional Re- 
sponsibility “unreasonably pro- 
hibit[s] lawyers from engaging in 
price advertising and other ad- 
vertising about the availability 
and cost of legal services.” 

The suit alleges that, as a 
group, the 10 disciplinary rules 
under Canon 2 “have the effect 
of restraining price competition 
in the provision of legal services 
and deprive consumers of the op- 
portunity to obtain information 
about the cost and availability of 
legal services.” In effect, the Jus- 
tice Department is applying the 
trust-buster’s big stick to the 
ABA for alleged violation of Sec- 
tion I of the Sherman Antitrust 
Act. The ABA response to the 
stick — a resounding “ouch” in

the form of an immediate eight- 
page response circulated to its 
membership and House of Dele- 
gates — asserts that the Justice 
Department, “under the guise of 
antitrust,” is attempting to regu- 
late a domain in which they have 
no authority. The red-white- 
and-blue gauntlet of the Attor- 
ney General’s trust boys has 
been thrown down, the ABA has 
sought counsel with the firm of 
Sidley and Austin in Chicago, 
and the pre-litigation discovery 
process has commenced. It’s 
traditionally well-combed fur 
that’s likely to fly and, to change 
metaphors, jurisprudence is cer- 
tain to hit the fan, but the up- 
shot of the action could have 
some interesting ramifications 
for the spirit, if not the letter, of 
justice delivery in the land. 
The first ABA Canons of Eth- 
ics were passed in 1908 and, like 
any codification of moral beha- 
vior, had a dual effect. Well-in- 
tentioned, the Canons set out to 
enact guidelines of professional 
responsibility against which 
members of the legal profession 
could be held accountable. 


Quickly, however, these rules of 
conduct became tenets for an 
elaborate rite of passage into a 
legal fraternity interested in pre- 
serving its status through a form 
of self-regulation that over the 
years has given scant attention 
to the needs of legal-service con- 
sumers. One of the outcomes of 
the Justice Department suit 
could be consumer regulatory in- 
put into the legal profession; in 
effect, the consumer movement 
could provide checks and bal- 
ances that self-regulation can- 
not. 

The present Code of Profes- 
sional Responsibility was adop- 
ted by the House of Delegates of 
the American Bar Association in 
August of 1969 and became ef- 
fective for Bar Association mem- 
bers on January 1, 1970. While 
the Code, as written by the ABA, 
has no statutory authority, it is 
very quickly adopted by the 
states in a fashion that imparts 
legal power. 

In Massachusetts, the Su- 
preme Judicial Court (SJC) is 
responsible for the rules of court 
to which lawyers practicing in 


the Bay State are subject. The 
SJC publishes them based on 
the recommendations of the 
Massachusetts Bar Association 
(MBA) which is itself distinct 
from the ABA. There are ap- 
proximately 18,000 lawyers in 
Massachusetts, and Carl A. 
Modecki, Executive Director of 
the MBA, estimates that 10,300 
belong to the MBA; 3000 belong 
to the ABA; and he is uncertain 
as to the percentage of overlap. 
(The ABA claims a national 
membership of approximately 
200,000 lawyers.) 

Regardless of the member- 
ship rolls within Massachusetts, 
it seems clear that the SJC, us- 
ing newspeak, arrives at a simple 
adoption of the ABA Code in for- 
mulating disciplinary rules for 
the practice of law in the Com- 


monwealth. In the preamble to_ 


the list of SJC disciplinary rules, 
two curious statements appear. 
The first disavows that the ABA 
Canons are adopted as rules of 
court, and the second adopts 
canons and rules which “are 
identical in content and num- 
bering with the canons and rules 
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as shown in the American Bar 
Association Code of Profes- 
sional Responsibility and Can~ 
ons of Judicial Ethics, with sev- 
en exemptions,’’ which refer 
mainly to grounds for disbar- 
ment and conventions of pay- 
ment for professional services. 
While they do prevent one’s say- 
ing that the rules of lawyer con- 
duct in Massachusetts are iden- 
tical to those promulgated by the 
ABA, the likeness is unusual. By 
an alphabetical turn through 
ABA to MBA to SJC, the Ameri- 
can Bar Association (the first to 
cite its absence of legal auth- 
ority) thus wields very real and 
substantial influence in every 
corner of the Commonwealth; in- 
deed, in every corner of the land, 
as the process described for 
Massachusetts’ is similarly ar- 
rived at by the other states. 

The ABA contends that it does 
not restrict or prevent advertis- 
ing because it has no power to do 
so. They claim that the Justice 
Department suit infringes on 
their right to freedom of expres- 
sion and, according to Joseph 
Sims, Deputy Assistant Attor- 
ney General in the Antitrust Di- 
vision of the Justice Depart- 
ment, the ABA has offered ‘four 
or five other stock responses” to 
the complaint lodged against 
them in District Court. The 
scope and pace of the discovery 
process (that period during 
which both sides obtain each 
other’s information through de- 
position, written interrogatory, 
etc.) is unpredictable at this 
time. What is known is that the 
ABA plans to fight. Likewise, the 
Justice Department has swornto - 
settle for nothing short of a per- . 
manent injunction against ABA 
Canon 2. While they’re not re- 
vealing the full extent of their ar- 
senal, 80 years of antitrust prec- 
edent and even the other side of 
the free expression coin (which 
claims that Canon 2 is not only 
not protected by the First 
Amendment but is counterman- 
ded by it) are likely to be their 
big guns. 


Your day in court 

It is low- and middle-income 
Americans that are most se- 
verely affected by the high cost 
of legal services and present 
methods of legal services de- 
livery. An estimate published by 
the Resource Center for Con- 
sumers of Legal Services, Inc. 
out of Washington, D.C. identi- 
fies 140 million Americans as 
“legally disadvantaged.” It is in 
this regard that the advertising 
issue is important. 

Advertising of course is man- 
ipulative and abusive, man- 
ufactures demand and mis- 
represents. Yet, it is said, the 
medium also educates, fosters 
competition, and ultimately 
drives down prices. It is the price 
question that bears most heav- 
ily on the present Justice De- 
partment action. In the land- 
mark case of Goldfarb v. Vir- 
ginia State Bar (1975) the Su- 
preme Court held that mini- 
mum fee schedules and other 
methods of artificially control- 
ling price competition by attor- 
neys is a conspiracy in restraint 
of fair trade. Because of ar- 
rangements like those un- 
covered in the Goldfarb case and 
because of the absence of adver- 
tising in the legal profession, 
consumer ignorance of the cost 
and availability of legal services — 
is widespread. 


Lawyers and the press 

As a result of present code re- 
strictions on “publicity in’ gen- 
eral,” attorneys tend to handle 
lawyer-press contact with kid 
gloves. Ife an knowingly 
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makes a statement to a journal- 
ist regarding his practice that 
can be construed as a statement 
designed to solicit business, the 
attorney is subject to stiff dis- 
ciplinary reprisals. To the ques- 
tion, “Who will stand to benefit 
most if the Justice Department 
is successful in its prosecution 
and who will abuse the advertis- 
ing privilege most?”, the replies 
of local attorneys were generally 
phrased gingerly — and anony- 
mously. 

“The advertising question is a 
progressive legal issue but not a 
central legal issue,”” remarked a 
South End lawyer with more 
than a decade of experience in 
alternative legal practice. ““The 
suit is really not on the cutting 
edge of legal problems.”

commitment to provide low-cost 
counsel to the “legally disad- 
vantaged.” By a reduction of of- 
fice overhead (the MBA ac- 
knowledges that 50 percent of a 
fee paid to a traditional practice 
is immediately gobbled up by 
overhead), effective use of para- 
legal assistants, and ‘simply 
lower salaries, these groups seek 
to lower the high cost of justice. 
Because the clients they aim for 
are less likely to know how to 
seek out the services of a lawyer 
and because the provision of low- 
cost services requires high vol- 
ume to stay in business, it is ar- 
gued that communes, collec- 
tives, and clinics are most se- 
verely handicapped by the ad- 
vertising ban. 

The argument advanced 
against advertising suggests that 
advertising a given service at a 

_fixed fee is impossible because 
every attorney-client relation- 
ship is unique and will follow an 
unpredictable course. The coun- 
terargument indicates that the 
majority of legal problems, par- 
ticularly those of the poor, are 
“amenable to an assembly-line 
approach.”’ An uncontested di- 
vorce, the preparation of a 
simple will, a standard uncon- 
tested adoption — all require the 
same basic effort for any given 
client. Such standard services 
are the mainstay of community 
(alternative) legal practice and 
advocates of advertising believe 
it is a disservice to justice to pro- 
hibit publication of the avail- 
ability and price of these ser- 
vices. 

Citing bar-imposed obstacles 
to their form of practice, collec- 
tive lawyers are fearful to risk 
their licenses by stepping out of 
line. “Thousands of lawyers 
break all the Code rules every 
day,” a South End attorney re- 
ports, “but collective lawyers 
don’t step out of line because 
they feel a lot of scrutiny every- 
day.” 

A simple two-paragraph an- 
nouncement of a new law collec- 
tive and its commitment to low- 
cost services affordable by work- 
ing people appeared a year ago in 
the Dorchester Community 
News and drew the disapproval 
of the Board of Bar Overseers for 
the fledgling Dorchester-based 
firm. 

In a bolder action, the Phoe- 
nix-based Legal Clinic of Bates 
& O’Steen openly violated the 
profession’s advertising ban by 
placing display advertisement in 
the Sunday, February 22, 1976 
Arizona Republic. The ad listed 
five specific services with at- 
tached fees. 

On the West Coast, the Legal 
Clinic of Jacoby & Meyers 
opened what critics have called 
“a discount store of the profes- 
sion.” In a middle-class shop- 
ping center in Van Nuys, Cali- 
fornia, Leonard D. Jacoby and 
Stephen Z. Meyers opened a 
plain storefront office in 1972. 
Using the low-overhead, high- 
volume techniques of alterna- 


tive practice, they were geared to 
handle a large number of simple 
cases at reduced cost. On 21 sep- 
arate hearing days extending 
over a 14-month period, the at- 
torneys have been forced to de- 
fend themselves against charges 
of unethical conduct growing out 
of alleged violations of Canon 2. 
The basis for the charges in- 
cluded the facts that Jacoby and 


Meyers held an open house on 
the clinic’s first business day and 
invited the public and the press; 
granted interviews to journalists 


“furnishing detailed informa- 
tion” about the operation of 
their office; distributed a “‘press 
kit” in response to subsequent 
inquiries from the press; and 
used the words “legal clinic” in 
their firm name. . 


Jacoby and Meyers were 
cleared of charges of moral tur- 
pitude and dishonest behavior 
by a hearing committee of their 
local bar, but in a split decision 
the committee found that their 
methods (furnishing detailed in- 
formation, including prices) con- 
stituted “unethical solicitation 
of clients,” and they were sus- 


petence, you know, ‘I’m the best 
lawyer in town so come to me,’ 
are likely to misrepresent the 
profession more than de-mystify 
it. But simple fee-for-service ad- 
vertising will probably be a 
benefit to consumers.” 

The question of whose prac- 
tices will benefit by relaxed ad- 
vertising restrictions is open to 
debate.

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Women’s rally: wages and men’s sins 


Caution: Your husband may be hazardous to your health

With a gutsy determination 
and warmth that nonplused 
spectators and inspired partici- 
pants, 2000 women celebrated 
Women’s Equality Day this Aug- 
ust 26 in Boston. Shouting “Out 
of the kitchen and into the 
street. Women united can’t be 
beat,” marchers left the Boston 
Common for a City Hall Plaza 
rally which was probably among 
the first ever held addressing the 
problem of battered wives (and 
the related matter of wages for 
housework). It took 890 cam- 
paigns and 52 years before 
women gained the vote on Aug- 
ust 26, 1920, feminist historian 
Pam Macy reminded the crowd. 
Her listeners seemed to agree 
that only the same kind of con- 
certed effort by women them- 
selves would free them from 
men’s violence in a society in 
which the question “When did 
you stop beating your wife?” still 
gets laughs. As one sign summed

Despite the day’s grave theme, 
there was plenty of time for sa- 
tire and songs, kicked off by acti- 
vist-lawyer-wit Flo Kennedy, ir- 
repressible as ever, who sug- 
gested that battered women with 
no other place to go head for the 
nearest church, synagogue or 
mosque and set up housekeep- 
ing. Let those who perpetrate the 
myths of marriage, she said, lend 
refuge to its victims. “The Bat- 
tle Hymn of the Republic,” re- 
christened “Move On Over” 
(“Mine eyes have seen the glory 
of the flame of women’s rage’”’), 
will never be the same. The new 
“Lord’s Prayer” (“Our Mother, 
which art in heaven”) reminded 
the faithful that “Our washin’s 
done, our kitchen’s clean/On 
earth and it isn’t heaven. . . And 
lead us not into Home Eco- 
nomics/But deliver us into-poli- 
tics,/For there is the power/And 
the glory/And the money/For- 


ever.” 


How can a demonstration 
focus on the violence of sexism 


Z without depressing everyone to 


the point where all effort seems 
futile? Here, as at other women’s 
rallies, poetry, song, humor and 
exhibitions enlarged upon the 
speakers’ themes. Poets Eliza- 
beth Fenton, Karen Lindsey and 
Marge Piercy articulated the 
rituals of women’s lives, re- 
directing listeners’ anger out- 
ward. Joanna Cazden sang of 
Ella Ellison, still in prison 
though the two men whose testi- 
mony led to her life sentence for 
felony murder have recanted. 
Women demonstrated Tae Kwon 


Do techniques _ of self- defense 


and talked of their increasing 
ability to act decisively and to 
stop thinking of themselves as 
potential victims. (Frankly, I 
would have preferred a_half- 
dozen crude hints of the knee-to- 
the-groin, elbow-in-the-neck 
variety. Women’s attackers 
won’t wait until all of us have 
perfected more sophisticated 
means of defending ourselves.) 


The rally’s center was the tes- 
timony of five victims of men’s 
violence. Doreen McDowell 
spoke of having been raped — 
four times. Battered wife Marta 
Pala, raised in East Africa, 
stressed the need for women of 
all races, classes and national- 
ities to unite against brutality 
which knows no such boun- 
daries. Thelma Johnson called 
upon women to reject what she 
termed the “Only Syndrome” — 
i.e., the excuses which keep some 
women from admitting they are 
battered, because, after all, their 
husbands or “lovers” hit them 
only once, or only when they 
were drunk, or only .. . . And, of 
course, it won’t happen again. 
Shame, and their failure to 
realize that the blame isn’t 
theirs and their situation not 
unique, help, in Johnson’s 
words, “‘to keep a woman in her 
place — at the end of her hus- 
band’s fist.” 


Another woman who realized 
“she didn’t have to take it,” 
Elaine Lewis, stressed the 
double oppression of battered 
black women, who have to de- 
fend themselves both inside and 
outside their homes. If the police 
answer their cries for help with 
more than ‘“‘He’s paying the rent, 
isn’t he?’’, their arrest of a black 
man, Lewis said, is hardly moti- 
vated by concern for the 
woman’s safety. Like so many 
other battered wives who reject 
the socially encouraged notion 
that they’re to blame, Lewis left 
the man who kept her in fear for 
her life, but only to find that her 
new independence was also criti- 
cized. Damned if they do, 
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damned if they don’t, battered 
wives who stay with their hus- 
bands are written off as maso- 
chists who deserve their misery. 
But those'who do leave are de- 
rided for breaking up their fam- 
ilies. According to Lewis, social 
workers, psychiatrists, clergy, 
welfare workers and others in the 
so-called “helping professions” 
often regard battered women 
with indifference, hostility or 
cynicism (“What did you do to 
provoke the attack?”’), extolling 
the sanctity of the family even if 
the wife seems rather the worse 
for wear. As Lisa Leghorn, a 
longtime advocate for battered 
women, commented at the rally, 
the sanctity they preach is really 
that “of male privilege ... of 
men’s ability to do what they 
want to women and get away 
with it.”” Unable to bear condi- 
tions at the Chardon Street 
Home (the only state-run local 
“shelter” for women), where she 
said she was subjected to verbal 
abuse and menial labor, Lewis 
lost her children to Catholic 
Charities, which all along had 
suggested adoption as the an- 
swer to her problems. So much 
for sanctity of the family. 

_ Pat Upshaw said she suffered 
a permanent head injury (as did 
one of her children) and three 
broken ribs from beatings by her 
police officer husband. He once 
greeted her through the kitchen 
window by pointing a gun at her 
head; on another occasion, he 
tried to blow up her car. Jobless, 
with four children, she left him a 
half-dozen times, but she was 
forced to return again and again 
because she was unable to sup-

port herself. Without money or 
the child care which would have 
made holding a job possible, Pat 


_ Upshaw, like so many others, 


discovered the hard way that be- 
ing a housewife is the only occu- 
pation for which pay is non-ex- 
istent, and the on-the-job 
hazards ran the gamut from 
black eyes to death. 

All four battered wives among 
the rally’s speakers were lucky in 
one respect: they were finally 
able to leave their husbands be- 
cause of the shelter offered by 
the feminist-oriented Transi- 


tion House in Cambridge, the 
only real refuge for women with 
children in Massachusetts. As 
described by Lisa Leghorn, the 
refuge was, in fact, the small 
apartment of two women who 
welcomed up to 25 women and 
children in crisis at a time. Its lo- 
cation kept secret lest men con- 
tinue to threaten its residents, 
Transition House helped 
approximately 2150 women start 
new lives for themselves. Dedi- 
cated volunteers helped them 
gain medical and legal aid, get 
custody of their children, find 


jobs and begin to think of them- 
selves as human beings again. 
The Transition House phone 
rang an average of every 20 min- 
utes with a call for help — de- 
spite the fact that only a frac- 
tion of all the battered women in 
the area even knew of its exis- 
tence. 

Closed down last June (after 
six months’ operation), al- 
legedly for overcrowding in vio- 
lation of the health code, Tran- 
sition House had, according to 
Leghorn, angered a racist neigh- 
bor who enlisted a Cambridge 


City Councilman in her opposi- 
tion to black and white women 
sharing an apartment. Transi- 
tion House will reopen in tem- 
porary quarters late this month. 
But with only six bedrooms, it 
won’t be able to meet the needs 
of even one out of the 45 bat- 
tered women who call the Bos- 
ton Police Department on an 
average day, well-known bat- 
tered wives’ advocate Betsy 
Warrior told the Phoenix after 
the rally. 

Transition House is a begin- 
ning, however, and one which 
has, in Warrior’s words, ‘“ab- 
sorbed every ounce of energy and 
resources of the women working 
there.” Only the women’s move- 
ment, in Boston and other cities, 
has addressed the problem that 
most of the public not only 
avoids discussing but usually 
even denies exists. Yet the prob- 
lem is too widespread and the

discharge. In addition, itching, 
soreness, swelling or bleeding 
of the vaginal walls may oc- 
cur. In some cases, tiny red 
spots appear on the vagina 
and cervix. If not treated, the 
cells of the cervix can be perma- 
nently damaged and may be- 
come more susceptible to can- 
cer. Oral doses of metronidazole 
usually clear up the infection in 
10 days to two weeks. Because it 
is transmitted sexually, the man 
(or sometimes the woman, 
although trich is seldom trans- 
mitted through women lovers) 
must also be treated to elimi- 
nate possibilities of cross-infec- 
tion. 

Yeast infections occur when 
the usually harmless yeast-like 
fungus that grows normally in 
the body erupts, causing vagi- 
nal and vulval itching, burning 
or swelling. This is accom- 
panied by a curd-like discharge 
that smells like yeast. Yeast 
infections usually occur when 
there is a physiological im- 
balance in the vagina — often 
after treatment with antibiotic 
drugs. Any of the following may 
also produce this imbalance in a 
woman: pregnancy, diabetes, 
birth control pills, douching, 
bubble baths or physical or 
emotional exhaustion. The con- 
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sistent wearing of panty hose, 
synthetic underwear or tight 
pants is also related to yeast in- 


fectioris. The clothing holds“in 


moisture and warmth which pro- 
vides the ideal environment for 
yeast to grow. 

Linda Greech of the Charles 
Circle Clinic said our changing 
life-styles are part of the reason 
for the increase in yeast infec- 
tions. She said, “Women should 
avoid nylon or synthetic panties 
unless they have a cotton crotch 
and stay away from panty hose 
unless they have a net or open 
weave crotch. They should con- 
sider loose slacks, knee highs, 
clothing that isn’t binding.” 
Although yeast infections are 
relatively easy to treat, she 
noted, “they can be chronic.” 

Sturgis emphasized that vagi- 
nal infections in general are not 
related to unsanitary condi- 
tions. ““They’re widespread,” he 
said, ‘‘and very common, 
particularly yeast infections.” 

Yeast infections are generally 
treated with anti-fungicidal sup- 
positories such as nystatin; 
symptoms are relieved in about 
two days. Another form of treat- 
ment is eating yogurt, which 
helps prevent the growth of yeast 
in the body. Cool compresses 
help relieve painful swelling. 
Some women recommend but- 
termilk douches, an acidic 
douche of one to two table- 
spoons vinegar in a quart of 
water or applying plain yogurt to

“Genital or vaginal 
Greech calls this “the new 
VD.” Herpes simplex is caused 
by a virus closely related to the 
virus that causes cold sores of the 
mouth. Transmitted sexually, 
herpes is the most common 
cause of genital lesions in wo- 
men. The symptoms include 
small sores or blisters on the 
clitoris, outer or inner vagina, 
anal area or cervix. Itching 
generally accompanies the sores 
or blisters, which gradually 
become scabbed. The sores 
usually heal in one to two weeks. 
In its early stages, according to 
Sturges, “herpes doesn’t give a 
complaint; although a discharge 
and pain during intercourse may 
be secondary symptoms.” 
Although there are many ways 
to treat herpes, there is no cure. 
Once present, it remains in a 
dormant or latent stage for the 
rest of a woman’s life. There are 
no antibiotics available to kill 
the herpes virus; however, local 
anaesthetics such as Xylocaine 
and Nupercainal will numb 


painful lesions in the genital 


area. Other possibilities for 
treating herpes symptoms ~in- 
clude sulfa creams, aspirin or 
other oral pain killers, cool baths 
and wet dressings. Symptoms 
subside in ten days to two weeks.

while passing through -- susceptible to bacterial infec- 


the mother’s cervix or vagina. 
The infection may be fatal, as 
herpes affects the internal 
organs. If the- baby survives, 
there may be brain damage. 
Ironically, pregnancy often 
causes a dormant case of herpes 
to flare up. Woman who have 
had herpes may want to con- 
sider Cesarean delivery. 


Venereal or vaginal warts 
It is generally believed that 
vaginal warts, as with herpes 
infections, are caused by a virus. 
They are said to be spread by 
sexual contact, although this is 
not.definitely known. The warts 
themselves may grow singly or in 
numbers. They may be small or 
quite large. A discharge or other 
irritation may accompany the 
condition. Because they are con- 
tagious, they are becoming more 
and more common. Treatment is 
a local application of podo- 
phyllin or liquid nitrogen by a 
physician to “burn” the warts 
off. Often, more than one treat- 
ment is required. Intercourse ag- 
gravates the condition and, as 
with other viruses, warts ‘can 


recur. Sometimes: they are con- 


fused with the warts of secon- 
dary syphilis. 


Urinary tract infections

tion. hygiene can contri- 
bute to this; after urinating, 
women should wipe from the 
vagina to the urethra to avoid 
contamination. Large quanti- 
ties of cranberry juice, an excel- 
lent diuretic, can be effective. 
The important thing to remem- 
ber, though, is to double the nor- 
mal intake of fluids. This 
“flushes” the kidneys. 


Menstrual pain 

Few women have not experi- 
enced menstrual pain or tension. 
It is well known today that there 
are physiological reasons for 
menstrual discomfort and that 
the pain is not psychosomatic. 
There are several reasons women 
experience menstrual pain. 
These include the contractions 
and dilations of the blood ves- 
sels in the uterus every 60 to 190 
seconds beginning a day or two 
before menstruation begins, the 
drop of estrogen and progester- 
one in the blood level and pres- 
sure caused by water retention. 
Menstrual pain may also be 
related to various methods of 
birth control, 


Each woman experiences her 
own particular type of discom- 
fort. In addition ot the age-old 
remedy of two aspirins, a heating 
pad and a cup of tea (or maybe a 
shot of whiskey), there are exer- 
cises to relieve both spasmodic 
and congestive menstrual dis- 
comfort, massages which relieve 
congestion and hormone 
therapy. Increased potassium 
and calcium intake and in- 
creased intake of Vitamins B-12 
and C will also relieve menstrual 
pain. 


Uterine cancer 

Fortunately, uterine cancer 
has been steadily declining as a 
cause of death. The Pap smear or 
test, a microscopic examination 
of cells shed by the uterus and 
collected from the vagina, is 95 
percent effective in detecting 
cervical cancer. Cervical cancer 


is slow-growing, but the test. 


should be taken every year. 

If a woman is aware she has a 
cell variation, sometimes due to 
the pill or pregnancy, she should 
be checked every six months, 
although these variations do not 
necessarily mean cancer. 

The Pap smear is analyzed on 
a 1-5 classification system. One 
is normal, negative; five, which 
signals a marked increase in 
white blood cells around the 
cervical area, needs immediate 
attention and treatment. Even a 
classification of three, which re- 
sults when cells are inflamed, 
usually requires a biopsy to 
determine what is causing the 
changes. 


Tumors and cysts 

A variety of tumors and 
tumorlike growths can develop 
in either the uterus, the vagina, 
the ovaries or the Fallopian 
tubes. Often these are benign, as 
are many cysts, and require no 
specific medical attention other 
than regular examinations. 

Cysts contain fluid or semi- 
fluid material; tumors do not. 
Tumors are formed by a swell- 
ing of the cells or tissue or by an 
unusual growth of the same. Be- 
nign tumors do not spread, al- 
though they may grow, while 
malignant tumors may be spread 
by the blood stream or lymph 
vessels to other parts of the body. 

Fibroid tumors, which usually 
develop when women are in their 
30s and 40s, are the most com- 
mon to form in the uterus. They 
may be the size of a pea or as 
large as a canteloupe or egg- 
plant. Because fibroids are be- 
nign (only one percent become 
malignant), most doctors prefer 
not to operate on them. If there 
is either excessive bleeding or 
pressure to other organs of the 
body, a myomectomy (removal 
of the tumor alone) may be

Breast cysts, another com- 
mon condition in women, are 
often indicative of nothing more 
than a woman’s usual “cystic” 
condition. These come in cycles, 
usually appearing during or after 
her period, and, as with some 
ass ovarian cysts, they dissolve. 


Breast cancer 

Although 65 to 80 percent of 
4 the biopsies performed on breast 
= tumors are benign, breast can- 

cer is still the most common 
cause of death from cancer to 
women. Ninety percent of breast 
tumors are discovered by women 
themselves during regular self- 
examinations. The best time to 
examine the breasts is a day or 

two after the menstrual period 
ends; the examination should 
also include the general area 
under the arms. 

Pre-menstrual pain in the 
breasts is normal, but if the pain 
persists and remains in the same 
area, it should be checked. 

Leaking of the breasts in women 
| who are not pregnant is not nor- 
| mal and should also be checked. 

Mammography (x-rays of the 

breasts) and thermography 
(measurement of heat radiating 
form the breasts) are advanced 

a methods of detecting lumps and 
malignant tumors. Mammo- 
: graphy is itself a controversial

With thermography, tissues of 
malignant tumors, which repro- 
duce at a faster.rate than the tis- 
sues around them, give off heat, 
thus making detection possible. 


Gonorrhea and syphilis 
Gonorrhea is a “silent disease” 
in women; there are no im- 
mediate outward signs or symp- 
‘ toms. The disease travels up a 
(| woman’s uterus and Fallopian 
4 tubes, sometimes causing steril- 
ity. 

If a woman is on the pill and 
comes in contact with gonorrhea, 
she is virtually certain to con- 
tract the disease. If she is not on 
the pill, there is a 40 percent 
chance. 

At some health centers, there 
has been a recent increase in 
rectal and oral gonorrhea; wo- 
men should be aware that they 
can be infected with gonorrhea 
in more than one area at a time. 
If a woman has any question 
about having had sexual con- 
tact with a man who may have 
had the disease, she should ar- 
range for a test. Treatment con- 
sists of penicillin, sometimes in 
massive doses.

Endocrine imbalance 

The most notable example of 
this condition in women is 
amenorrhea, or the absence of 
menstruation. Treatment re- 
quires a substantial “work-up” 
in a major hospital. In the 
Boston area, a group called 
RESOLVE deals with infertility 
problems; it is open to men_as 
well as women. 


Ectoplasia 

Cervical “erosions” are often 
present from birth and are more 
correctly called eversions. This 
condition occurs as the cervix is 
formed in the embryo. The outer 
side of the cervix is covered by 
“tough” skin, the inner by a very 
thin layer. Sometimes the sensi- 
tive mucous lining is pointed 
outward rather than inward 
where the two types of skin come 
together at the juncture of the 
cervix, causing the eversions. 

Cervical tissue can become 
raw or can split just as the skin 
on the lips can. In fact cervical 
tissue can be compared to the 
skin on the outside and inside of 
the lips. If the area is cauterized, 
the skin will shrink, although 
this should not be done before a 


~ woman is 15 or 16 years of age. 


Without cauterization, the skin 
may be exposed to semen, 
various bacteria and staph cells 
which may cause additional pain 
or discomfort. Cauterization will 
ease the discomfort, but there is 
the possibility that it will be 
more difficult for the sperm to 
travel in the uterus and fertilize 
the egg, thereby reducing the 
likelihood of pregnancy. 


Endometriosis 

The endometrium is the soft 
lining of the uterus, which 
breaks down each month as 
menstruation begins and is ex- 
pelled from the body along with 
the blood. Sometimes, frag- 
ments of this tissue get squeezed 
upward through the tubes, 
rather than growing down, and 
will grow, forming ovarian cysts. 
This is a common condition in 
women aged 30 to 40 and more 
common in women who have not 
been pregnant. These tiny “im- 
plants,’”’ not much larger than a 
lead pencil point, are not malig- 
nant and do not cause cancer. 
Birth control pills, which allow 
the implants to dry up, are 
usually prescribed for endome- 
triosis. Surgical treatment is 
possible but doesn’t prevent or 
discourage a recurrence. Women 
with endometriosis cannot be- 
come pregnant and the condi- 
tion often causes severe cramps. 


Women who have experienced 
one or several of these gyneco- 
logical problems should realize 
that, for the most part, these 
conditions are common. Suc- 
cessful treatment depends on a 
woman’s sensitivity to her own 
body, her. awareness of any 
changes that occur and her 
knowledge of what the changes 
may indicate. 

Women must also be willing to 
learn as much as they can about 
any drug or form of medication 
they may be taking. For 
example, a connection has now 
been made between women who 
are taking lithium, valium or 
librium and children born with 
cleft palates. 

Whose responsibility is it to 
distribute information about 
such research? The govern- 
ment’s? The drug companies? 
Research laboratories? Gynecol- 
ogists? Obstetricians? Women 
themselves? 

Obviously, women cannet do 
it all, nor can they do it all alone. 
But the more aware of their own 
bodies women become, the more 
willing they are to become in- 
volved in self-education. If they 
become active participants in 
their own health care they can, 
to a degree, control their own 
futures.

dard margin of error.) 

Not to be outdone, McGrail 
announced his poll results a few 
days later. They showed him out 
in front with 18.7 percent of the 
vote. LoPresti was next with 14.7 
percent, followed by Markey 
with 13.6 percent. McGrail’s 
pollster left him ample room to 
hedge — 37.9 percent still unde- 
cided. 

All three polls showed Mac- 
donald administrative assistant 
Joseph Croken, Everett Mayor 
George McCarthy and Revere 
Mayor William Reinstein clus- 
tered together several points be- 
hind. 

(While Markey’s organization 
felt it was in their interest to re- 
lease this earlier poll, they re- 
fused to reveal the candidates’ 
standings in their own updated 
survey last week. Other candi- 
dates claim they haven’t done 
follow-up polls.) 

While polls may be only min- 
imally useful in predicting win- 
ners, they serve as a rough guide 
for separating the serious con- 
tenders from the also-rans. Sup- 
porters of low-scoring candi- 
dates are urged to line up be- 
hind someone less desirable but 
more electable. Thus, polls are 
used not just to reflect public 
opinion but to shape it. 


Vincent LoPresti 


On paper, Vincent LoPresti of 
Medford should win easily. 
Some observers say he should 
and could have wrapped it up 
more than a month ago but is 
now in a position of trying to 
hold on. Twelve of the 15 com- 
munities in his Council district 
are in the 7th Congressional Dis- 
trict. He is the brother of pop- 
ular state Senator Michael Lo- 
Presti, whose district includes 
Winthrop, and reportedly has 
lets of family and friends in Re- 
vere and the eastern part of the 
district. The district is said to be 
35 percent Italian, and none of 
the three other Italian candi- 
dates is taken seriously. 

More important, LoPresti was 
also the 7th District coordinator 
of Henry Jackson’s presidential 
campaign. Many Jackson opera- 
tives, using card files, contribu- 
tors and warm bodies which 
proved so helpful in March, are 
hard at work for LoPresti. Jack- 
son’s own endorsement has ap- 
peared in local papers, includ- 
ing the Jewish Advocate. 

LoPresti cites Congressmen 
Gerry Studds, Silvio Conte and 
Joe Moakley as the members of 
the Massachusetts delegation he 
most admires, but one longtime 
observer of the 7th District an- 
ticipates that LoPresti, if elec- 
ted, would line up somewhere to 
the right of all three. Tax re- 
form, unemployment and crime 
are his big issues, but he feels “‘it 
is still a little premature to get 
into specifics.”” Sounding like a 
poor man’s Lloyd Bentsen, he 
feels the hope of economic re- 
covery starts with helping small 

businessmen provide for full em- 
ployment, ‘‘more fiscally re- 
sponsible” than the Humphrey- 
Hawkins route. He admits to not 
having command of foreign pol- 
icy specifics, but believes his 
views would be fundamentally 
the same as Senator Jackson’s. 
LoPresti is charming, if some- 
what disingenuous. To his sup- 
porters, LoPresti is smooth; to 
his detractors, he’s slick. To his 
district, he’s trying to present 
himself as the only serious can- 
didate who is both a family man 
and a businessman (he runs the 
family business — Skyline En- 
terprises — at Logan Airport.) 
‘Despite his generally conserva- 
tive stance on most social is- 
sues, LoPresti has withstood cri- 
ticism from the Right-to-Life 
movement, the church and other 
candidates for his opposition to a 
Constitutional amendment to 
prohibit abortion. 


Edward Markey is regarded 
many of his State House col- 
leagues as the best of a bad lot in 
the Macdonald district. Said one 
liberal, “My heart’s with Jack 
Leff, but my head’s with Ed 
Markey. Leff probably doesn’t 
have a chance. Markey’s a light- 
weight, but he’s got good people 
around him and he’s got a capa- 
city to learn.” 

The good-looking 30-year-old 
Malden representative is a nat- 
ural media candidate. Affecting 
a Kennedy style of speech, rhy- 
thm and hand gestures, Markey 
invites people to know him by 
the enemies he has made. By re- 
minding them how he incurred 
the wrath of the House leader- 
ship by fighting for legislation to 
phase out special justices, Mar- 
key comes across as a renegade. 
But his voting record reveals 
that Markey’s instincts are sub- 
stantially in tune with the con- 
servative nature of his district. 
While he has recently come out 
in opposition to the death pen- 
alty, he voted for capital pun- 
ishment during the 1973-74 ses- 
sion. He also voted against de- 
criminalization of marijuana, 
no-fault divorce and extension of 
the prison furlough program. In 
the 1975-76 session, he has sup- 
ported modified versions of these 
earlier bills. As a candidate for 
Congress, he articulates most of 
the positions, both foreign and 
domestic, put forth by Morris 
Udall (whom he supported in the 
primary). But his continued sup- 
port of strict anti-obscenity laws 


and of constitutional amend-. 


ments to ban forced busing and 
abortion and to permit prayer in 
public schools has cost him the 
active support of many liberals. 
Nevertheless, despite his op- 
position to public power, Mar- 
key has been enthusiastically en- 
dorsed by Congressman Mich- 
ael Harrington, and he enjoys 
the support of many liberal leg- 
islators in the House. With the 
smallest starting base of any of 
the frontrunners, it is to Mar- 
key’s credit that he has come as 
far as he has. Of all the candi- 
dates running, he has done the 
most to inform the voters about 
his positions on the issues. 


Stephen McGrail 


When he isn’t sucking on a ci- 
gar, 28-year-old State Senator 
Stephen McGrail (Malden- 
Wakefield) looks more the role of 
“new breed politician” he tries 
to play. Conservatively dressed, 
his hair styled in the dry look, 
McGrail is more image than sub- 
stance. A high point of his un- 
distinguished Senate career was 
his celebrated 1974 switch in 
position on the death penalty af- 
ter a walking tour of his district. 
Despite his conscience, he said, 
and his conviction that the leg- 
islation was unconstitutional, 
McGrail changed his vote in ac- 
cordance with what he felt was 
the majority opinion in the dis- 
trict. Although he prides him- 
self on being a hardliner on crime 

. and boasts of his efforts to rein- 
stitute capital punishment, Mc- 
Grail’s literature also refers to 
him as “a legislative leader in 
the push to insure humane treat- 
ment of animals.” 

The first elected official in 
Massachusetts to support Jim- 
my Carter, McGrail was eased 
out of the campaign when it star- 
ted to take off because, as Car- 
ter leaders in the state say, “Mc- 
Grail wasn’t a worker and 
seemed to be using the cam- 
paign for his own ends.” 

McGrail prefers platitudes to 
answering questions. Of the 
eight candidates who responded 
to a CPPAX questionnaire, Mc- 
Grail most frequently blanked 
the responses, not answering any 
of the questions on taxes or for- 
eign policy. He declined to an- 
swer seriously a Phoenix ques- 
tionnaire. McGrail says his 
toughest political decision “was 
to run for Congress, thereby giv- 
ing up my post in the Mass- 


That McGrail is very much in 
the running may be a function of 
the fact that he has represented 
four towns in the district for four 
years. Also, some women find 
him attractive. 


Joseph Croken 
For nearly 22 years, Joseph 


Croken of Malden served as Tor-. 


bert Macdonald’s administra- 
tive assistant. He is running with 
the endorsement of Macdon- 
ald’s family, the use of Macdon- 
ald’s card file and the sense of 
obligation of many constituents 
for favors done by the office over 
the years. There seems to be 
some truth to the claim that 
Croken knows the district better 
than anyone running — but the 
question is, does the district 
know him? Recognizing this 
problem, Croken’s literature 
says, “A good congressional ad- 
ministrative assistant doesn’t 
share the limelight with the Con- 
gressman. He was working for 
you before you ever heard of 
him.” Croken started his cam- 
paign late and, through his many 
contacts, made a big splash with 
bumper stickers and signs. The 
question is whether he started 
too late to catch the others. Lo- 
Presti says that Croken, not 
Markey or McGrail, is his most 
serious challenger, and he re- 
mains the real sleeper in the 
race. 

Croken’s positions seem to be 
largely those of the Democratic 
Party platform and, like Lo- 
Presti and Leff, he differs from 
the pack in his opposition to a 
constitutional amendment to 
prohibit abortion. In response to 
a series of Phoenix questions, 
Croken seemed sensitive to the 
nuances of the legislative pro- 
cess and had more than just a 
press-release grasp of the issues. 

Croken isn’t an image candi- 
date. He doesn’t offer the prom- 
ise of new leadership for the ’70s. 
With his kind, round face and 
graying brown hair, he offers vot- 
ers the promise of continuing the 
high level of constituent service 
Macdonald provided. 


George McCarthy 


Five-term Everett Mayor 
George McCarthy is a tough ad- 
ministrator who has held the line 
on taxes. But the qualities which 
make a good administrator do 
not necessarily make a good 
Congressman. An early Carter 
supporter, McCarthy claims to 
be running on the issues, but the 
most important national issue 
for him seems to be abortion. 
He’s strongly opposed to it and 
feels the issue won’t go away un- 
til we have a constitutional 
amendment prohibiting it. On 
other issues, he urges lowered ex- 
pectations. ‘““The problems in 
this state were caused by the 
Massachusetts Legislature,” he 
says. “If they could be solved in 
Washington, Torby Macdonald 
would have done it.” 


William Reinstein 


“T’m the Mayor of Revere, and 
it’s a tough city,” William Rein- 
stein tells his audiences. And he 
leaves no doubt in anyone’s 
mind that he too is tough. ‘‘He’s 
the most conservative one in the 
race and he’s proud of it,”’ says 
Reinstein aide John Powers. For 
starters, Reinstein is “against 


‘the courts dictating to us,” op- 


poses forced busing, handgun 
control, abortion and foreign aid. 

Some Jewish voters are sup- 
porting Reinstein because they 
think he is Jewish. Actually, he 
is Catholic. 


William Hogan 


Representative William Ho- 
gan of Everett offers to ideolo- 
gues of the right what Jack Leff 
does to the left. One of the most 
steadfast and outspoken oppon- 
ents of gun control in the state, 
Hogan has also. distinguished 
himself by winning the “Law 
and Order Award”’ of the Amer- 
ican Legion, the “Gold Medal

Man of the Year Award’’ from 
the Marine Corps League and a 
variety of other badges of honor 
from police and veterans’ groups. 
He supports the death penalty, 
opposes the furlough system, 
supports strict anti-obscenity 


laws and opposes no-fault di- | 


vorce. Hogan declined to return 
a questionnaire from the Phoen- 
ix, but his record speaks for it- 
self. 


Jack Leff 


Jack Leff, the only unequiv- 
ocal liberal in the race, has the 
support of Citizens for Partici- 
pation in Political Action 
(CPPAX). But CPPAX has only 
100 members in the district and, 
though they hope to bring in out- 
side volunteers, their endorse- 
ment here may not mean very 
much. 

Leff concedes that if he does 
win, “It will be with the lowest 
visibility rating in the district.” 
Leff's strategy is to target his 
vote, putting together a coali- 
tion of liberals, Jews and the el- 
derly in 50 selected precincts. 
But his sole claim to each of 
these constituencies is disputed. 

As Secretary of Elder Affairs, 
he dealt with many of the hous- 
ing, income and medical care 
problems which Congress is now 
trying to solve for people of all 
age groups. He earned his stripes 
in years of community action, 
and when he talks about na- 
tional health insurance and re- 
structuring the social security 
system, Leff isn’t just mouthing 
platitudes or abstract theory. 
Leff’s positions on the emo- 
tional social issues alone would 
make his run difficult in this dis- 
trict. But without the money en- 
joyed by many of the frontrun- 
ners and without any political 
base, Macdonald’s first. lonely 
challenger seems about to be 
trampled by the crowd. 


Robert Donovan 


“The worst thing Bobby Don- 
ovan has done in this campaign 
is to use his own voice in his ra- 
dio ads,” commented a sup- 
' porter of the Chelsea represen- 
tative and insurance agent. Don- 
ovan started fast, peaked early 
and low, and whatever chance he 
may have had has been frittered 
away with lack of organization. 
He had outspent all the others 
by the first of July and has 
hardly been heard from since. 


Bobby Leo

mood to toy with an aggra- 
vating, but hardly meaningful 
mosquito-like attack from the 
House Republicans. In short, 
says a confidant of Harring- 
ton’s, “the Senate president was 
bullshit, just bullshit.” 
Unwittingly, Hatch had done 
a great service to Dukakis. The 
GOP strategy should have been 
focused on maintaining the 
schism between the Governor 
and legislative leaders to max- 
imize chances of a Republican’s 
capturing the Governor’s office 
in 1978.

attack on Harrington’s kitchen, | 


Hatch accomplished the oppo- 
site. He set the stage perfectly 
for Dukakis to complete his rap- 
prochement with the Senate 
president. 

The day after Hatch’s attack, 
Dukakis’s assistant secretary of 
administration and finance, 
David Flynn, called the gover- 
nor’s office with some startling 
information: at the same time 
that the state was paying $14,000 
to build Harrington’s kitchen, it 
was spending between $75,000 
and $100,000 to renovate, recar- 
pet, and refurnish Hatch’s 
offices! David Liederman, the 
governor’s chief secretary, was 
pleased to hear that. With Du- 
akis in New York for the day, 
Liederman advised Flynn to 
make that information public. 
He did. And when the press 
descended on Hatch, seeking his 
rationalization for such extrav- 
agant spending, the minority 
leader found himself hoisted, as 
they say, on his own petard. 

It was a deft move by Flynn and 
Liederman, one that Harrington 
appreciated personally and 
respected politically. For more 
than a year, said a Democratic 
legislator close to Harrington, 
“‘we’d been waiting for-them [the 
Dukakis administration] to give 
us a positive sign of friendship. 
And there it was. It was all 
Kevin needed.” 

Indeed, later the same day, a 
reporter who was interviewing 
Harrington asked if the presi- 
dent still held Dukakis in low 
regard as governor. No, Har- 
rington said; his opinion of Du- 
kakis had changed. “He now 
understands,” said Harrington, 
“how state government oper- 
ates, and I think he is now a gov- 
ernor who can and does function 
correctly even though he and I 
may have some disagreements. 
But now at least he knows how to 
govern. I don’t say we’re walk- 
ing arm-in-arm into the sunset 
together, but at least we’re 
speaking English back and 
forth.” 

Later in the interview, Har- 
rington allowed that he was 
dropping his plans to find a 
Democrat to challenge Dukakis 
in the 1978 gubernatorial pri- 
mary. It was a remarkable turn- 
around for the outspoken Sen- 
ate leader. 

Once Dukakis’s severest critic, 
Harrington, as a result of his 
new-found respect for the Gover- 
nor and the administration’s re- 
cently manifested ability to take 
Harrington off the hook from 
time to time, quite unceremoni- 
ously had called off the war. 

The morning after the inter- 
view was published, Liederman 
phoned Harrington’s chief of 
staff, Lenny Alkins, to express 
his thanks for the kind words. “I 
think,” predicted a source close 
to Harrington, “that you’ll see a 
complete reversal of their rela- 
tionship. A chapter of coopera- 
tion and respect is starting.” 

All of this is due in large mea- 
sure to Frank Hatch. The 
Republican forced Dukakis and 
Harrington to recognize that 
whatever their differences, they 
shared a far more fundamental 
similarity — they both are 
Democrats. It’s amazing some- 
times what an aggressive Repub- 
lican can do to unite the opposi-

Last week, the morning after 
the school committee vote, the 
state Board of Education held an 
emergency meeting and decided 
to inform the Framingham 
school committee that its Metco 
program would be terminated for 
the 1977-1978 school year unless 
it assured the board it would 
come up with adequate services 
for the students. The board con- 
sidered terminating the pro- 
gram this year, but decided that 
to do so one week before school 
starts would be too disruptive for 
the Metco students. In a press 
conference, Anrig said what was 
at issue was the quality of the 
Metco program. “Wé have to 
look at the educational interests 
of the Metco children over a long 
period of time. The action of the 
Framingham school committee 
is unacceptable — a symptom, 
rather than a single act, of the 
commitment to the program. It 
would have been a serious threat 
to the program if the board had 
not taken a firm step because 
other towns were watching to see 
how it handled this situation.” 

The termination of the pro- 
gram means that 144 students 
must be transferred to programs 
in other towns by next year — 
Anrig said that plans for this will 
begin immediately and several 
towns have indicated they are 
willing to take some of the stu- 
dents. 


Unresolved problems 


The restoration of the $150,000 
cut in Metco’s budget saved the 
program in Newton for this year 
— but seems to have failed to 
save it in Framingham. How- 
ever, being a measure of com- 
promise in both cases, it did not 
address the basic problems of the 
current controversy which could 


egsily recur. If the state con- 


tinues to hold the Metco budget 
at its current level, how will the 
program expand? And what will 
happen if, next year, other towns 
— under reduced funding — re- 
fuse to maintain their pro- 
grams? The present question is 


_whether the participating towns 


have an obligation to pick up any 
of the costs of-the program. 
The school committees in 
Newton and Framingham insist 
that the program, which was ac- 
cepted by the towns with the 
provision that it would be fun- 
ded totally by the state, should 
not cost the towns anything. And 
therefore the towns should not 
accept reduced tuition pay-

Anrig disagrees, saying that in 
a program which elicits such 
strong political and emotional 
sentiments, the state must pro- 
vide an incentive to the partici- 
pating towns. “In the spring of 
1974, I encouraged suburban 
school districts to do their share 
and expand the offering in Met- 
co. And many of them did,” he 
said. “The idea was that Boston 
was facing a crisis [school deseg- 
regation] and the suburban com- 
munities should stand up and be 
counted by increasing their com- 
mitment to the city. An incen- 
tive ought to go along with that. 
But don’t misunderstand me — 
no school district should be mak- 
ing money on the program. And I 
don’t think they have.”

one agrees is that a new formula 
to calculate the reimbursements 
to participating towns is needed. 
The formula has been different 
for each town — negotiated by 
the BEEO and the town and de- 
pendent on the number of stu- 
dents it accepts, the number of 
additional staff it hires and the 
amount it requests. “The mis- 
take the state made was that it 
bargained with each commun- 
ity individually,” Fink said. 
“You shouldn’t give one propor- 
tionally more just because it asks 
for it. It has been very demean- 
ing to the kids; it’s like a vestige 
of slavery — communities bar- 
gaining on how much they will 
take black students for.” A new 
formula could solve the problem 
of towns’ asking for what an- 
other town received. It would 
not, however, solve the problem 
of how to expand the program 
while the state is reducing its 
funding. 


The slowdown 


Last year, three towns — Win- 
chester, Beverly and George- 
town — voted to join the pro- 
gram but were denied entry be- 
cause of the lack of funds. This 
year, for the first time in the his- 
tory of the program, towns were 
advised by the Bureau of Equal 
Educational Opportunity not to 
take additional students. Accor- 
ding to Newton Supt. Fink and 
the Metco administration, the 
program is valuable only if it 
continues to grow — 6600 black 
children are on the waiting list. 
The previous Newton school 
committee devised a plan by 
which the population of New- 
ton’s schools would include 9.4 
percent Metco students for this 
year. Because of the controversy 
over the financing of the pro- 
gram, the school committee 


voted against adding new stu- 
dents. 

“T’m disappointed by the posi- 
tion [cutting services] of the 
school committee,” Fink said. 
“But I am also disappointed by 
the lack of commitment on the 
part of the state. When the state 
cut funds, it played into the 
hands of the opponents of Metco. 
We can’t justify the program if it 
is limited to the kids who are al- 
ready in. Metco is in jeopardy. 
How & we plan for subsequent 

ars ? ” 

Representative Mel King also 
blames the state for Metco’s 
troubles, pointing out that the 
Dukakis administration cut 
Commissioner Anrig’s recom- 
mended budget of $7.1 million to 
$5.4 million. “If Governor Du- 
kakis hadn’t cut back the pro- 
gram, Metco would’ve grown. 
The biggest single factor in the 
situation is the governor’s set- 
ting the tone — offering less for 
the program. At a time when rac- 
ial tensions are high, he com- 
pounded the problem and put 
more fuel on the fire. There 
should’ve been a priority to move 
to further maximize racial in- 
teraction. To make the dollar the 
priority was a mistake. I’m con- 
cerned about the lack of leader- 
ship when we need it,’ King said. 

Delores Mitchell, coordinator 
of Dukakis’s cabinet, denies that 
the state has fudged on its com- 
mitment to the program. “This 
administration has always had a 
firm commitment to Metco. 
Metco’s budget was the only one 
that wasn’t cut 10 percent in the 
first year of the Dukakis ad- 
ministration because of the com- 
mitment.” She places the cause 
of the current controversy on a 
faulty formula for reimburse- 
ments to participating towns 
and on growing sentiment in the 
suburbs opposing integration 
programs. “A person has to be 
awfully naive not to realize there 
are a lot of things happening out 


there [in the suburbs] that aren’t 


financial,” she said. 
Parks, however, admitted that 


the state have unwit-— 


tingly given towns an excuse to 
pull back.” But he claims the 
real reason for their retreat is not 
a lack of state funds but poli- 
tical pressure on the school com- 
mittees. “If a town is commit- 
ted to the program it could stay 
in. Look at the other towns that 
have,” Parks said, and Mitchell 
agreed. But they both conceded 


that the towns with the largest 
number of students, Newton and 
Framingham among them, may 
actually have felt the financial 
strain of the program. ‘ 


Suburban opposition 


In addition to its fiscal squab- 
bles with the state and the par- 
ticipating towns, Metco is fac- 
ing growing suburban resistance 
which is based on fiscal con- 
cerns, fear of mandatory deseg- 
regation across town lines and 


The first study of the effec- 

tiveness of the Metco program 
has just been issued by the 
state Department of Educa- 
tion’s Bureau of Research and 
Assessment. The report, based 
on tests of several hundred 
Metco students in the fourth 
and 12th grades, looks at their 
performance in four areas — 
reading, mathematics, black 
history and occupational atti- 
tudes. 
’ The fourth graders, who were 
tested in reading and math 
skills, performed very well in 
all areas of the two subjects. 
They performed better for their 
grade level than the 12th 
graders performed for their 
grade level, a difference which 
shows up in the statewide as- 
sessments and is not unique to 
Metco students. The report at- 
tributes the difference to a lack 
of reinforcement of basic skills 
in the upper grades. “Given 
that most students do well in 
the elementary grades, we 
think most schools take the 
skills for granted and do not 
provide continuing support in 
these areas,” said Janice Wein- 
man, director of the statewide 
assessment program. 

The 12th graders, who were

also tested on black history and 
occupational attitudes, demon- 
strated a moderate under- 
standing of black history, but a 
better awareness of contem- 
porary black figures. 

The results of the attitude 
survey are -most interesting. 
The opinions of 12th graders in 
Metco about job success were 
similar to those of 12th graders 
surveyed in the statewide 
study; the Metco students’ 
views were no more similar to 
those of students from the 
inner city than to those of stu- 
dents from suburban areas. 
Metco’s 12th graders demon- 
strated a high level of self-con- 
fidence, believing they can 
achieve what they want in life. 
They also said they feel that 
the education in the suburbs is 
superior to that in the city and 
they feel there is: meaningful 
interaction between black and 
white students in the program. _ 
Although they said they feel ac- 
cepted -in the communities 
where they attend school — 
many of them participate in 
extracurricular activities — 
most of the students said they 
would not want to live or work 
in those communities.

racism. School committees in 
some towns have considered 
joining the program but have run 
into opposition by residents. In 
the 1974-75 school year, Middle- 
ton, Chelmsford and Peabody 
voted in referendums over- 
whelmingly not to participate in 
Metco. Although the Winches- 
ter school committee voted in fa- 
vor of joining the program, a ref- 
erendum rejected the move. Lo- 
cal organizations — Citizens for 
Responsible Action in Middle- 
ton, Citizens for Responsive 
Education in Winchester 
(CREW) and Citizens for Res- 
ponsible Action in Beverly — 
formed to oppose Metco. In Win- 
chester, because the school com- 
mittee opted not to abide by the 
non-binding referendum vote, 
CREW orchestrated a move to 
recall those school committee 
members responsible. The move 
became unnecessary when two of 
the offending members decided 
not to run for re-election. 

Again, as in Newton and 
Framingham, one of the issues 
was a difference in opinion be- 
tween a fiscally conservative and 
educationally traditional group 
and a liberal and progressive 
school committee. Although 
CREW is rumored to be linked — 
with ROAR, Clara Hewis, a 
CREW official, says that apart 
from a show of support at a 
CREW rally — when 400 unin- 
vited ROAR members attended 
— CREW has not received fi- 
nancial or other support from 
ROAR. She also says the sim- 
ilarity in names of the anti-Met- 
co groups in other towns is only 
coincidental — there is informal 
communication among the 
groups but no formal organiza- 
tion. 

In Medfield and Norwood, 
Metco administrators were in- 
vited to discuss the program but 
met with such opposition and 
hostility that they decided not to

Al- 
though the Metco administra- 
tion has.opposed metro- 
politanization plans, CREW’s 
Clara Hewis insists that Metco is 
committed to a metropolitan 
education system. “The people 
who are on the boards for one 
metropolitan plan, like Pair- 
ways, are on all the others. The 
superintendents of towns in Met- 
co are on these same boards. I 


think that’s interesting,” she 


said. 

Metco supporters claim op- 
ponents have used the threat of 
mandatory desegregation to rally 
opposition against the program 
— the argument is that if a town 
participates voluntarily it will be 
forced to join'a mandatory plan. 
Or that if it pulls out of a volun- 
tary plan it will be legally 
charged with discrimination. 
The opponents to Metco say they 
do not believe there is a legal ba- 
sis for such action, and, iron- 


ically, it is Secretary Parks who 
has used the threat to try to dis- 
courage Newton and Framing- 
ham from cutting back. Parks’s 
tactic, however, has played into 
the hands of opponents who say 
the administration. of the pro- 
gram encroaches on home rule 
by dictating how funds are to be 
spent. 

The Metco program is also 
tactically opposed by many Bos- 
ton residents who oppose busing 
because, they say, it discrimin- 
ates against white students. 
Tacked onto this year’s appro- 
priations bill is a provision that 
Metco shall not discriminate “‘on 
the basis of race, sex, color or 
creed.” But the original Metco 
statute stipulated that the pro- 
gram help eliminate racial im- 
balance. The department of 
education’s legal office and the 
attorney general’s office said the 
participation of white students 
would comply with the statute 
only if their participation elim- 


inates racial imbalance. South

Boston and Charlestown mar-... 
shals staged a demonstration at 
Metco headquarters this sum- 


mer to register their children for 
Metco. Although their names 
were accepted, Shaw says Met- 


co cannot accept white stu-~ 


dents. “It would exacerbate the 
situation,” he said. “It wouldn’t - 
be integrating the suburbs or de- 
segregating the city.” 

Of course, as in all educa- 
tional issues, the students are 
the ones most affected by the fin- 
ancial and political controver- 
sies. And in this case, it appears 
as if the students have been al- 
most forgotten.

Just about three weeks after 
Don Zimmer banished him, pre- 
sumably forever, to Pawtucket, 
Rick Jones reappeared.

be those small, alternative firms 
without an entrenched word-of- 
mouth referral network is bal- 
anced by the feeling that only 
) the entrenched firms will be fi- 
nancially secure enough to pur- 
chase advertising space. For a 
Central Square alternative law- 
yer who asked to remain anony- 
mous, advertising will be less of 
an equalizer and more likely to 
help already overpriced rich law- 
yers get richer. “Off the top of 
my head, I generally approve of 
the idea behind legal advertis- 
ing,” he says, “but it will gen- 
erally be the big firms who have 
the money to do it. Advertising 
in and of itself is not going to 
change the problem of how 
people relate to the law. I really 
don’t know whether it will help 
people or not.” 
os Ron Fox is an attorney in pri- 
eo Oe vate practice in Lynn. Through 
. the Massachusetts Bar Associa- 
tion he has served on the Legal 
Service to the Poor Committee 
and the Legal Clinic Pilot Pro- 
ject Committee. His experience 


in the area of new ways to de- 
liver legal-services to consumers 
has brought him in close con- 
tact with the advertising issue. 


“I have a strong bias on the 


people’s right to know, but I’m 
not sure I favor full-scale adver- 
tising. People have a right to 
know what’s available; which 
people have what background to 
deal with certain kinds of prob- 
lems; and how much legal assis- 
tance will cost. I’m in favor of 
the right of a consumers’ group 
to publish this sort of informa- 
tion in a book that is available to 
the layman. At present this in- 
formation is only available in 
law lists that are circulated ex- 
clusively to members of the pro- 
fession. But I’m not sure about 
advertising per se. I’m not a me- 
dia-type person; I’m not going to 
list the parade of horribles that 
will occur if advertising is per- 
mitted. But I think the biggest 
danger is that if advertising be- 
comes an institutionalized part 
of the legal profession, the ef- 
forts of young lawyers trying to 
provide low-cost services will be 
co-opted by the need to turn a 
profit so as to have the advertis- 


ing money to do business. I- 


strongly favor the public’s right 


to know the information that’s 
used for informed decisions, but 
I'd hate for an action taken in 
behalf of that right to under- 
mine the primary struggle to use 
dollars for the most immediate 
legal needs of poor people.” 

A woman lawyer at a Dor- 
chester-based collective says, “I 
think it would be good if prices 
came down in general, and to the 
extent that advertising equals 
competition equals lower prices, 
I’m for it. And as to the idea of 
letting people know what’s avail- 
able and who’s competent to 
serve them through a con- 
sumer’s directory, I’m always for 
making people more responsible 
to others around them. There’s 
really a lot of sloppy legal work 
going on right now. The prob- 
lem with a consumer’s directory 
is that it would have to remain 
apolitical — Naderesque in the 
extreme — and I’m not sure it 
could be done fairly.” 


The Establishment bar 

Hans F. Loeser is one of 56 at- 
torneys at the large downtown 
firm of Foley, Hoag and Eliot. 
“I’m not going to speak for the 
whole firm — did you ever try to 
get 60 lawyers to agree on any- 


thing?” he says. “Over the long 
pull I think less restriction on ad- 
vertising is probably good. But 
what’s important is releasing in- 
formation, not advertising. I 
don’t think you’re going to see a 
lot of advertising. Our firm? I 
doubt very much that we will 
ever advertise. We don’t com- 
pete with other firms on a fee ba- 
sis. That is for the small con- 
sumer lawyers handling auto 
negligence or industrial acci- 
dents. We are big, and can af- 
ford to advertise, but I can’t 
imagine we will.” 

With around 100 attorneys, 
the law firm of Hale and Dorr is 


-one of the largest in Boston. 


Though Mr. Hale and Mr. Dorr 
are both deceased, their names 
remain on the business cards and 
stationery of the firm. While the 
ABA Canons were invoked 
against Jacoby & Meyers to re- 
move the words “legal clinic” 


‘from their firm name for reasons 


of possible misrepresentation, no 
such action is taken against a 
firm whose principal namesakes 
are no longer alive. The con- 
tinued use of the dead partners’ 
names is acceptable to Code of 
Responsibility rule makers as a 
way of perpetuating the firm’s 


“good will.” While this practice 
is not a specific form of adver- 
tising or solicitation, it hardly 
seems worthy of exemption when 
the use of the words “legal 
clinic,” “law collective,” or “the 
law commune of” are not. 

In any action taken against a 
lawyer that could result in sanc- 
tion, suspension or disbarment, 
the Board of Bar Overseers is re- 
sponsible for hearing disciplin- 
ary proceedings. Roy Hammer is 
a member of the Board and his 
feeling is that any liberalization 


of advertising will have “not ~ 


much impact” on the legal pro- 
fession. “I’m for promoting in- 
stitutional advertising of a gen- 
eral nature, but the problem of 
solicitation is another thing. 
Liberalization depends on how 
it’s done. [If general] it could 
bode favorably as a way of offer- 
ing education and information to 
consumers of legal services.” 
The work of the BBO is con- 
fidential, but Hammer would 
say that of 104 complaints heard 
by the Board-over a recent six- 


month period, only one was 


based on advertising/solicita- 
tion. Sometimes a complaint will 
be made, confidentially, by one 
attorney against another in his 
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is cutting into his practice by un- 
fair means. Although one solici- 
tation complaint was lodged, 
Hammer says, “there has been 
nothing at the Board level that 
has resulted-in a hearing regard- 
ing advertising.” 

In Hammer’s opinion a com- 
plete ban on advertising may not 
always be to the advantage of the 
consumer, but it is the most 
straightforward way of guarding 
the consumer against misrepre- 
sentation. He adds, “If full-scale 
advertising is permitted, the 
monitoring job of the FTC would 
be monumental. If lawyers ad- 
vertised like soap it would be 
hopeless to distinguish real abil- 
ity. There would have to be so 
many modifications regarding 
permissible statements that an 
advertisement would read like 
an FTC prospectus.”

Carl A. Modecki, Executive 
Director of the Massachusetts 
Bar Association, talks cau- 
tiously about the advertising is- 
sue from his Government Cen- 
ter office, and Cynthia Strousse,

misconstrued. “The outcome of 
the Justice Department suit will 
have no ramifications for the 
MBA regardless of what hap- 
pens,” Modecki says. “We sent 
delegates to the ABA meeting in 
Philadelphia this past February 
and we’ll send them to the meet- 
ing in Atlanta in August. 
They’ve been instructed to vote 
for a liberalization of the Canon 
on advertising, but that’s all I'll 
say. There is a large sentiment 
that advertising [restrictions] 
should be relaxed, but I can’t yet 
say just what that means. I don’t 


feel there'll be a very great, ef- 
fect either way.” 

__ Lawrence E. Walsh, a New 
York attorney, has been a fed- 
eral district judge, deputy US 
Attorney General, and deputy 
chief of the US delegation to the 
Vietnam peace talks in Paris. He 
became the president of the 
American Bar Association last 
year. His commitment. to resist 
the Justice Department suit is 
staunch. In remarks made to 
U.S. News & World Report he 
defended his position against ad- 
vertising on very specific 
grounds: “One trouble is that in 
the practice of law we are not sel- 
ling a standardized product. Le- 
gal services for the most part 
consist of professional judgment 
rather than stereotype services. 
Having your case handled by a 
highly skilled lawyer would be 
very much different from hav- 


ienced lawyer. So advertising 
prices could be misleading as to 
the quality of service you’d be 
getting.” 

Walsh’s comments ring true 
for large corporate clients in- 
terested in unique or elaborate

Tap teems New England 


Shim-Shamming the summer away

What with Stanley Brown, 
Boston's tap institution, finally 
hanging up his shoes this fall, 


what lies ahead for the tap re- 


vival? Like many caught up in 


the wave of Nostalgia, I was ro- ° 


manced by Astaire and Rogers’s 
syncopated conversations, 
enough so to trek down to the 
famous Stanley Brown studios 
on Mass Ave. and study tap 
twice a week. While others fol- 
lowed Brown’s constant advice 
to add voice, ballet and jazz to 
their repertoire in order to make 
it, I became hooked exclusively 
on tap. And as I traveled the 
New England dance circuit this 
summer, I learned there are 
others still trying to preserve the 
tradition as well as to yank it out 
of the ’30s. 

Boston is still the home of 
some of the best old hoofers. In 
mid-August, Sandy’s Jazz Revi- 
val featured an evening billed 
“The Artistry of Jazz Tap.” One 
of Stanley Brown’s pupils, Tina 
Pratt, has organized a loose 
coalition of scattered hoofers 
who jam together regularly at a 
small club in the South End. I 
couldn’t keep my ears off Leon 
Collins, who put together most of 
the routines for the show at 
Sandy’s. It’s amazing how hyp- 
notizing the complex riffs, slides 
and rhythms created by just one 
pair of feet can be. The Alan 


’ Dawson Trio, which accompa- 


nied the dancers, was sensitive 
to the fact that tap, as executed 
by these hoofers, is as much an 
aural as a visual art, and they 
didn’t try to outblast the dan- 
cers. When Collins and drum- 
mer Dawson traded eights at the

end of the second set, it became 
clear there were two percussion 
instruments on stage. Buddy Lu- 
cas, Willie Spencer, John “Step-

tions. Sandy Berman was the 
perfect proprietor, encouraging 
all the closet tap dancers in the 
audience to join the dancers for a 
jam at the end of the show.

ding floor did not really encou- 
rage the hoofers to let loose, the 


setting gave the crowd a more in- . 


timate contact with this old jazz 
form than stage or screen usu- 
ally allows. 

Also tapping in Boston this 
summer were Carmen Apelgrin, 


Jonathan Goell and a few disci-- 


ples from their Brookline stu- 


dio, who under the auspices of . 


Summerthing performed in a 
more body-oriented Astaire style 
at senior citizens’ centers. Apel- 
grin also sang lots of show tunes 
and jazz numbers, and by the 
end of an afternoon she usually 
had her audience tapping its feet 
to the rhythms of the perfor- 
mers. - 
One of the unlikeliest spots for 
a tap revival this summer was 
Jacob’s Pillow. Founder “Papa” 
Ted Shawn wrote in 1937 that 
tap dancing was “the scourge of 
the dance world today . . . an in- 
vention of the Devil bequeathed 
to us by St. Vitus.”” Shawn 
thought most tap dancers looked 
as if they were suffering from 
epilepsy. An old vaudevillian 
himself, he was fighting to raise 
dance to a high art, and tap’s 
popularity caused him man 
restless moments. It being the 
Bicentennial, however, the Pil- 
low’s current director, Norman 
Walker, decided to offer in- 
struction in tap as part of Ameri- 
can ethnic dance. I taught the

Released at the end of June, 
Harry and Walter Go to New 
York has been a long time com- 
ing to Boston, and along the way 
it’s picked up as bad a reputa- 
tion as Wayne Hayes. In fact, 
however, it’s not the standard 
against which all manner of 
tastelessness and vulgarity shall 
henceforth be measured (to 
paraphrase one local critic). It’s 
merely a mediocrity: jerky, over- 
lavish, overlong and occasion- 
ally pretty amusing. It has the 
flavor of a stew that has sim- 
mered too long and been tended 
by too many chefs. In the begin- 
ning, producers Don Devlin and 
Harry Gittes wanted to cook up a 
film about the romantic world of 
stylish international thieves in 
Belle Epoque Gotham. Then 
along came two screenwriters, 
John Byrum (whose unfortun- 
ate career to date includes Jn- 
serts, which he also directed, and 
Mahogany) and Robert Kauf- 
man (Divorce, American Style 
and Freebie and the Bean). Add 
a plot about two bumbling 
vaudevillians trying to strike it 
rich, a subplot about reformist 
politics at the turn of the cen- 
tury, a sub-subplot love inter- 
est, an embarrassment of stars, 
and what have you got? Mush, of 
course, but intermittently tasty. 

Harry (James Caan) and Wal- 
ter (Elliott Gould) are a pair of 
song-and-dance men whose 
magic act consists of making 
wallets disappear. They wind up 
in the hoosegow, where they ate 
assigned to kowtow to celebra-

ted bankrobber Adam Worth 
(Michael Caine), who has turned 
his cell into a palace in which 
even the warden bows and 
scrapes. Enter a crusading jour- 
nalist named Miss Chestnut (Di- 
ane Keaton) who’s doing a story 
about Worth. By the time she 
leaves, aghast at his treatment of 
Harry and Walter (of whom the 
gentleman thief says ‘They 
would require practice to be- 
come oafs”), we are meant to be- 
lieve that she is smitten with 
Worth — as the vaudevillians 
are with her. Unfortunately, we 
are shown nothing which indi- 
cates this turn of events, and the 
love angle is left to pop awk- 
wardly in and out of things like a 
punchline looking for a joke. 
Harry and Walter finally escape 
from prison (they’re hardly 
missed,. apparently, since they 
seem never to be chased) and 
they wind up in collusion with 
Miss Chestnut’s band of refor- 
mers (an unlikely den of thieves) 
in a race against the Adam 
Worth gang to knock over the 
toughest bank in Lowell, Mass: 

None of this exactly flows, 
though it all looks pretty. More 
care has been lavished on the 
Gay ’90s sets and costumes, 
beautifully photographed in tin- 
type sepias and greens by Las- 
zlo Kovacs, than upon charac- 
terization, and director Mark 
Rydell offers only an occasional 
nod to the style and savor of the 
era. The most inspired of the pic- 
ture’s bits and pieces is Adam 
Worth, and Caine’s portrayal is 
exquisite. Diane Keaton’s Miss 
Chestnut is a good try, but her 
character is ill-conceived. Worst 
of all are Harry and Walter, as 
uninteresting a pair of buffoons 
as can be imagined. James Caan 
is the crafty, unscrupulous one, 
and heaven knows what use he 
thas for Elliott Gould, who plays 
the big, dumb one as a nervous 
Yogi Bear. Their buddy-buddy 
shtick is more irritating than 
amusing, although a couple of 
gags — their takeover of a melo- 


dramatic opera performance, for 
instance, and their version of the 


old “bemusement of boobs in a. 


high-class restaurant” bit — ac- 
tually work. Were they really the 
center of the film, this would be 
a dreary ordeal indeed, but 
they’re propped up by their sur- 
roundings and by the funny 
songs of composer David Shire 
and lyricists Alan and Marilyn 
Bergman. In the end, Harry and 
Walter is a mildly pleasant pic- 
ture; still, it’s hard to under- 
stand why anyone took the 
trouble to make it. -O

Claudine Guilmain’s first fea- 
ture film, Veronique, or The 
Summer of My 13th Year, pops 


the question, “Isn’t part of be-— 


coming an adult the discovery 
that there aren’t any adults?” A 
former assistant to Eric Rohmer 
(on Chloe in the Afternoon), 
Guilmain has fashioned a spare, 
talky (Rohmeresque) evocation 
of growing up absurd in contem- 
porary France, and the picture’s 
low-key atmosphere has led 
some to call it “fragile” and 
“understated.” 


But understated it’s not: 
depicting young Veronique’s fear 
of growing old, Guilmain un- 
folds a long montage that in- 
cludes a grandma’s sudden 
death, shots of a cemetery, and 
Veronique’s attempts to sabo- 
tage the big grandfather clock in 
the family living room. Nor is it 
very fragile: its budding heroine 
is far more confident, tough- 
minded and knowing than any 
real 13-year-old — and therein 
lies the film’s fundamental dis- 
honesty. Although it masquer- 
ades as a gentle but piercing look 
into the world of an un- 
ashamedly authentic ado- 
lescent, Veronique merely uses 
its central character as a foil to 
point up the foibles of two 
adults: Anne and Jean, Vero- 
nique’s godparents, with whom 
she is spending her summer 
vacation. 

Anne and Jean are a pleasant 
enough pair, amiable, attractive 
and fun-loving. Anne (Anouk 
Ferjak) is a clear-headed, de- 
vious career woman whose 
maternal feelings, frustrated by 
her fear of bearing children, are 
lavished upon Jean (Michael 
Peyrelon), a bearlike but puerile 
man whose eccentric behavior 
and furious outbursts. seem to 
indicate mid-life malaise. 
Veronique (Anne Teyssedre) is a 
pretty girl who studies rigor- 
ously and spends her spare time 
meticulously organizing her acti- 
vities. She’s one of those French 
pubescents who (like various 
Chabrolian teens and the lad in 


Malle’s Murmer of the Heart) 
respond to parental autocracy by. 
turning quiet and introspective. 
Upon settling in for the summer 


with Anne and Jean, she an-. 


nounces that she is “observing” 
them, and as the trio tours the 
vacationlands of southern 


France, she observes some un- | 


settling things. Anne finds a 
handsome gentleman friend; 
perhaps she is having an affair 
with him. Jean sneaks off to 
masturbate on a lonely strand of 
beach. Jean’s boss asks the 
couple why they have had no 
children: emotions .rise but the 
answer remains unclear. There 
are tempestuous fights and pas- 
sionate reconciliations. Through 
all this, Veronique seems hardly 
ruffled — and so enlightened as 
to beggar credulity. All she be- 
trays is an attraction toward 
Jean, who finally makes what 
seems to be a’ solicited pass at 
her, giving her her only oppor- 
tunity to participate actively in 
the seamy but fascinating adult 
world she has been studying so 
soberly. Back at home, she re- 
lates that her only regret is that 
she turned Jean down, and in her 
diary she scrawls fantasies about 
their brief embrace in purple, 
schoolgirlish prose. 

As so often happens when a 
filmmaker attempts to unmask 
adults by depicting them 
through youthful eyes, Guil- 
main’s portrait of Veronique 
rings somewhat false. Neverthe- 
less, Teyssedre is a gifted young 
actress who brings off her “still 
waters run deep” routine grace- 
fully. And, Guilmain manages 
extraordinary ensemble work: 
the easy rapport between Anne 
and Veronique (best exempli- 
fied in a marvelously natural- 
istic sequence in which the girls 
share a case of the giggles) and 
the sexual force fields between 
Jean and Veronique are subtly, 
convincingly rendered. Guil-. 
main’s imagery is often thought- 
ful and appropriate: from an 
early scene of boating on a river 
to the many beach sequences, 
the vacation is evoked in terms 
of water. The shimmering sur- 
faces reflect Guilmain’s charac- 
ters, beneath whose troubled but 
inscrutable surfaces run myster-

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When banks become galleries

_ “It’s the largest canvas in the 
East,” boasts Warren Berg, a 
senior vice-president of the 
Shawmut Bank, as he describes 
the huge abstract painting by 
Friedel Dzubas in the One Fed- 
eral Street lobby. “At $30,000,” 
he continues, “it was a good in- 
vestment. We could cut it up 
into 10 little Dzubases and get 
our money back double.” 

No one expects Berg to reach 
for the scissors, but his com- 
ments reveal the ambivalent 
mixture of pride, defensiveness 
and heavy humor with which 
many Boston bankers regard the 
art they’ve acquired to decorate 
their new headquarters. 

Major Boston banks started 
buying art in quantity when they 
moved into the new downtown 
skyscrapers which usually carry 
their names. The big bare inter- 
ior walls needed ornament, so 
acquisition committees were 
formed with budgets estimated 
at $300,000 per bank. The collec- 
tions which resulted have pro- 
duced mixed feelings like War- 
ren Berg’s. Corporate collecting 
is, after all, a complicated bus- 
iness. 

In the first place, who buys 
what? Bankers are neither art 
historians nor critics, and many 
bank employees — beginning 
with presidents and chairmen — 
would probably sympathize with 
a-complaint made by Dick 
Brown, a vice-president of the 
First National Bank. Dissatis- 
fied with some abstract prints, 
Brown argued for a change. 
“We’re not that intellectual 
around here,” he said. “Can’t we 
have a picture of a boat?” In- 
house art committees and out- 
side advisers may be chosen, but

whatever their abilities, they 
cannot follow personal taste 
alone. Purchased works must 
please — or at least not repel — 
staff and customers. 

Then there are questions of in- 
vestment. Although no bank 
purchases specifically for resale, 
paper profits produce the re- 
warding image of bankers who 
combine cultural sophistication 
with financial acumen. 

And what about image? The 
right collection could establish a 
bank as a wise upholder of tra- 
dition or as a courageous patron 
of contemporary art. 

Finally, the whole notion of 


banks spending money on art 
can be questioned. In recent 
years, few banks have been reap- 
ing vast profits. Investors might 
consider such expenditures friv- 
olous. 

So these days some bank 
spokesmen respond to inquiries 
about their collections with a 
certain tenseness articulated by 
Charles Jenks of the New Eng- 
land Merchants National Bank: 
“‘We’re not about to give tours.” 
Still, though officials are bris- 
tling with insecurity, a look at 
bank art is interesting first as a 
study in corporate asthetics, and 
second for the bank-ish reason 


that locally over a million dol- 
lars have been spent on it. 
* * 

‘The First National Bank of 
Boston has turned most of its art 
buying into a public service by 
acting as a patron of local art- 
ists. Ninety percent of its paint- 
ings and prints are the works of 
living New Englanders. 

Since 1970, a vice-president of 
public relations and advertis- 
ing, John Calkins, has picked 
most of The First’s 1500-piece 
collection. “I choose art that 
people can be comfortable with,” 
he says. “We’re not trying to 
educate anybody. This is not Art 


Appreciation 101.” With these 
criteria in mind, The First has 
acquired yards and yards of New 
England landscapes by such 
painters as Fred McNeill, 
George Shedd, Hall Groat, John 
Laurent, John Provost and Larry 
Sisson. Quality varies from pal- 
ette knife disasters to Jim Ray- 
em’s quiet, sensitive triptych of 
reflecting willows. Among ab- 
stract paintings, Calkins has 
chosen the tiny squares of Al- 
bert Alcalay, curvilinear sweeps 
by Donald Stoltenburg, Alfred 
Wonderlick’s striped composi- 
tions, and three terrestrial-tex- 
tured tondos by James Hen- 
dricks. 

The collection is attractive, 
but it’s a sad truth that such vir- 
tues as civic-minded generosity 
and the desire to please col- 
leagues seldom lead to the selec- 
tion of important, first-rate ob- 
jects. Calkins agrees. “‘Don’t call 
it a collection. Don’t look for 
great works.” 

But Calkins has landed at 
least one minor masterpiece in a

well, “Indian’s Chopper-Mod- 
ified 57 Harley,”’ which hangs in 
the foyer to the 100 Federal 
Street auditorium. Using an air 
brush in the service of New Real- 
ism, Blackwell weaves images of 
serpentine wires and glimmer- 
ing pipes into a turgid metallic 
vision which is lyrical and 
threatening at the same time. 
Blackwell provides a poet’s view 
of what lurks beneath an auto- 
mobile hood. 

The collection at The First 
was gathered for decorative, not 
investment purposes. Calkins 
avoids talk of fiscal apprecia- 
tion the way he avoids talk of Art

It is only in recent years that 
art critics have had to concern 
themselves with the possible 
meaning of ethnicity in contem- 
porary art. The-liberal ‘“discov- 
ery” of ethnicity in the ’60s re- 
sulted in the organization of 
many shows with ethnic themes. 
The paradox of many such ex- 
hibitions is that they preserve 


the assumption that ethnically- 


self-conscious art is merely a so- 
ciological curiosity while they 
purport to bring it into the main- 
stream of the art biz, at least for 
a while. Thus the “surfacing” of 
ethnically thematic art has 
taken on the character of a me- 
dia event and becomes an event 


because of the way it is pre- 


sented. Fortunately, this phe- 
nomenon is little in evidence in 
the De Cordova Museum’s cur- 
rent presentation of the work of 
17 artists of Hispanic, Chicano 
and Mexican-American back- 
ground. 

The irony here lies not in the 
De Cordova’s typically low-key 
presentation but in the show’s 
sponsorship by IIlinois Bell Tele- 


phone. To anyone who asso- . 


ciates ethnic consciousness with 
an awareness of oppression, this 
reflects the vexed position of all 
artists in America with respect 
to the art market and the econ- 
omy in which it operates. In or- 
der to gain the exposure that 
nearly every artist wants, the ar- 
tists in this show have had to al- 
low their work to be used for the 
public relations purposes of a 
large corporation. By sponsor- 
ing shows of work by minority ar- 
tists, the corporation polishes its

image as a responsible social 
force, at least in the eyes of those 
able to overlook the economic 
oppression implicit in the very 
existence of large corporations. 


It is disheartening to realize 
this when you look at a painting 
like Rudy Trevino’s “Lettuce 
Field with Barbed Wire.” Green 
rows of lettuce stretch to the 
horizon under a brilliant blue 
sky while over the horizon looms 
a giant lettuce bound with 
barbed wire. Anyone who’s been 
to the supermarket in the past 
decade will remember exhorta- 
tions to boycott non-union let- 
tuce, and the oppression of la- 
bor will appear as the theme of 
the painting. As a realization of 
this theme, Trevino’s painting is 
the stronger for being elliptical 
and almost humorous. Yet the 
inclusion of overtly political art 
in a corporation-sponsored show 
is an expression of confidence 
that political art, however per- 
suasive, will do no harm to the 
corporation’s image or interests. 
The result is that politically mo- 
tivated art is made to seem just 
another sociological curiosity. 


Some of the work in the show 
that is not explicitly political 
suffers less. Alex Sanchez, for ex- 
ample, has a wonderful series of 
drawings whose irrationality is 
like a recognition of the impos- 
sible dilemmas posed by the sit- 
uation of the artist. With fine 
unhesitant lines, Sanchez con- 
structs little scenes whose de- 
tails seem to make sense but 
which cannot be given a consis- 
tent narrative or descriptive 
reading. His drawings are full of

inexplicable, yet very deliber- 
ate, paradoxes. It’s to his credit 
that they do not look contrived 
to shock, but rather discovered, 
as if to the artist’s own surprise. 
For we know all too well when we 
are supposed to be surprised, 
when that is the import of a 
work. Sanchez’s drawings are 
more indifferent, it seems, to our 
response. They seem simply to 
have gone their own way, quite 


forgetful of their destiny as art 
objects. Yet they are far from be- 
ing naive. For in drawing the im- 
probable as if it were there, they 
allow us to feel the improbabil- 
ity of just about everything from 
the rational point of view. San- 
chez’s art is the kind that loos- 
ens the grip on our minds of the 
supposedly self-evident sense of 
things. 

Al Barela’s work might be de-

scribed as political because of its 
ironic preoccupation with con- 
ventional images of intrigue. He 
paints the “Femme Fatale” in 
watercolor with just enough 
definition that we recognize her 
as representing a stereotype. In 
“The Greek Document,” a let- 
ter typed in Greek and a couple 
of frames of film fall, as collage 
elements, from a painted suit- 
case, more tokens of conven- 
tionalized intrigue, gangster and 
spy stuff. Only in “Mugsie Na- 
poleon” is the spectator im- 
plicated. Here the image is the 
suited torso of a gangster whose 
collage polka-dot tie flaps up as. 
he reaches into his coat — for a 
gun, we presume. The spectator 
is in the position of target and 
the play with intrigue is tacitly 
revealed as a psychological de- 
fense against the facts of human 
brutality. 

It is important to notice that 
the aesthetically effective work 
in this show depends on neither’ 
its presumed ethnicity nor its 
relatability to some artistic 
mainstream. The work is not of 
consistent quality or sophistica- 
tion, but its very variety tends to 
contradict the sense of organiz- 
ing shows under ethnic or other 
such categorical rubrics. The 
same sort of variety might have 
been achieved by choosing 17 ar- 
tists of divergent backgrounds. A 
show such as this gives us no 


more than the idea that we know ~ 


the kind of work being produced 
by artists of Hispanic-American 
background. And we would do 
well to question the usefulness of 
this idea. (The show continues 
through October 1.) re)

Driving west on the Mass. - 
Pike, surely one of the most 
wearisome major arteries in 
North America, during the late 
afternoon. Hot muggy air turns 
cooler as it whooshes through 
open windows and vents. The 
sky is a seasonal pink-grey and 
the painted white dashes that 
mark the lanes disappear in 
rapid succession under the 
wheels. 

The oldies station revives Lit- 
tle Peggy March’s “I Will Fol- 
low Him,” a feverish vow of 
fealty to some dreamboat or an- 
other.

Cast 
aside by his one and only, Hall 
admits to internal wounds but 
maintains a stiff upper lip. I find 
myself singing along, slightly 
embarrassed by the vengeful zeal 
in my voice (it always mattered 
when that certain someone ad- 
vised me to chase my ass — what 
a humbug I am!) and chagrined 
that I cannot begin to reach 
Hall’s trembling falsetto and

thus make millions swoon and 
millions of dollars. 

Time for John Forsyth to sell 
Michelob. That debonair ap- 
proach is just too refined to hawk 
suds. Big Ed McMahon and his 
Clydesdales have a more suit- 
able pitch. Change stations. It’s 
Dylan, from the days before he 
became mummified, extolling 
the joys of jumping on a 
“Leopardskin Pillbox Hat.” Sic 
transit gloria, Bobby. 

I drift. Gaze momentarily at 
the oncoming traffic across the 
divider. A car that passes me on 
the right has Missouri plates, 
which are maroon this year. I 
hear tell that residents of the 
“Show Me” state pronounce the 
word “‘sundae” as “sun-da.” 
Someday soon, I promise my- 
self, I will tell a soda jerk to 
“Gimme a chocolate sun-da, and 
do not rend asunda the cherry 
and walnuts.” ““Whaddya want, 
they-ah, pal, a frappe with some 
nuts in it?” he will mutter dis- 
concertedly, poised to dial the 
proper authorities. 

Radio update of the mys- 
terious “‘Legionnaire Disease.” 
My giggling immediately 
evaporates into a case of the 
willies. 

Touch that dial. Eno’s mani- 
acally monotonous “Baby’s on 
Fire,” with its taunting vocal 
and guitars sneering discor- 
dantly over synthesized drones 
and belches, jars me for an in- 
stant. Turn it down, even if it is 
brilliant hokum. 

I begin to wonder if they still 
conduct compulsory morning 


skinny dips at the all-boys sum- 
mer camp I was shipped off to for 
four years. Seven-thirty a.m. 
and about 48 degrees in the wilds 
of Maine and there I was, hiding 
in the H.O.L. (the outdoor stall 
whose acronym stood for ‘House 
of Lords” because one sat on a 
“throne”) to avoid the mean- 
spirited “Uncles” shepherding 
us into frosty Salmon Lake. 

Eno’s conflagration complet- 
ed, the jock segues into a record 
with which I am_ unfamiliar. 
Roxy-throbbing rhythm, but 
with more of a disco swagger 
than Ferry’s goosestep. Falsetto 
“‘whoo-oos ... whoo-oos ... 
whoo-oos.” Are they British? 
Black? Turn it up. 

“Mah PUR-URRL,” goes the 
chorus, “Mah presh-us lit-tel 
gurl!” Inventive chord changes, 
not your garden-variety I-IV-V. 
Snatch of jangling, fugue-like 
piano and then into vintage Hen- 
drix fuzz guitar solo. The drum- 
ming is simple but right on the 
money. “Mah-PUR-URRLL.” I 
have absolutely no idea what 
they are singing about, but no 
matter, this is an infectious, ex- 
citing piece of pop. Needless to 
say, the song fades out all too 
soon. I am subsequently in- 
formed that ‘““My Pearl” is by a 
new ensemble called Automatic

Sure enough, it was 
Automatic Man’s debut disc on 
Island, and we listened to “My 
Pearl” six consecutive times.

As it turns out, the four-piece 
group is led by Bayete, ne Todd 
Cochran, who has a degree from 
Oxford and used to write modal 
charts and play keyboards for a 
nine-piece jazz/funk band that 
recorded several albums for 
Prestige earlier in this decade.

The complete Thelonious Sphere Monk 


by Bob Blumenthal 
Thelonious Sphere Monk sup- 

posedly inherited his striking 

moniker, but I doubt if the col- 


lective energy of all the slogan-. 


_ makers in New York could have 
devised a more appropriate ap- 
pellation. Never has a musi- 
cian’s name so perfectly re- 
flected his or her music — there’s 
the imposing complexity and 
originality (rooted in tradition) 
of “‘Thelonious,”’ the abrupt an- 
gularity of “Monk,” and the 
rhyhmic impact of the two in 
juxtaposition. Like his music, 
the rich internal harmony of 
Monk's name is often lost on 
others, who frequently ‘mispell it 
“Thelonius.”’ Most revealing of 
all, however, is “Sphere,” with 
its intimations of rounded, 
three-dimensional complete- 
ness, of a self-contained planet 
pursuing its own course through 
the musical universe. 

It’s that sense of fullness, to- 
gether with the brilliant use of 
sound, silence, dissonance, 
rhythmic surprise and lyric 
grace, that gives Blue Note every 
right to call its reissue of Monk’s 
earliest recordings The Com- 
plete Genius. The title also car- 
ries more mundane connota- 
tions, for the ‘previous two vol- 
umes of Blue Note Monk, Gen- 
ius of Modern Music, are made 
complete here by the inclusion of 
six tracks that entered the Ip era 
on the album Milt Jackson, and 
of a pair featuring vocalist 
Kenny Hagood that disap- 
peared with the 78. But the al- 
bum also attests to the compre- 
hensive nature of Monk’s 
achievement. Soprano saxo- 
phonist Steve Lacy put it best 
when he noted that ‘‘Monk’s mu- 
sic has profound humanity, dis- 
ciplined economy, balanced 
virility, dramatic nobility and 
innocently exuberant wit.” 

Monk has been acclaimed as 
the greatest jazz composer since 
Ellington, and the 22 original 


compositions on The Complete 
Genius offer the perfect in- 
troduction to his music. Be- 
neath the harmonic angularity of 
these pieces, the traditional 
structure that typifies Monk can 
come as something of a shock. 


A self-contained planet pursuing its own course 
There are exceptions, such as the 


10-bar bridge of ‘“Thelonious,” 
but in almost every other case 
Monk stays within the familiar 
boundaries of the 32-bar AABA 
chorus or the blues. What he 
does with these most familiar of

formats, however, is totally icon- 
oclastic: “Introspection” sounds 
so labyrinthine not because 
Monk has included a four-bar 
tag to the main melody but be- 
cause he has the daring to begin 
his chorus at a point that sounds 


as if it should be mid-melody. 
The dazzling bridge of ‘Criss 
Cross” is only eight bars long, 
like the bridge’on thousands of 
other pieces, but where most 
composers would employ sym- 
metrical melodic blocks of four 
bars each, Monk gives‘us three, ' 


. three and two! 


“Criss. Cross,” which many 
critics consider Monk’s master- 
piece, offers other insights into 
his compositional approach. 
Monk has a knack for making 
rhythm work melodically, as he 
does in ‘Criss Cross’’ by rhyth- 
mically altering the last note of a 
recurring three-note phrase. This 
ascending pattern suggests a com- 
plementary, descending re- 
sponse which in turn provides 
melodic material for the bridge 
(or B) section of the piece. Monk 
loves to let his main melody gen- 
erate his bridge (to take B out of 
A in structural terms), and he 
does it repeatedly on this al- 
bum: on “Well, You Needn’t,” 
“Monk’s Mood,” “In Walked 
Bud,” “I Mean You,” “Eronel” 
and “Hornin’ In.” - 

Many of these techniques are 
quite simple and_ straightfor- 
ward, but such attention to de- 
tail, joined to Monk’s economy 
and the “acid bath” (Andre Ho- 
deir’s phrase) of his harmonic 
palette; sets him apart from his 
contemporaries. One need only 
compare “‘Evonce,”’ from Monk’s 


first 1947- session, and “Evi- 


dence,” recorded one year later, 
to hear the difference. “Evonce” 
was composed by Idrees Sulie-. 
man, the trumpeter on the date, 
and tenor player Ike Quebec; it’s 
a good bebop line, which means 
it’s slightly verbose, and it pro- 
duces melodic’ continuity by 
relying on bop cliches. Monk’s 
“Evidénce,’’ which sounds as if 
it were ‘written on the same 
chord changes, is a study in min- 
imal melodic art, a series of 
isolated and rhythmically er-

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sound and the Furay 


But this Poco’s got a reason

He’s 30 years old and proudly 
describes himself as a “family 
man” delighted by his two 
daughters. But Richie Furay still 
looks as boyish as his distinctive 
vocals sound. When he stopped 
over briefly in Boston last week, 
his unimposing cheerfulness 
hardly reminded one of his illus- 
trious past as a member of Buf- 
falo Springfield and leader of Po- 
co, much less as a participant in 
the SHF Band debacle. It was-as 
if his new solo album, I’ve Got a 
Reason (see Phoenix, Aug. 17) 
was his first record. 

But it will be adong time be- 
fore the name “Richie Furay” 
doesn’t immediately bring Poco 
to mind. And Poco’s failure ever 
to make it big remains one of pop 
music’s crying injustices. Furay 
doesn’t blame anyone. “We just 
didn’t sell enough records. We 
were a good live band and every 
audience that saw us really en- 
joyed the concert, but somehow 
the records never went over the 
next line. That was frustrating. I 
always thought that there was at 
least one tune on every album 
that could have been commer- 
cially acceptable, but they just 
never caught on.’ 

One of the problems may have 
been that Poco,*like the Flying 
Burrito Brothers, were before 
their time. “It was a thing that 
happened early in Poco’s career, 
you know — country rock. And it 
opened the doors for a lot of mu- 
sic that really caught on big. But 
the label, in 1969, was.a tough 
one. We kind of got hurt by ita 
little, I think. We were too rock 
for the country stations and too 


country for the rock stations.” 

Furay laughed. ‘I may be the 
John. Mayall of country rock. 
There was a point where it was 
driving me nuts. I was striving 
for it, I wanted a hit single, and I 
didn’t see it coming. After ‘Good 
Feelin’ to know,’ which I thought 
was going to do it, nothing hap- 
pened and I was talked into try- 
‘ing a new thing. I actually was 
going to do, I guess, my solo 
thing then, but: I got side- 
tracked.” 


Younger than yesterday? 

The Souther Hillman Furay 
Band was the detour. “Well, I 
was basically talked into it, that 
it was going to work.” Despite a 
hit single, “Fallin’ In Love,” 
penned and sung by Furay, it 
didn’t. “It was a little awkward 
all the time. We’re three entire- 
ly different people. I appreciate 
Chris’s and J.D.’s music, but to- 
gether we had a hard struggle. It 
finally just dissolved.” 

Furay’s two years with a “‘su- 


pergroup” that never was didn’t 


prove a total loss, however, for 
during them backing musician 
Al Perkins “led me to the Lord, 


‘through talking and discussion 


with him. Sometimes the only 
way the Lord can communicate 
with you is when you’re down. I 
found out through looking at this 
how much I had tried to make 
things work for me my way, and 
that doesn’t work out. The Lord 
handles the whole thing.” Not 
only his career but his marriage 
was in trouble. “I had personal 


problems at home, and that’s 
where I really put my trust in the 
Lord to work the whole situa- 
tion out. Now it’s better than it’s 
ever been.” 

Like Jimmy Carter, Furay was 
born again after suffering a de- 
feat, and again like Carter, Fur- 
ay quickly put himself back 
together again — with the Lord’s 
help, of course. “I took two years 
off to work things out. I even con- 
sidered not making music any- 
more. See, a musician spends a 
lot of time on the road, and 
there’s a certain balance to make 
everything work out right: I had 
it definitely out of balance, and 
it took a little while to get it back 
together. So I was going to pump 
gas or sell shoes. But all of a sud- 
den these songs started coming 
up, and I decided I’d make a rec- 
ord again.” 

The record is suffused with 
Furay’s newfound religion but 
doesn’t belabor it. “First and 
- foremost, I’m an entertainer. I 
> don’t feel that how I believe 
needs to be strived upon any- 
3 body. I mean, you're the first 
® person I’ve really just sat down 
and talked to about it in an in- 
terview. I feel that how I believe 
is real, and if I come on preach- 
ing it constantly, people are 
going to say, ‘Ah, a trip, it’s 
another trip!’ And it’s not anoth- 
er trip. The record’s there. Those 
that want to get the message will 
get it. Those that don’t can en- 
joy the music for whatever else 
they want to get out of it. I have 
an obligation as a musician, and 
I believe the two can be com- 
bined.”

BIGGER THAN BOTH OF US 
(RCA) 

ABBA: GREATEST HITS 
(Atlantic) 

This is pop so slick you could 
skate on it — or skate to it, ac- 
tually. It’s hard not to be snide 
about ABBA and Hall & Oates, 
but, in fact, both Greatest Hits 
and Bigger Than Both of Us have 
a lot in them that’s fun to listen 
to. As albums they may not be 
entirely satisfying, but both 
groups are singles sellers, not Ip 
conceptualizers. 

ABBA discovered their niche 
four years back and have been 
the pop tarts of Europe and be- 
yond ever since. Hall & Oates are 
just finding their groove: Philly 
soul adapted by and for the 
white bourgeoisie. It’s frat house 
stuff, soul-derived and dirty 
enough to titillate, vocally artsy 
(both Hall and Oates are vir- 
tuosic singers) but lyrically vac- 
uous (and safe). They intone 
psychobabble phrases like “you 
can change, you can change” 
and “he’s back together again” 
as if these were valuable pieces 
of advice and observation. But 
the words are easy enough to 


_ tune out. The first side of Bigger 


Than Both of Us is simply chock- 
ablock with well-hooked, peppy 
tunes that are surprisingly in- 
dividual. “Rich Girl” (“You're a 
rich girl and you’ve gone too 
far/’Cause you know it doesn’t 
matter way/You can rely on 
the old man’s money”’) should be 
placed:in BU’s freshman orien- 
tation package; “Do What You 
Want, Be What You Are’”’ 
flaunts jazzy vocal interplay; 
and “Crazy Eyes” is a. classic 
crossover number — never have 
the Spinners been ripped off so 
lovingly and so. well. 

Sergeant Pepper's Lonely 
Hearts Club Band was never re- 
leased in Sweden — or so it 
seems when you listen to the 
guileless pop of Blue Swede or 
ABBA. It’s as if they forgot to 
change calendars after about 
1962. ABBA’s singles are won- 
derful, silly, irresistible gar- 
bage. Greatest Hits is a com- 
pendium of the group’s Euro- 
pean and American hits over the 
last four years and boasts eight 
superb tunes. Writer/producer/ 
instrumentalist/ singers Benny 
Andersson and Bjorn Ulvaeus 
are as fiendishly clever as Phil 
Spector or any Brill Building 
tunesmith. Their companions, 


lead singers Agnetha and Anni- 
Frid (hence ABBA) sing with no 
trace of emotion or comprehen- 
sion of the lyrics. The result is a 
well-oiled, smooth-running pop 
machine to rival Elton John’s.

Freddie Hubbard: ECHOES 
OF BLUE (Atlantic) 
WINDJAMMER (Columbia) 
Echoes of Blue, Freddie Hub- 
bard’s 1967 and ’68 work on At- 


lantic (previously issued as part 
of the Backlash and High Blues 
Pressure albums) was hardly the 
epitome of the hard-bop-cum- 
modal movement. But in light of 
the commercial considerations 
which led the trumpeter and so 
many others to their current 
popularity, it provides the per- 
fect “before” to Windjammer’s 
“After.” Then Hubbard could be 
romantic without drowning in 
mush (listen to the sparsely 


scored “‘A Bientot’’), while 
“Backlash” finds him using funk 
as-a spur to blowing rather than 
a be-all and end-all. Other 
tracks focus on Hubbard the 
energetic, intelligent, highly 
sophisticated musician. His 
familiar brashness and raw edge 
are most noticeable on “Echoes 
of Blue,” a track marred by some 
self-consciously primitive mood- 
making; more impressive is his 
ability to juggle meters on the 
originals “For B.P.” and “On the 
Que-Tee.” The former is a par- 
ticularly thrilling mid-’60s per- 
formance: a five-horn front line 
(including euphonium and tuba) 
slithers through the stop-and- 
start theme, then Hubbard, 
Benny Maupin; James Spaul- 
ding and Kenny Barron do the 
same one after the other over 
Louis Hayes’s loose drumming. 
This is the Freddie Hubbard who 
epitomized modern mainstream 
trumpet and left his mark on an 
entire generation. 

And Windjammer? It’s the 
most faceless album Hubbard 
has ever made, a giant step down 
from his already-compromised 
previous work on Columbia. Like 
many former CTI artists, Hub- 
bard marked his 1974 exit from 
Creed Taylor’s stable by pro- 
claiming he would once again 
call his own shots in the record- 
ing studio. Now, a mere two 
years later, Hubbard is working 
with Taylor’s right-hand man,

arranger-producer Bob James, 
and the identical roster of stu- 
dio musicians found on the cover 
of every CTI production. At least 
Taylor gave Hubbard room to 
stretch out; with the exception of 
“Neo Terra’’ here, Hubbard 
sounds like just one negligible 
item in the mix. His slight, fa- 
cile contributions to such au 
courant charts as “Dream Weav- 
er” and “Rock Me Arms” might 
just as well have been assigned 
to one of the trumpeters in Bob 
James’s horn section. This is em- 
barrassing stuff from the man 
who introduced himself to Dick 
Cavett as “one of the world’s 
greatest trumpet players.” Now 
he’s simply one of the world’s 


most marketable.

Ian Matthews: GO FOR 
BROKE (Columbia) 

Ian Matthews is an artist of 
stunning taste and high stan- 
dards, and a unifying, instantly 
identifiable personal vision en- 
compasses his work. Go For 
Broke is his eighth more-or-less 
solo album, his 11th in all, 
counting one with Plainsong and 
two with Fairport Convention. 
One can pick through them at 
random and find, with minor 
distinctions in style or setting, 
an extraordinarily homogeneous 
and consistent excellence. His 
bands are always first-rate, he 
has a truly beautiful voice, he 
writes good songs, and he has an 
unfailing gift for picking the best 
of others’ tunes and working 
them skillfully into his own aes- 
thetic. For all that, he’s had only 
two successful singles (‘“Wood- 
stock’”’ and a lush, largely a cap- 
pella remake of “Da Doo Ron 
Ron,” five years ago), and he 
ain’t nothing like a big star. 

This new Ip is one of his two or 
three best. The band, all Nash- 
ville studio~pres, are remark- 
ably lively for a pick-up outfit; 
and they puneh out the tough- 
est, most commercial rock Mat- 
thews has ever essayed, which is 
made better still by Norbert Put- 
nam’s snappy production. Mat- 
thews’s. original songs, usually 
the closest thing to filler on his 
records, are hot and compelling 
here, especially the discomfort- 
ing “Rhythm of the West” and a 
Fleetwood Mac-like rocker 
called “Lonely Hunter.” But, as 
ever, the record’s real standouts 
are his versions of established 
hits. Mere covers they are not: it 
takes more than mimetic pro- 
ficiency to make something dif- 
ferent and/or interesting of Van 
Morrison’s hoary “Brown Eyed 
Girl,” and damned if Matthews 
doesn’t get away with it, his 
sweet tenor propelled by rich 
guitars through a smooth, 
stretched-out arrangement. His 
full-blown treatment of the 
Youngbloods’ “Darkness, Dark- 
ness’’ captures the mournful 
keen of the original without imi- 
tating it; his reworking of the 
Rascals’ ‘“‘Groovin’’”’ approa- 
ches sheer genius — one redis- 
covers the song. His singing is 
exquisite throughout, as are the 
dense multi-part harmonies, a 
Matthews trademark when the 
Eagles were still just some Hol- 
lywood agent’s dream. 

Any of the three oldies could 
be a hit, and “Lonely Hunter” 
could be a smash. But most 
likely they won’t be. Perhaps the 
guy’s taste is too good, his stan- 
dards too raffine, his classiness 
too unprepossessing. His music 
must be sought out, because it’s 
not aggressive or hysterical 
enough to command the atten- 
tion it deserves in a market be- 
sotted with Fashion. Given the 
chance, though, Go For Broke 
takes hold. and captivates with 
an ingenious and artful appeal.

Michael Mantler: THE 
HAPLESS CHILD AND 
OTHER INSCRUTABLE 


If ever you wish to know pre- 
cisely what I mean by the term 
“mutant,” this record provides a 
textbook example. 

First, the lyrics were lifted out 
of the cryptic works of the im- 
pious Edward Gorey, whose 
black comedy is a deliberate dis- 
tortion of reasonable Gothic or 
Victorian fornis. The six tales 
here include a new twist on a 
conventional tearjerker (‘“The 
Hapless Child’’), a bored 11- 
year-old’s perspective on a sum- 
mer abroad (“The Remembered 
Visit”), and a parable on the so- 
cial worth of young children 
(“The Doubtful Guest’’). All of 
these admittedly silly tales pro- 
ject quite as much horror or gro- 
tesquerie as anything seriously 
adhering to the genres of Poe and 
Lovecraft. That is mutant. 

Michael Mantler of the Jazz 
Composers’ Orchestra of Amer- 
ica crafted the excellent musical 
settings. Unlike most contem- 
porary music, Mantler’s de- 
stroys complacency and whets 
appetites. His melodies, 
strangely, are much more hum- 
mable than comprehensible. His 
rhythmic anomalies underline 
the blandly bizarre story lines. 
Certain little touches, like the 
repeating ninths in the bass line 
of “The Doubtful Guest,” carry 
things still further away from 
normality without sacrificing a 
whit of that instant impact 
called “‘accessibility.”” And that 
is mutant. 

Then there are the players. 
Drummer Jack de Johnette and 
bassist Steve Swallow are stal- 
wart jazz musicians, expert at 
indirection, playing around the 
beats rather than at them, sur- 
rounding the piece rather than 
propping it up. Norwegian gui- 
tarist Terje Rypdal contributes 
an isolated -fire of psychotic 
dimension. Carla Bley, founder 
of the JCOA (and Mantler’s 
equal in weirdness) plays the 
pianos and string synthesizers 
that bind all this lunacy togeth- 
er, and occasionally she injects a 
few clavinet tones that strike like 
safes thrown from tall buil- 
dings. All of this sturm und 
drang clearly is mutant. 

Special recognition is due 
Robert Wyatt, who has cham- 
pioned the mutant cause for 
many years. His vocals are this 
album’s crowning glory. Wyatt 
negotiates the melodic non seq- 
uiturs of “The Object-Lesson” 
with confidence; he scats bril- 
liantly and uniquely on “The 
Sinking Spell”; and he manages 
a complete metamorphosis in an 
awesome “The Insect God.” And 
his thick Canterbury accent, like 
Gorey’s original anachronistic 
prose and verse, lends a certain 
adorable whimsy. This album is 
a definite contender for Mutant 
of the Year.

ratic tones suggesting related 
shapes. 

The pieces on The Complete 
Genius suggest Monk’s variety 
as a composer. His uptempo 
tunes, ‘‘Humph,’’ ‘‘Who 
Knows?” and “Skippy,” poke 
thematically coherent fun at the 
typically skittish bop line. 
Simple individual parts, when 
joined, produce complex wholes 
— like the meeting of lazy horn 
background and one-note piano 
theme on “Thelonious,” Monk’s 
triplet vamp against Milt Jack- 
son’s melody statement on 
‘‘Epistrophy,’’ or Jackson’s 
crawling melodic echo on the 
blues “‘Misterioso.” A rare line 
like ‘“‘Four in One”’ seems to leap 
right off the keyboard and could 
only be produced by a confident 
(if quirky) pianist. Gunther 
Schuller has labeled many of 
these pieces “purely instru- 
mental conceptions ... not a 
‘song’. . . not a ‘tune’. . .acom- 
position for instruments,” but 
Monk has also contributed some 


The emotional depth of Monk’s 
ballads, from the celebrated 
“ "Round Midnight” and “Ruby 
My Dear” to the lesser-known 
but equally beautiful ‘“Monk’s 
Mood” and “Ask Me Now,”’ is 
unsurpassed. Yet even at his 
most lyrical, Monk is struc- 
turally precise: the haunting 
“Ruby My Dear” is an ingeni- 
ous modulation and reordering of 
a four-note phrase. at 

Monk the pianist shows the 
same sense of melodic variation, 
rhythmic surprise and brittle 
economy. The elliptical mood of 
a solo such as that on “Who 
Knows?,”? where Monk seems to 
pop tones off the constant bass 
and drum background, creates 
the false impression that Monk 
is the prisoner of a limited tech- 
nique, but the intense invention 
on “Well, You Needn’t,” “Four 
in One,” “Eronel” and Gersh- 
win’s “Nice Work If You Can 
Get It” give the lie to such non- 
sense. The stride section in 
“Thelonious” reveals a modern- 
ist well aware of his roots, just as 
the alternate takes dispel the no- 
tion that this most methodical of 
improvisers settled into rou- 
tines. 

The qualitative differences 
among Monk’s six Blue Note ses- 
sions can generally be traced to 


the supporting players. While -~ 


Monk’s music is hardly as in- 
scrutable as legend suggests, in 
the early sessions there were few 
who could play it well. Even Art 
Blakey, long regarded as the per- 
fect drummer for Monk, sounds 
uncomfortable on the 1947 trio 


date. Of the several players who ~ 


share solo space with Monk, Milt 
Jackson is far and away the most 
successful. The 1948 quartet 
with Jackson is the most in- 
spired of Monk’s early sessions, 
with strong interaction between 
the two throughout; and Jack- 
son exudes even more energy and 
confidence on the 1951 quintet. 
Blakey’s telepathic relationship 
with Monk is evident on the lat- 
ter session as well, but Monk’s 
tightest Blue Note band, a 1952 
sextet, had Max Roach in the 
drum chair, Kenny Dorham’s 
glowing trumpet, Lucky Thomp- 
son’s tenor, and probably the 
best solos alto saxophonist Lou 
Donaldson ever recorded. 

The Complete Genius is far 
from the complete Monk. In- 
deed, it was not until later in the 
50s that Monk’s talents were 
recognized. His recordings for 
Prestige (1952-’54) and es- 
pecially Riverside (1955-’60) find 
Monk still growing as a soloist 
and group leader, even when re- 
recording compositions from his 
Blue Note sessions. The Fan- 
tasy Records conglomerate now 
owns all of this material and has 
just released its fifth Monk two- 
fer, In Person (Milestone). 

Many critics dismiss Monk’s 
recordings from this period be- 
cause he stopped turning out 
new compositions and gave ex- 
cessive solo space to less than 
scintillating improvisers. With 
the exception of “Worry Later,” 
all of the pieces on In Person had 
appeared on earlier Monk al- 
bums, and the one-chorus limit 
of the three-minute 78 was 


‘clearly a thing of the past. Yet 


Monk had become a stronger 
pianist, more willing to goad his 
horn soloists, and the music had 
lost little of its freshness. Don- 
ald Byrd may receive a dispro- 
portionate share of the soloing on 
the 1959 orchestral pieces, but 
clearly the trumpeter was in- 
spired by Monk to some of his 
finest recorded work. Phil Woods 
rose to the occasion as well: his 
work on “Little Rootie Tootie” 
and “Friday the 13th” is caustic 
and surprisingly funky. Charlie 
Rouse’s tenor appears on both 
the orchestral and the 1960 sex- 
tet pieces, and this was the per- 
iod when Rouse was most at- 
tuned to Monk’s thematic meth- 
ods and least confined to his own 
bag of licks. 

The sextet sides have consis- 
tently good Monk and Rouse and 
some great Monk tunes, but 
they’re marred by*thé 
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sional uncertainties of guests Joe 


Gordon (trumpet) and Harold 
Larid (tenor).-The Town Hall 
concert: by Monk’s 10-piece or- 
chestra, with arrangements by 
Hall Overton, is more essential 
to the Monk discography. 


~ Monk’s ballad work is set off per- 


fectly by the horns on “Crepes- 
cule with Nellie” and ‘“Monk’s 
Mood,”’ and Rouse contributes 
one of his best solos on the lat- 
ter. Monk the improviser is best 
revealed on two takes of “Little 
Rootie Tootie.” The first fea- 
tures a flowing piano solo, the 
second a more jagged one, and 
both are capped by Overton’s or- 
chestral transcription of Monk’s 
solo from the 1952 Prestige re- 
cording. (Monk’s ‘Four in One” 
solo from the sextet session in- 
cluded here provided similar ma- 
terial for a later Overton ar- 
rangement, 


Big. Band Monk?) 

The ’70s have been a strange 
time for Monk. He appears in 
New York every year or so but 
hasn’t made a new recording in 
five years. Yet reissues such as 
these — and the earlier, equally 
essential Pure Monk, Monk/ 
Trane, Brilliance (all Mile- 
stone) and Thelonious Monk 
(Prestige) — have stirred new in- 
terest in his work and verified his 
standing as one of the century’s 
supreme musicians. If his most 
creative work is behind him, it 
remains the standard by which 
his successors will be judged. As 
The Complete Genius and In 
Person remind us, some of jazz’s 
most sublime music remains the 
music of the Sphere. re)

Religiosity and rock are by no 
means a novel combination, but 

_Furay has little patience with 
run-of-the-mill pious pop. “The 
rock ’n’ roll people are leading 
people astray. They’re wrong. I 
know I’m getting down to the 
dogmatic thing, but I’m going to 
tell you I’m right and I know I 
am. And, as it turns out, a lot of 
them have left their beliefs be- 
cause they find out, ‘Well, yeah, 
that was a trip and okay — 
bang! — now I’m done with. it. 
On to the next thing.’ But pret- 
ty soon you run out of the next 
things.” 

Musically, at least, Furay is on 
to the next thing himself. J’ve 
Got a Reason echoes Poco, to be 
sure, but Poco’s rock rather than 
its country. “I’m trying to ex- 
periment with different sounds. 
Every band that I’ve been with 
up till now has been a guitar 
band, mostly. And now I’m 
starting to experiment with key- 
boards. This is something I’ve 
wanted to do for a long, long 
time. There’s deliberately no 
steel guitar on this album. I have 
to do something different for a 
while.” 

The strings and synthesizer 
are definitely a change of pace. 

“The strings are used real sub- 
tly, and I fought it for a long 
time. But then I decided, after 
we experimented for a while, 
that I loved them. They really 
added a new dimension. I may 
even go into using horns. All I 
want to do now is make Richie 
Furay music, whatever that is, 
whatever that represents. It’s not 
going to be one style, because I 
don’t think my music is that 
limited. I think it can be ex- 
pressed in many, many ways. I 
wanted to be as versatile as pos- 
sible on this album. The next al- 
bum may be chamber music.” 

It’s a safe bet that it won’t be, 
but Furay’s seven-piece band, 
the largest he’s ever worked 
with, does offer many possibili- 
ties.

band member who looked as if he 
had anything better in mind 
than simply getting out of it 
alive.

Plus reading nature’s fine print 


by Ann Parson 

What’s happening in Iowa? 
Judging from the photographs 
showing through Sept. 11 at En- 
jay Gallery by Cheryl and Dan 
Younger, proprietors of Iowa 
City’s “Lazy and No Time Pho- 
to Company,” life there is loose, 
unfrenzied and flabby. It’s do 
what you like when you like it. 
Cheryl Younger does it with hor- 
ses, not classical steeds but hor- 
ses with big teeth, thick lips, 
round rumps, camel-like necks 
(in one close-up), plump bellies, 
clumpy hoofs, large terrier-like 
ears and walleyes. Her camera 
dissects the creatures, elongates 
certain portions, and literally 
gets underneath her subjects, es- 
pecially in “1 Panelled Preg- 
nant Horse, 1975,” a swell view 
from below. The collection’s first 
photograph, of a thick-coated, 
well-fed ““Madonna”’ sniffing the 
ground in a snowstorm, is the 
group’s only “ordinaire,”’ a set- 
up for subsequent varying 
angles. In these photographs, 
horses become multiform crea- 
tures, and one ends up knowing 
them far more intimately than 
one would in the saddle. 

While Cheryl Younger’s pho- 
tographs are distinctly horsy, her 
husband’s terra cotta-toned 
prints dn Kodalith paper defy 
categorization. A very tall man, 
he grew tired of photographing 
subjects from above and decid- 
ed to literally shoot from the hip, 
which explains quite a few croo- 
ked, sometimes blurred glimp- 
ses of his two black dogs, cat and 
feet, among other anti-subjects. 
Such an unpredictable. ap- 
proach gives his photographs a 


humor and nonchalance beéfit- 
ting the funnies, if not the edi- 


torial page. His titles add to the 


flavor: ‘“‘Ruby’s Tail, Grand- 
ma’s House, 1976,’’ ‘Todo, 
Mother Church, Boston, 1975.” 
In the latter, shaggy black Todo 
sits above the photographer in 
front of the Christian Science 
Center and looks like a somber 
tourist. Although it’s a refreshing 
change from precise, look- 
through-the-lens photography, 
Younger’s work relates too lack- 
adasically to its surroundings. 
The indefinite “A Texan in New 
Mexico,” for instance, is an as- 
kew shot of a very ordinary-look- 
ing, baldish man in shirt sleeves 
whose attention is taken up by 
something on his left while wide- 
open plains stretch beneath a big 
sky behind him. The scene has 
no special features, relation- 
ships or patterns, no edges of in- 
terest. Those who are tired of 
meaningfulness in art, however, 
will defend Younger’s casual- 
ness.

Two serious photographers of 
nature, John A. Wolters and 
James S. Klar, are exhibiting 
their black-and-white work at 
Panopticon Gallery through Sep- 
tember 16. They approach their 
subject in very different ways: 


Klar notably chooses the more 


blatant wonders of nature while 
Wolters discovers hidden pat- 
terns which add intricacy to old 
familiarities. The fine tonalities 
of his contact prints show that 
Wolters is not only an excep- 
tional craftsman but an astute 
perceiver of small beauties. His 
work recalls Alvin Langdon Co-

burn’s premise that nothing in 
nature, when looked at closely, 
can be called ugly — certainly 
not Wolters’s grey silhouette of a 
thin, leafless tree against a black 
background. Wolters’s eye espe- 
cially discerns nature’s sym- 
metry. In a forest,-¢the dark boles 
of vertical trees and the horizon- 
tal shadows they cast form a pic- 
ture of ordered perpendiculars. 
Symmetry is also seen in the jig 
saw pieces composing a thin lay- 
er of ice, in the faint grey outline 
of cabbage leaves, in the ripples 
the wind imprints on sand, and 
in the four prints of nudes. Wol- 
ters’s less identifiable subjects (a 


snake-like bubble welling up un- 
der what seems to be a surface of 
granular metal) reconfirm his 
ability to fuse textures and pat- 
terns into succesful composi- 
tions. 

Klar’s nature is filled with 
forceful elements such as the 
sprawled power of a massive 
“Fallen Cedar’ or the evident 
weight of a huge porous rock 
(“Geo Quiz’’). His prints’ high- 
contrast tones exaggerate sim- 
plicities: pebbles on a beach 
stand out starkly more black and 
white than tactile. Also inclu- 
ded are nine photographs of 
farms or country dwellings rang- 


ing from a dilapidated shack 
hidden under a huge oak to a 
small, square clapboard house 
on Missouri flatland. The struc- 
tures are viewed from standard, 
unimaginative angles and ap- 
pear commonplace.

A photography book that will 
be of special interest to some 
Bostonians is Roswell Angier’s A 
Kind of Life. . . Conversations in 
The Combat Zone (Addison 
House, 130pp., $15.00). Pic- 
tured on the cover is blonde Lor- 
raine Gail from the Two O’Clock 
Lounge, clothed in swanky black 
and holding a foot-long, stud- 
ded cigarette-holder. Not long 
after the photo was taken, she 
was attacked on the street and 
died from the wounds she in- 
curred. Speaking earlier about 
her job and world, she told An- 
gier, “I love romanticism. I love 
the idea of satin and chiffon, and 
rhinestones, and glamour. And 
fantasy. .. . The ultimate would 
be to drive up to the club in a 
1930 Dusenberg. That’s the fan- 
tasy, and one way or another I’m 
going to do it.” x 

Gail’s is one of the candid 
voices that intermingles with the 
photographs, the voices of var- 
ious showgirls, bartenders, cus- 
tomers and the author which 
paint a vivid and human ac- 
count of the Zone. “It’s gotta 
turn me on, or I wouldn’t be do- 
in’ it.” “Sometimes it’s like be- 
ing a little girl in her bedroom, 
dancing alone to a mirror.” “It 
can really get you down.” “‘We 
keep degenerates off the street.”

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Delight: Rooted the real 


The parallel plights of school desegregation

An extraordinary film will be 
shown on WCVB this evening 
(Sunday, Sept. 5). In just 24 
minutes, A Minor Altercation 
gets to the heart of the school de- 
segregation trauma where un- 
told hours of television news and 
documentary footage have 
failed. And at the heart lie a 
bloated bureaucracy, economic 
oppression and fear. 

In only the strictest sense is 
A Minor Altercation fictional. Af- 
ter resolving to make a positive 
contribution to the solution of 
Boston’s school crisis, filmmak- 
ers Mary Tiseo, Jackie Shearer 
and Terry Signaigo spent a year 
conducting research. They in- 
terviewed authorities, parents 
and children, documenting every 
side of the painful story. They 
could hardly have done other- 
wise: Shearer is black and Sig- 
naigo and Tiseo white. As they 
came to know their subjects, 
they encouraged them to act out 
the situations they were en- 
countering. These improvisa- 
tions were videotaped and, add- 


ed to the interviews, became the 
raw material from which black 
writer Jay Bruce Watkins dis- 
tilled a script. 

The acting, too, is rooted in 
the real. All the people who ap- 
pear in the film are local resi- 
dents, and several have never 
acted before — they’re drawing 
on their own experiences. As 
Watkins explained in an inter- 
view, “Authenticity was the key, 
and not the words so much as the 
diction.” Added Shearer, “You 
can’t just imitate a Boston ac- 

nt.” It’s hard to imagine pro- 
fessional actors playing the em- 
battled lower-middle-class Irish 
family in A Minor Altercation 
without betraying a trace of con- 
descension. 

Yet there is nothing amateur- 
ish about this production. For 
one thing, the filmmakers have 
solid backgrounds in the me- 
dium. Director Shearer worked 
with Newsreel in the ’60s and has 
done documentaries for WCVB 
as well as a weekly radio show for 
WBCN. Editor Signaigo, anoth- 
er Newsreel alumna, has been in- 


volved with community access 
cable television in Somerville 
and made films for local com- 
munity groups. Casting director 
Tiseo is an experienced actress 
and theater director. Calling 
themselves Walnut Films, the 
women managed to drum up 
enough money ($50,000) to in- 
sure polished production values. 
The Mass. Foundation for the 
Humanities and Public Policy, 
located in Amherst, contributed 
$31,000, the First National Bank 
$1000, and even WNAC chipped 
in $100. The rest came, in small 
amounts, from local businesses 
and community groups. 

It is for these community 
groups that A Minor Alterca- 
tion, sponsored by Urban Plan- 
ning Aid, Inc. is intended. It is 
available for screening and de- 
signed to provoke discussion 
that, like the film itself, cuts 
through the fog of euphemisms 
and trigger words that obfus- 
cates the real issues. Even the 
title makes a point: “‘A minor al- 
tercation”” is bureaucratic jar- 
gon for a fight. Vietnam spawn- 


ed a similarly evasive official 
language. 

A Minor Altercation evades 
only at its very beginning, and 
for a legitimate reason. A rest- 
room fight between two high 
school girls, one black and one 
white, flares quickly so that the 
viewer can’t tell who throws the 
first punch. Putting the blame 
on one of the participants would 
have upset the racial balance 
and antagonized audiences. And 
A Minor Altercation is not about 
taking sides. Its cross-cutting 
pulls people together rather than 
apart. 

The two combatants, white 
Mickey Carmichael and black 
Debbie Jarrett, both 15 years 
old, are expelled from school. 
Both their mothers are notified 
at work, and each is bawled out 
for receiving a personal phone 
call on the job. Each of these be- 
leaguered mothers has a stub- 
born integrity. Each resists pres- 
sure from her more racially em- 
bittered husband to send her 
daughter elsewhere to school. 
Both visit the high school and 


demand an explanation. When 
the assistant headmaster pooh- 
poohs that girls tend to “fabri- 
cate,’ Mrs. Carmichael isn’t 
cowed. “If you're calling my 
daughter a liar!” The official 
beats a hasty retreat. “‘No, no.” 

The mothers are literally 
together only in this last scene, 
but the parallelism of A Minor 
Altercation unites them from 
the very start. And so does their 
economic bind. Both families are 
hard-pressed to make ends meet. 
How to pay for school clothes, 


cover the electric bill, buy a re- | 


spectable headstone for Grand- 
mother’s grave? The Carmich- 
aels’ and Jarretts’ fear of their 
employers is matched only by 
their fear of the other race. A 
neighbor warns Mrs. Carmich- 
ael that blacks are moving into 


‘their neighborhood, “roaches, 


big Cadillacs and all.” 

Beneath the surface of A Min- 
or Altercation lurks the sugges- 
tion that racism — black and 
white — is a function of econom- 
ic oppression, that it divides

Claps for Rolling Thunder 


A possessed and possessive tyrant

TVTV (Top Value Tele- 
Vision) is a collective video pro- 
duction company formed in 1972 
as an alternative to network 
squaresville for people interes- 
ted in exploiting television’s al- 


most limitless-and still inchoate 


capabilities rather than its aud- 
ience’s apparently also limitless 
tolerance of trash. TVTV’s mem- 
bers come from such prehistoric 
free-video tribes as Raindance 
and the Media- Access Center, 
from freelance filmmaking in 
New York, and from an “art 
group” called Ant Farm whose 
. most fully realized event was 
probably Media Burn, in which a 
glitzed-up Caddy was driven 
through a pyramid of flaming 
TV sets. They operate out of a 
slightly senescent house in a sec- 


’ tion of Beverly Hills known, for 


its many interior decorating 
firms, as the Swish Alps. Their 
stock in trade is the documen- 
tary, in their hands a sly combo 
of deft, deadpan reportage and 
cynical opinion-mongering. PBS 
has aired most of their work, in- 
cluding Four More Years, a 
superbly creepy record of the 
Tricky Dick phenomenon; Ger- 
ald Ford's America; In Hiding 
(Abbie Hoffman); The Lord of 
the Universe (Guru Maharaj Ji), 
in which. former radical Rennie 


Davis digs himself a splendidly - 


inane grave and, smiling beatif- 
ically, leaps right in; The Good 
Times Are Killing Me, about 
Louisiana’s Cajuns; and a funny 
if biased humiliation of the last 
Super Bowl. This year WGBH 
will show their SuperVision, a 
fictionalized history of TV from 
its invention through 1984 and 
an excruciatingly amusing ex- 
pose of the Academy Awards’ at- 
tendant hysteria. The TVTV 
people are smart, well-in- 
formed, opinionated, talented 
and (for want of a newer word) 
hip. 

Burt Sugarman, on the other 
hand, is TV’s equivalent of a 
“regular Army clown.” His stock 
in trade is NBC’s Midnight Spe- 
cial, on which Wolfman Jack 
and Helen Reddy take turns pa- 
tronizing this or that group be- 
fore its act succumbs to the 
show’s unvarying format of 
cutesy-pie camera angles and 
horribly bad sound. 

So when Bob Dylan wanted an 
outfit to make a one-hour spe- 
cial of the Rolling Thunder Re- 
vue show for NBC, he let Sugar- 
man take a crack at it first, pre- 
sumably out of deference to the 
network biggies, but ended up 
using TVTV, whose Hard Rain 
will air September 14. Sugar- 
man, one might expect, has no 
comment on the matter; a bear- 
ded, happy TVTVer says, “We 
made a show, did the best we 
could. Ol’ Burt made a show, did 
the best he could. Bob picked 
our show.” Heh heh. So TVTV 
get their first bigtime network 


shot and lucky we get to see per- 
haps the most extraordinary and 
moving film of a concert ever 
made — Woodstock, Bangla- 
desh and Don Kirshner very 
much notwithstanding. 

Dylan knew about TVTV 
through their chief cameraman, 
Paul Goldsmith, who shot some 
of the feature film about the 
Rolling Thunder tour which is 
now in the works. He called 
TVTV on May 21 and asked 
them to shoot the show in Ft. 
Collins, Colo. only 36 hours la- 
ter. After frenzied, inadequate 
preparation and a mad dash 
from LA, TVTV arrived at the 
outdoor stadium in time to catch 
Dylan and the band rolling into 
“A Hard Rain’s Gonna Fall” — 
apparent acknowledgement 
of the intermittent downpour 


soaking the locals. After a brief. 


pan of the dripping crowd (just 
long enough to determine that 
this ain’t, in fact, the summer of 
love), the camera crew, led by 
Goldsmith and including long- 
time Dylan compatriot Howard 
Alk, move in on Dylan for a skill- 
ful and sensitive examination of 
the emotions of performance. 
By this point. the Rolling 
Thunder aesthetic had meta= 
morphosed from the medieval 
circus of the winter — gone the 
white-face and plumed hats, and 
in their place were Arab head- 
shmatas. After the opener, ‘Joan 
Baez steps up for three acoustic 
duets with Dylan and the two of 
them look like Yemenite no- 
mads as they lean into a single 
mike. Particularly stunning is 
“Blowing In The Wind” in a 
fiercely uptempo arrangement so 
changed from the old days that 


‘the opening chords are unrecog- 


nizable. Baez is hard put to keep 
up with Dylan, but she doesn’t 
drop a stitch. Goldsmith’s cam- 
era, never intrusive, sees in- 
stead of merely looking — sees 
the hands chording in unison, 
the hooded glances between the 
two, their lambent grace. It’s an 
ecstatic privilege to be so close, 
so private at such a public mo- 

ment. 
And the music only gets bet- 
ter: a sort of Caribbean-gospel 
“‘Poor Immigrant,” “Shelter 
From the Storm,” a roaring, rac- 
ing ““Maggie’s Farm,” “One Too 
Many Mornings” charged with 
hidden, unimagined power, 
“Mozambique” with Scarlet 
Rivera’s shrieking violin, an ab- 
solutely staggering version of 
“Idiot Wind” which reveals it as 
one of Dylan’s very best songs. 
And the credits roll over 
“Knocking On Heaven’s Door.” 
The band is rough, hot and 
hell-bent, and the glimpses 
caught of them throughout are 
terrific: bassist Rob Stoner’s 
eyes riveted on Dylan, Steven 
Soles singing his heart out, Mick 
Ronson so excited he can hardly 
play, Roger McGuinn reveren-

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Willie Sutton’s life and crimes

Next time you visit your local © 
bank, take a look around. Is the 
guard asleep in his chair? Are 
there big panes of glass around 
the front door? Are there low 
counters in front of the tellers? 
The low counters may seem 
friendly, but they also make it 
easier to rip off the bank. A bank 
that looks like a fortress, on the 
other hand, may inadvertently 
provide a hold-up man the con- 
cealment necessary to pull off his 
job. 

A couple of weeks ago, Willie 
(“The Actor’) Sutton sat con- 
tentedly on a leather couch in a 
downtown bar and talked softly, 
in a voice laced with a Brooklyn 
accent, about his career as one of 
the most famous criminals of the 
century. “I was so effective be- 
cause I had patience.’ He could 
have added courage, for on many 
occasions he risked his life, both 
while robbing banks and while 
breaking out of three maximum 
security prisons. Where the 
? Money Was, his recently pub- 
3 lished autobiography written 

with Edward Linn (Viking, 339 
pp., $10.00), describes his ex- 
ploits as well as the 33 bleak 

a years he spent behind bars. 
‘9 At 75, sprung on a number of 
- legal technicalities seven years 
go, Sutton is free to travel where 
he wants (with the exception of 
* Pennsylvania, where his lawyer 
insists, for some vague reason, he 


not go). And now he can de- 
scribe in some detail the modus 
operandi he perfected. It went 
something like this. 


“| look upon my lite as totally wasted.” 


The city street is busy with 
cars and people rushing to work. 
A policeman walks purposefully 
out of the subway, jauntily tips

his cap to a fellow officer and 
continues down the block to the 
local bank, not yet open for busi- 
ness. There he pauses and looks 
quickly around before knocking 
on the glass-paneled doors. An 
unsuspecting bank guard opens 


.them. The cop slides swiftly in 


and draws his gun. The robbery 
has begun. 

The cop is Sutton in his fa- 
vorite disguise. He had many 
others, of course, for asa young 
man he learned make-up tech- 
niques from his girl friends in the 
theater. Sometimes he gained 
entrance as a Western Union 
messenger, sometimes as a mail- 
man, and occasionally he broke 
in at night to lie in wait. Always 
working with a partner, .Sutton 
would hustle the employees into 
an adjoining room to await the 
arrival of the bank manager with 
the combination to the vaults. 
Sutton was an expert in safe- 
cracking and could have burned 
open the safe with an acetylene 
torch, but somehow it worked 
better if he could get the man- 
ager to do it — they always did. 

Sutton was a professional, 
which meant he was willing to 
put in the planning time, up toa 
month if necessary, to ensure 
success. “Thieves as a general 
rule are not patient. They want 
to get something overnight ‘or 
right away, now.” In his auto- 


’ biography he writes, “It’s the 


same thing in trying a case. 


The Babe Ruth bank robbers 


‘Preparation is everything,’ law- 
yers say. Once you're inside the 
bank, you have to see every- 
thing, guard yourself against 
everybody ... it helps to be a 
little paranoid.” . 

It also helps to have a little 
training. Sutton worked as a 
messenger in a “banking insti- 
tution” where he had daily ac- 
cess to the vaults. A job with Con 
Ed taught him the ins and outs 
of intricate electrical systems 
such as burglar alarms, and a 
stint in a shipyard as an appren- 
tice burner introduced him to 
acetylene torches. Later he 
worked with Doc Tate’s safe- 
cracking gang for more experi- 
ence and more cash, some of 
which he picked up pulling jobs 
in Boston in the 1920s. 

Robbing banks was Sutton’s 
life’s work, almost a calling. He 
writes about it this way: “A pro- 
fessional thief is a man who 
wakes up every morning think- 
ing of committing a crime the 
same way any other man gets up 
and goes to his job.” And Sut- 
ton was a skilled, imaginative 


worker, “the Babe Ruth of bank > 


robbers,” as one police commis- 
sioner called him. His use of dis- 


guise to gain entrance to a bank 


was a stroke of creative genius. 
No one, apparently, had thought 
of it before.. When he first 
donned the Western Union out- 


fit, detectives searched through 


the company’s employee records 
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for a disgruntled messenger who 
had recently left. They found 
one, already in prison. When 


- Sutton wore a police uniform the 
men in blue were stymied. With: 


some glee, Sutton described 
their consternation. ‘‘They 
didn’t know what the hell was 
happening. It was so bad in New 
York, they were shifting cap- 
tains from precinct to precinct. 
So they thought the cops were in 
on it. That’s one time they took a 
bad rap!” 

Known for his non-violence, 
Sutton carried a gun on the job 
as a prop more than anything 
else. In the interview he re- 
flected that in the old days, “‘In 
stealing it was the worst thing in 
the world if you had to use vio- 
lence. You were like some sort of 
outcast. Nobody wanted to hurt 
anybody. If they got the money, 
they’d run like hell with it. 
People today set out to hurt you. 
It’s some kind of new kick that 
they have.” Ever the ration- 
alist, Sutton figured that bran- 
dishing a gun only caused more 
panic. Often he never even 
showed it. Instead, he did what 
he could to quiet down the cap- 
tured employees, guided them to 
an out-of-the-way corner, calmly 
explained the situation to them, 
and reminded them that it 
wasn’t their money. 

Why did Sutton never be- 
come the criminal lawyer he had 
wanted to be as a youth? Sutton 
doesn’t really know himself, al- 
though he did say that a psy- 
chiatrist once told him that 
banks presented an “‘irresistible 


challenge”’ to him. In his book he - 


writes it was because “I enjoyed 
it. I loved it. I was more alive 
when I was inside a bank, rob- 


bing it, than at any other time in 
my life.” 


Like James Cagney in the mo-.- 


vies, Sutton was tough, a “real 
stand-up guy’’ who would never 
rat on one of his pals. He talked 
about the code in his quiet, 
understated way. “I in my life 
never made a confession to any- 
body at any time, because I was 
brought up that way. They could 
stand me up against the wall and 
shoot me. If I didn’t want to say 
something, nobody was going to 
make me say it. That was my 
whole life, my whole philoso- 
phy. I nearly got killed a couple 
of times but it didn’t matter.” 
Ironically, the only. way he was 
ever convicted was when his 
partners turned against him and 
testified for the state. 

Escaping from prison — a 
prime source of his fame — was, 
according to Sutton, “ten times 
more difficult than robbing a 
bank.” Yet three times he man- 
aged it and embarrassed count- 
less prison officials. The first 
break was from Sing Sing after it 
had been rebuilt into a sup- 
posedly escape-proof prison. The 
bars were reputed to have float- 
ing steel shafts inside them: so 
that hacksaws could not ¢atch on 
the metal.-No one tried to cut 
them until Sutton. “They’re like 
cardboard” he happily told a 
fellow conspirator, and he es- 
caped. 

The second time he was not so 
lucky; after months of working 
on a tunnel, he popped out of the 
hole in the grass beyond the 


‘prison walls only to confront two 


policemen standing, by chance, 
not 20 yards away. He ran but 
was caught almost imme- 


‘diately. So they shipped him to 


the most secure 
prison in. Pennsylvania, and 


-warned him, “You try anything 


here and we'll. blow your head 
right off your body.” Unfazed 
(he heard such threats wherever 
he was locked up), Sutton es- 
caped over the wall with the help 
of a gun smuggled into prison by 
a trusty. No one had escaped 
from Holmesburg before, nor has 
anyone since. Sutton calls this 
escape his “masterpiece.” 

Sutton fled through a vicious 
snowstorm to New York City, 
where he eventually found a job 
as an attendant in an old folks’ 
home. The five-and-a-half years 
he spent as a fugitive on the 
FBI’s Most Wanted list were not 
easy. He was constantly on the 
alert for signs of recognition on 
the face of every stranger he 
passed on the street, he had to 
have a nose job, and he main- 
tained two apartments at times 
for extra security. As he said, 
“The life of a fugitive is the most 
lonely life you can have.” And 
upon his capture in 1952 he told 
reporters that being a fugitive 
was “like taking a long lead off 
first base with a nervous pitcher 
trying to pick you off.” 

Sutton is full of stories about 
the many criminals he has 
known over the years. He lived 
among them yet he resisted join- 
ing the mob. He regarded hon- 
chos such as Dutch Schultz with 
respect and constant suspicion. 
In Attica Joey Gallo befriended 
him and started to confide in 
him; Sutton warned him off and 
Gallo’s response was, “If I can’t 
trust you, Willie, who can I 
trust?”’ But “Slick’’ Willie, as he 
was known in the early days, had 
strong instincts for self-preser- 


vation. Like Charley Varrick, he 
was one of thé last of the inde- 
pendents. 
wn took Sutton more than two 


years to write his autobiog- 


raphy, and it was worth it, for 
there is a wealth of detail here. It 
is immensely readable though 
not great literature, and Sutton 
reflects on many aspects of his 
life. He was assisted by sports- 
writer Edward Linn, and the 
style is sometimes bland. But 
this is made up for by the inter- 
est of Sutton’s life and by mo- 
ments of genuine suspense. Sut- 
ton’s memory, despite a few in- 
accuracies, is remarkable. 

From our armchairs, Willie 
Sutton’s life can seem incred- 
ibly exciting and even heroic. 
Though he makes no excuses or 
apologies, he does regret the 
course his life took. At one point 
he. said, “Crime is a futile en- 
deavor. I look upon my life as to- 
tally wasted.”’ But he has let us 
dream and live vicariously 
through him, first in his career 
and now in his book. Let us not 
judge him but, rather, consider a 
few lines of his own poetry: 

Lady of Justice on scales 
held high, 
Judge me not as I pes you by. 

Lady of Justice,. Goddess of 

Wrath, 

Let God alone write my epi- 

taph.

The day Celine, A Biography

New York Times Book Review, 
the people in my office were 
atwitter with indignation. En- 
shrine a raving Nazi anti-Sem- 
ite like Louis-Ferdinand Celine! 
Had he not touted Aryan biolog- 
ical superiority over the “gan- 
grenous [Jewish] bastards” and 
called for the extermination of 
the “‘vile” race? The issue is vex- 


ing: should an artist be held to a 


standard of morality and hu- 
manism, and should, therefore, 
one whose convictions are repug- 
nant be silenced or ignored? 
Should Pound’s poetry be ex- 
punged, Degas’s ballerinas car- 
ted out of the Jeu de Paume? 
Sartre said yes: in the case of Ce- 
line, his extraordinary novel, 
Voyage au bout de la nuit (Jour- 
ney to the End of Night), had to 
be buried along with his pam- 
phlet, Bagatelles pour un mas- 
sacre, which denounced Jews as 
evil-incarnate warmongers. 
Since disposing of him in his 
Portrait d’un anti-semite, Sar- 
tre has never again mentioned 
Celine, never achnowledged his 
existence. Most of his contem- 

poraries have done likewise. 
But a post-war generation of 
literati to whom the atrocities of 
Nazism are less immediate has 
reclaimed Celine from obscur- 
ity. His stature as a major mod- 
ern novelist (any scholar will, or 
should, name Voyage au bout de 
la nuit as one of the century’s 
most important novels) is not 
diminished by his political de- 
pravity. Biographer Patrick 
McCarthy’s Celine doesn’t defer 
to Sartre’s pious solution, nor 
does it pander to the current in- 
discriminate exuberance for Cel- 
iniana (see Erika Ostrovsky’s 
Continued on page 20

In 1932, 38-year-old Dr. Louis- 
Ferdinand Destouches, friend to 
the sick bums and drunks of the 
Clichy district, burst on literary 
Paris with unprecedented eclat 
and a new name. Voyage au bout 
de la nuit was instantly contro- 
versial and successful. A picar- 
esque meandering through a sin- 
ister maze of modernity — war, 
Africa, a Ford factory in Detroit 

— the novel presented a rather 
undazzling hero in a gratui- 
tously evil universe. It wasn’t 
clear whether the evil derived 
from the protagonist (or hu- 
manity) or from what would be- 
come an Existential cliche, the 


| hostile environment; the only 


ontological absolute was con- 
stant movement toward a single 
destination, death. The grim- 
ness of Celine’s subject was no 
more disconcerting than his style 
and language: an almost abu- 
sive torrent of words, a shrill re- 
port of sentence fragments, ob- 
scene neologisms, esoteric argot 
and scatology interrupted by el- 
lipses and exclamation marks. It 
was a radical departure from the 
prose of Celine’s literary fore- 
bears, which he characterized as 
“disgustingly elegant, moulded, 
oriental, oily, slippery like shit.” 


Celine’s aesthetic creed, as re- 
fined in his next seamy epic, 
Mort a credit (Death on the In- 
stallment Plan), was reductive: 
patterns of movement trans- 
cended the mechanical purpose 
of activity (Celine was a great 
balletomane). Celine both de- 
picted and imitated this motion 
which gives. meaning to the 
muck that spawns it: to write is 
to create the universe. Small 
wonder that Celine was hung up 
on bowel movements — a pithy 
little emblem of his world-view. 
In fact, Celine’s aesthetic might 
be best summed up by my fa- 
ther’s favorite bathroom graf- 
fito: “The job is not complete 
until the paper work is done.” 


McCarthy applies these mur- 
ky (fictional) tenets to Celine’s 
grotesque polities. He had, as his 
novels demonstrate, a startling 
capacity for hate (matched only 
by his self-hatred, which Sartre 
holds is integral to anti-Sem- 
itism), and the target was inci- 
dental: he would have found a 
scapegoat regardless. He picked 
on the Jews, one argument goes, 
because of his commitment to 
pacifism (a result of his service 
in World War I), and though he 
hated Jew and Aryan alike, he 
favored alliance with 


because he felt that war had to 


be avoided at all cost. 
During the Liberation, Celine 


claimed that he had been de-. 


spised as much by the Nazis as 
by the Resisters, but this was not 
believed; proof of Celine’s turpi- 
tude was in print. So he fled, 
first to Germany, where he 
joined collaborators and ex- 
Vichyites in exile, and then to 
Denmark, where he spent sev- 
eral years in jail while waiting to 
be extradited by the French gov- 
ernment. In 1951 he was tried in 
absentia, declared guilty, sen- 
tenced to a year in prison and 


_pronounced “unworthy.” But 


wartime outrage against him had 
evidently dissipated. With his 
ballerina wife and cat Bebert, 
Celine returned to the Paris sub- 
urbs (after being pardoned by a 
minister who didn’t realize that 
Dr. Destouches and Celine were 
one and the same), where he 
practiced medicine sporadically 
and eked out a few more novels 
until his death in 1961. There 
was no official fanfare. 


Despite McCarthy’s careful 
analysis of Celine’s oeuvre and 
his effort to relate the literary 
persona to the man, Celine 
emerges as little more than a 


Grand Guignol figure , wrapped 
in assorted battered fur coats, 


sat at his writing desk 


muttered anti- ‘Semitically” to 
himself. McCarthy deals in ab- 
stractions like “the 
human nature” and “love of 
beauty” without telling us how 
or why these apply to Celine, 
who becomes at times an untidy 
configuration of concept and 
hypothesis. McCarthy had to 
rely on Celine’s texts and World 
War II history (brush up on your 
Resistance and Occupation be- 
fore tackling this biography) 
since practically nothing is 
known about the first 40 years of | 
Celine’s life, and the book suf- 
fers from elliptical allusions, 
both historical and textual, and 
from a lack of psychoanalytic in- 
sight. But even if Celine never 
breathes life into its subject, it is 
a commendably fair portrait of 
this enigmatic reprobate/mas- 
ter. The main conclusion of the 
book is. sure: Celine deserves to 
be vilified and deserves to be 
read.

tial-in the Master’s presence. 
But the show is Dylan’s. He’s a 
possessed and possessive tyrant, 
throttling his Telecaster, 
wrenching from’ his wonderful 
songs every possibility of mean- 
ing. In the clear, soft light of the 
overcast day, everything about 
the man — the wrinkles around 
his eyes, the way his curls come 
out from under his headdress, his 
subtle, knowing exploitation of 
the camera — assumes mythic 
proportions. 

This is not the same show you 
may have seen in New England; 
even if it were, you’ve seen noth- 
ing like this. And you may not 
get another chance soon: TVTV 
insist they’re not in competition 
with Burt Sugarman and don’t 
wish to be considered music-film 
makers. Nonetheless, it’s to the 
networks to match *‘TVTV’s ex- 
pertise if they can or will. Hard 
Rain is a triumph and must not 
be missed.

workers whose interests are oth- 
erwise common. This is why the 
assistant headmaster’s last 
words, which bring the film to an - 
abrupt close, are at the same 
time so funny and so inadver- 
tently true. “I assure you this is 
not a racial situation.’’ One’s im- 
mediate response is to laugh at 
the bureaucrat’s hypocrisy. If 
the incident in the restroom 
wasn’t racial, what in the world 
is? But A Minor Altercation also 
persuades that the situation in 
Boston is so much more than 
simply racial. And this is the 
film’s achievement: its parallel- 
ism, which is much too finely de- 
tailed to be simplistically sche- 
matic, renders vividly the com- 
plexity of a crisis which almost 
everyone reduces to black and

Appreciation. The New Eng- 
land Merchants Bank, on the 
other hand, did its collecting 
over a decade ago, and was 
frankly investment-conscious. 
“We wanted to get good; tradi- 
tional art that would appre- 
ciate,” says retired vice-pres- 
ident Fletcher Chamberlin, “and 
the appreciation has been tre- 
mendous.” 

Chamberlin served on the 
Merchants’ art committee with 
Richard Chapman, former pres- 
ident and chairman, and 
viser Sumner Kilmarx of New 
York’s Theo. Hofstatter and Co., 
an interior design firm. Some of 
their choices were for the lobby 
of the Merchants’ Prudential 
Center branch. The most im- 
portant painting there is a large 
Salvador Dali, vaguely religious 
in theme and excessively 
titled ‘‘Galacidalacidesoxiribo- 
nucleicacid.” This airy, somber 
work has an iconography as 
formidable as its title. Motifs in- 
clude North Africa, the prophet 
Isaiah, Dali’s wife, and molec- 


ular structure. Today, the pain- © 


ting seems longer on pretension 
than on meaning. But even 10 
years ago, why a Dali? A des- 
criptive booklet distributed by 
the bank contains an ostensible 
explanation: “... the conven- 
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tionally minded find in his more 
recent work the comfort and 
reassurance that ... may be 
drawn from solid craftsmanship 
and technical brilliance in the 
service of ideals . . . Ho-hum. 

Genuine solid craftsmanship 
and technical brilliance are to be 
seen above the tellers’ cages, 
where there are three 18th-cen- 
tury Gobelin tapestries, depict- 
ing episodes from the life of 
Moses, which were designed by 
French classicists Nicholas 
Poussin and Charles LeBrun. 
The Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts has loaned the Merchants a 
dozen-odd smaller paintings — 
among them “The Hurdy Gurdy 
Boy” by William Morris Hunt, 
“The Jealous Husband” by 
Nicholas Maes and two comic 
works by Dubreuil, “Money to 
Burn” and ‘‘Don’t Make a 
Move.” The last of these quite 
appropriately shows a 19th-cen- 
tury Bonnie and Clyde from a 
teller’s viewpoint. 

The art in the Merchants’ Pru- 
dential lobby contributes to an 
image of the bank as solvent 
(everything looks expensive), 
conscientiously cultured (pam- 
phlets to explain major works) 
and possessing a nice sense of 
humor. The Merchants’ execu- 
tive corridor (nicknamed “Pea- 
cock Alley”) exudes neo-Geor- 
gian “good taste.” There are no 
inappropriate tapestries or 
laboriously cute genre paintings 
here. Landscapes by George In- 


ness and Thomas Doughty adorn 
the boardroom; 18th-century 
Chinese wallpaper, salvaged 
from a Commonwealth Avenue 
mansion, enlivens the reception 
area; and two Andrew Wyeths 
grace the president’s office. 

The Merchants’ downtown 
lobby at 28 State Street con- 
tains the bank’s lone concession 
to the more contemporary avant- 
garde: Larry Rivers’s “Boston 


Massacre,” which was commis- 


sioned on the advice of the build- 


ing’s architect, Edward Lar- 
rabee Barnes. Divided into three 
registers of subdued tones of red, 
white and blue, Rivers’s paint- 
ing transcends the anecdotal na- 
ture of its subject and com- 
ments on dehumanizing regi- 
mentation and human suffering 
in battle. “Boston Massacre” is 
an impressive, serious painting. 
(Its companion piece, “Paul Re- 
vere’s Ride,” is now in storage.) 

The Shawmut Bank sought 
contemporary art and chose 
Lewis Cabot, a collector and 
Museum of Fine Arts trustee, as 
its major adviser. Cabot is the 
founder of Artcounsel, Inc., a 
company which attempts to 
bring expert advice to corporate 
collecting. In discussing bank 
acquisitions, Cabot begins with 
the premise that contemporary 
buildings need contemporary 
paintings. For asthetic reasons 
and for sound investment, he 
seeks the best, but the win- 


nowing process is difficult. “Ev-. 


ery generation produces one or 
two first-rate artists. The rest are 
forgotten.” 

Cabot is betting heavily on 
practitioners of ‘‘color-field”’ 
painting, defined by New York 
critic Clement Greenberg and 
championed in Boston by cura- 
tor Kenworth Moffett at the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts. In a 1972 
exhibition, “Abstract Painting 
in the 70’s,” Moffett exhibited 
the works of artists who, he 
wrote, “in my judgment are the 
best practitioners of abstract 
painting right now.”” Among 
them were Jack Bush, Kenneth 
Noland, Jules Olitski, Larry 
Poons, Robert Goodnough and 
Friedel Dzubas — all in the 
Shawmut collection. Good- 
nough designed a metal relief for 
the One Federal Street lobby; 
Dzubas painted its 14’ x 57’ can- 
vas. Even if the biggest Dzubas 
is far from his best, the Shaw- 
mut deserves credit for an am- 
bitious commission and acquisi- 
tion policy. 

But not everything at the 
Shawmut is contemporary. 
Cabot says 75 percent of the 
works acquired “answer the 
legitimate needs of people who 
don’t want to look only at ab- 
stract art.”” Warren Berg, who 
gave advice on some of the selec- 
tions, says he urged that “every- 
thing be pleasing to the staff — 
no nudes, not too much ‘Pop’ ”’.

Brown, a vice-president in the 
Trust Department, discourages 


visitors with the curious argu-” 
ment that the bank’s art collec- 
tion is both unimportant and in 
danger of theft. ‘““We don’t want 
to get ripped off,” she says. ““The 
moment you put a name on 


something, it goes.’”” Among the 


endangered species are a George 
Rickey sculpture and a painting 
by Donald Stoltenburg. 

The most exciting art at One 
Boston Place is in the offices of 
the Boston Company, the hold- 
ing company for the Boston Safe 
Deposit and Trust, which ex- 
hibit canvases- by Jack Bush, 
Friedel Dzubas, Kenneth No- 
land, Larry Poons and Hans 
Hoffmann. The resemblance to 
the Shawmut’s collection is not 
coincidental; these paintings 
have been loaned to the Boston 


_Coinpany by Artcounsel and be- 


long to Cabot, which makes him 
responsible for most of the paint- 
ings in two major bank build- 
ings. 

Borrowing is more thrifty than 
buying, but inheritance is least 
expensive of all. When officials 


at the State Sreet Bank deco- 


rated the trust department at 
225 Franklin Street, they drew 
on the maritime collection of the 
bank’s late founder, Allan 
Forbes, and filled offices with 
ship models, figureheads, naut- 
ical paintings and prints, stern- 
boards and ships’ instruments. 
Employees and customers seem 
delighted with these artifacts, 
and as long as Boston remains 
near the sea, the collection will 
appreciate in value. 

Poor Dick Brown, stranded at 
The First with “Indian’s Chop- 
per-Modified °57 Harley” and 
longing for more pictures of 
boats, simply picked the wrong 


bank. But then, picking the right 


art is even harder.

three-week course in the Berk- 
shires and by its end a gratify- 
ing smattering of teenagers were 
well-acquainted with Fats Wal- 
ler and performing the walk- 
around, a routine taught me by 


} two of the great vaudevillians, 


Honi Coles and Charles Cook. 
(“Cookie,”” as he is known, be- 
gan his career as a pickaninny 
for Sophie Tucker and is one of 
the only hoofers I’ve tracked 
down who is genuinely con- 
cerned with passing on the tra- 
dition.) 

The strongest confirmation 
that tap is still a viable art came 
at the recent first annual Fox 
Hollow Dance Festival in Peters- 
burg, N.Y. This novel experi- 
ment in dancing and camping 
out enticed Charles Cook and 
Bubba Gaines from New York 
City to teach master classes and 
to perform. Their students 
ranged from former Rockettes to 
budding avant-garde choreogra- 
phers. The unique feature of 
their ‘‘Copasetic’”’ (Bill ‘‘Bo- 
jangles’’ Robinson’s word for 
“everything’s all right’) style of 
teaching is its emphasis on 


phrasing. Rather than teaching © 


steps, they worked with phras- 
ing so that the students imme- 
diately acquired a sense of time 
and of what it means to dance 
with rather than to music. Bren- 
da Bufalino (another Stanley 
Brown disciple), who has her own 
growing tap community in New 
Paltz, NY, also taught this way. 
Her jazz tap performance with 
Cookie and Bubba on the last 
night of the festival was an object 
lesson in dance history as two gen- 
erations of hoofers ran through old 
dances like the Shim-Sham and 
Soft-Shoe. Bufalino, however, is 
also au courant and taps to the 
new Latin Salsa sound. The Fox 
Hollow Dance Festival, thanks 
to the artistic direction of Livia 
Drapkin and Billy Vanaver, was 
a grassroots gathering in the 
Berkshire woods which gave a 
glimpse not only of tap’s past but 
also of its promising future: O

ever, the same as agreeing to dis- 
agree, and Dr. Ginandes insin- 
uates that until one at least at- 
tempts to “get it together” with 
one’s parents there will remain a 
troubled page of “unfinished 
business” in life’s ledger. He sug- 
gests that it is possible, if every- 
one. cooperates, to sit down 
someday to a dispassionate rub- 
ber of bridge. with Buster and 
Betty, those pals.that.used to be 
The Folks, 

As the definitive guide to mak- 
ing peace with one’s progeni- 
tors, Coming Home is not so 
much | off-base as impractical 


. and, in that. the young adults 


and parents interviewed by Dr. 
Ginandes and researcher Lisa 
Dennen do. not, in most cases, 
belong to each other, somewhat 
facile. Plump with harrowing 
case histories that may well 
make one’s own remembered or 
ongoing familial skirmishing 
seem as innocuous as an old fluf- 
fernutter, the book is further 
limited by the narrowness of 
therapist Ginandes’s frame of 
reference. Most of his younger 
subjects are in therapy, the over- 
indulged offspring of Repub- 
lican-sounding parents who 
can’t understand why, after 
braces and baton lessons, their 
kids are crackers..On the other 
hand, some of the parents inter- 
viewed here seem extraordin- 
arily hip to the psychological pit- 
falls of parenthood and sound as 
if they’ ve been munching gra- 
nola in Concord with Dr. Gin- 


_ andes. “Anger is not evil but a 


spur to problem-solving,” re- 
marks one father (who happens, 
coincidentally, to be a ther- 
apist). 

In cases where the schism be- 
tween parents and adult chil- 
dren is most pronounced, Dr. 
Ginandes invariably recom- 


mends family therapy, which 


“may be the only way that of- 
fers hope.”’ Unfortunately, many 
of these parents would certainly 


‘reject out of hand the notion of 


psychiatry. Believing as they 
probably do that shrinking is for 
“nuts,” they would, had it been 
possible, have had their kids pre- 
Sanforized at birth, and would 
respond. to the suggestion of 
“professional help” with horror. 
That the offspring is not okay is 
bad enough; the inference that 
the parent is likewise not okay or 
that it is the parent’s fault that 
his/her grown child is depressed 
or homosexual or not finding 
happiness in the insurance busi- 
ness meets with downright hos- 
tility more often than with be- 
nign surrender to family ther- 
apy. 

Being in the therapy busi- 
ness, Dr. Ginandes is, of course, 
aware of these stumbling blocks. 
But based on his considerable 
work with adolescents attempt- 

to heave themselves into 
adulthood, he maintains that an 
attempt to unearth and resolve 
one’s familial conflicts is im- 
perative, no matter how hope- 
less it seems. Even if one’s par- 
ents turn deaf ears to the sud- 
den initiation of ‘‘real com- 
munication” — and after a life- 
time of “Look Ma, no cavities” 
and “Look Pop, no ‘C’s,” many 
will — one will feel healthier for 
having made the gesture. If it 
isn’t possible to come to terms 
with them, one can at least (with 
a therapist, natch!) exorcise the 
inner parents, those superego- 
tistical gremlin gods that dance 
the mad tarantella on one’s self- 
esteem. 

Dr. Ginandes makes valid 
points in Coming Home (among 
them, that this era of analysis 
has enshrined selfishness as a 


_ virtue) but, as is characteristic of 


most emotional health man- 
uals, the book’s truisms are too 
obvious, too rudimentary, to be 
either eye-popping or terribly 
useful. The assertion of 18-year- 


old Sally,, for example, that par-. 


ents treat. their progeny not like 


separate people but like invest-, 
“Barbie _ 


ments cum puppets, 
dolls for whem you buy acces- 
sories,”..is apt but not revel- 
atory. Still, it does. set one to 
wondering if. Child World will 
not soon stock, along: with her 
matched separates, perfect boy- 
friend, Winnebago and town- 
house, Barbie’s own tiny plastic 
psychiatrist. - 

One aging but still adolescing 
adult. who. would shed few tears 
for Dr. Ginandes and his passel 
of upper-middle-class parent- 
haters is Rod McKuen, poet 
laureate of the Barbie set. You 
see (here the voice takes on a 
touching tremor, backed by 
crashing surf), Roddie is the bas- 
tard son of a dime-a-dance girl, 
“abandoned by [his] father and 
by love.” He never knew his Pa, 
grew up in penury and was 
abused by his stepfather and 
stepgranny, and left home (such 
as it was) at the tender age of 11, 
bound for ranching, reform 
school and the rodeo. In Finding 
My Father (Cheval/Coward, Mc- 


- Cann and Geoghegan, 242 pp., 


$7.95), he both resents and at- 
tempts to glamorize his seedy 
origins, having made of them 
and “other sorrows” a fortune 
large enough to squander huge, 
hardly missed sums searching for 
that hit-and-run sire of Rose 
Room: yesteryears, the mystery 
man whom his abandoned mo- 
ther named in 1933 at ari Oak- 


land Salvation Army home for 
unwed mothers as “Mac” Mc- 
Kuen, refrigerator salesman, 
birthplace USA. touch of 
Thornton Wilder never hurts.) 
Finding My Father (subtitled 
One Man’s Search For Identity) 
is McKuen’s first prose work, not 
that it’s substantively different 
from. the rest of his oeuvre; here 
he just hasn’t bothered to scis- 
sor the dreck into choppy, 
poetic-looking snippets. Skim if 
you will, page after page of this 
swill, and you will experience all 
the poignancy of McKuen’s 40- 
year snoop through obits, phone 


books and the conflicting mem- 


ories of oldsters for a glamorous 
drifter whose ears stuck out and 
who spelled his name oddly. The 
irony is that while Rod was bat- 
ted about by a surly stepdad and 
shunted like some New Deal 
gypsy from one WPA camp to 
another, he had a fantasy-father 
on whom to fixate. He was al- 
ternately Bing Crosby, Tarzan 
and a World War I flying ace, “‘a 
giant of a man returning with me 
on his shoulders and beating the 
hell out of my stepfather after he 
had kicked Grandma Hooper out 
of the house for good.”’ For Dr. 


Ginandes’s alienated subjects, 


on the other hand, there were no 
hypothetical knights to slay the 
dragons of childhood trauma. 
The biological parents were the 
dragons. 

The bulk of Finding My Fa- 
ther is sentimental filler about 


the author’s knockabout begin- 
nings, the stuff of which B mo- 
vies are made. Dickens meets 
Depression. But when the saga 
winds around to McKuen’s cost- 
ly, much publicized search for 
his pa, it becomes both desper- 
ate and spooky. McKuen is so 
hung up on his paternity that he 
includes snapshots of possible 
conception sites! He wades 
through reams of dead-end tes- 
timony gathered by private de- 
tectives, finally coming up with 
one Rodney Marion McKune — 
not a refrigerator salesman, 
mind you, but a sawmill opera- 
tor somewhere in Utah who may 
or may not have been close 
enough to Oakland in the sum- 
mer of ’32 to do the deed. In any 
case, McKune did move to Cali- 
fornia in the ’40s and did be- 
come... an iceman!!! (It is im- 
possible, while piecing together 
this farfetched tale, not to pon- 
der the possible significance of 
the old joke that inspired the 
title of The Iceman Cometh. Per- 
haps Clarice Woolever, Rod’s 
long-suffering Mom, simply had 
a sense of humor.) At any rate, 
Rod ties it all together like this: 
“Sofas became davenports. Vic- 
trolas became phonographs and 
finally stereo equipment. Al- 
though a milkman is still a milk- 
man, it’s very possible that an 
iceman might, even in the days 
when refrigerators (still called 
iceboxes today by some) were 
not so plentiful, decide it was

an iceman. Perhaps the woman 
he was seeing would even do that 
for him.” 

This McKune, who died in 
1963, does look vaguely like the 
besneakered lyricist. And ad- 
mittedly, it is difficult to imag- 


ine a dance hall hostess naming . 


her illegitimate son Rodney Mar- 
vin for no reason — the kid was 
destined to encounter enough 
flak without a moniker like that. 
Still, by the time detectives had 
unearthed McKune, their gol- 
den goose of a client was so 
bloated with portent that he was 
eager to believe anything — he 
even ruminates on the signif- 
icance of the fact that, on the 
morning of his nativity in Oak- 
land, the first word in the San 
Diego Sun’s crossword puzzle 
was (‘‘meaning,’’ Mc- 
Kuen informs us, “‘a poem’’). It 
is obviously of nail-biting im- 
portance to Rod McKuen to be- 
lieve that McKune was his fa- 
ther and that he and his mother 
shared some sort of fleeting 
“love.” Apparently, in his es- 
timation, no brief bang could 
have produced a troubador. 
Still not convinced, even when 
Rod is so intuitively sure? You 
cynics are all alike. Well, put 
this in your pipe and smoke it: 
Rodney Marion McKune signed 
his letters with a flower, and so 
does Rod McKuen! That settles 
it — shmucky genes. ie)

THE SAILOR WHO FELL FROM 
GRACE WITH THE SEA. If Yukio Mi- 
shima’s morbidly philosophical novel is 
impossible to translate to the screen, 
nothing could have better demonstrated 
this than Lewis John Carlino’s insen- 
sitive, overblown version. The brutal tale 
of a boy who sets out to destroy his moth- 
er’s lover has been clumsily transplanted 
from Japan to cozy Devonshire, where Mi- 
shima’s metaphysics seem little more 
than highfalutin adjuncts to a neurotic 
love story. With Kris Kristofferson badly 
miscast as the lover and sexy Sarah Miles 
as the mother. Beacon Hill. 
SEVEN BEAUTIES. Giancarlo Gian- 
nini plays a macho Everyitalian (as usual) 
whom the horrors of life in a concentra- 
tion camp force to consider whether mere 
survival isn’t enough, especially in a world 
turned topsy-turvy by war, sex and Lina 
Wertmuller’s vertiginous cinematic pyro- 
technics. Though this is her most techni- 
cally accomplished film, it is not her best, 
and the tale suffers from a surfeit of ef- 
fects. A subplot about Giannini’s court- 
ship of a monstrous lady commandante is 
affecting, but several of the other inter- 
laced vignettes — the cute cut-up of a 
murdered pimp, for instance, or Fer- 
nando Rey’s showy death by latrine — 
seem meretricious and unnecessarily 
gross.

SHAMPOO. Warren Beatty was the 
auteur behind this attempt at making the 
promiscuous adventures of a very hetero- 
sexual LA hairdresser into a kind of mod- 
ern commedia dell’arte. Most successful 
in its evocation of the bemusing late ’60s, 
the film is hurt by Hal Ashby’s sudsy di- 
rection but retains a biting poignancy.

THE SHOOTIST. John Wayne outdoes 
himself in the role of J. B. Books, the 
world’s most famous living gunslinger, dy- 
ing of cancer in Carson City, Nevada at 
the dawn of the 20th eentury, the end of 
the Old West. Wayne’s portrayal is dis- 
quietingly close to self-portrait, lending 
the film an astonishing intimacy: this may 
be the last word in anti-westerns, a film 
not only about what happens ‘after the 
gunman rides off into the sunset but about 
the sunset itself. Unfortunately, the 
screenplay, by Miles Hood Swarthout and 
Scott Hale, is as full of holes as one of the 
shootist’s adversaries, and it suffers from 
sketchy characterizations and a burden- 
some predictability. Nevertheless, Don 
Siegel’s meticulous direction saves the 
film. His death symbolism is everywhere 
but never obtrudes; shooting through cur- 
tains, doorways, and dark passageways, 
he enshrouds his film and the character, 


. yet not so much that Wayne can’t man-

SOLARIS. The Soviet Andrei Tarkov- 
sky’s film rendition of Stanislaw Lem’s 
novel is a landmark in the science fiction 
genre comparable to Kubrick’s 2001. 
ouched in earthy imagery reminiscent of 
Dovshenko and rich with affecting sym- 
bols, this is the tale of Chris Kelvin, a psy- 
chologist whose ability to bare his soul to 
the alien forces of Solaris (a distant planet 
swathed in an ocean resembling a giant 
brain) sparks his own harrowing evolu- 
tion (a la Kubrick’s Starchild), as well as 
the evolution of Solaris itself. Natalya 
Bondarchuk delivers a scorching per- 
formance as an alien attempting to live in 
the world of men. Charles. 
THE STORY OF ADELE H. In his ren- 
dering of the tale of Victor Hugo’s 
daughter, who follows her hopeless cad of 
a lover from Guernsey to Halifax to Bar- 
bados and madness, Truffaut succeeds in 


finding the pulse of a heart on fire. Adele’s 
ion is her destruction, and the 
love/death balance has never found bet- 
ter cinematic expression. Truffaut illus- 
trates his tale in metaphors of streaming 
light that pick up speed until they burst 
into the bright sunshine of Barbados, 
where Adele’s madness becomes full- 
blown.

THE THREE SISTERS. The American 
Film Theater’s version of Chekhov’s clas- 
sic about three orphaned sisters pining 
away for their beloved Moscow and mix- 
ing with various Barons and dragoons. 
Laurence Olivier directs and stars with 
Alan Bates and Joan Plowright. Back Bay 
Screening Room. 
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TRASH. One of the best of the Andy War- 
hol/Paul Morrissey collaborations, with 
Joe Dallessandro as the loverboy junkie 
who can’t get it up and Holly Woodlawn 
as his transvestite mate. Loose, gross, and 
totally disarming, the film sports some 
marvelous sequences that all look ac- 
cidental. Harvard. Square. 
TWENTIETH CENTURY. The movie 
that made Carol Lombard famous and one 
of the earliest screwball comedies of the 
’30s, this Hecht-MacArthur-penned pic- 
ture has haunting, even tragic, overtones. 
John Barrymore plays a tyrannical Broad- 
way producer who meets his ex-wife Lom- 
bard on the Twentieth Century Limited 
train and tries to cajole her back. Di- 
rected in high style and at a machine gun 
pace by Howard Hawks.

UNFAITHFULLY YOURS. Preston 
Sturges’s last great comedy (1948) has Rex 
Harrison very elegantly portraying an or- 
chestra conductor plotting musical re 
venge against his wife, whom he suspects 
of infidelity. Very funny, with outrageous 
supporting performances by Rudy Vallee 
and Edgar Kennedy. Park Square. 
VERONIQUE, OR THE SUMMER OF 
MY 13TH YEAR. An elliptical, Eric Roh- 
mer-like first feature by Rohmer’s former 
assistant Claudine Guilmain, in which an 
adolescent girl groping for adult models 
spends a summer vacation with her god- 
parents, who seem childishly troubled. Al- 
though the film's air of fragility and un- 
derstatement is a sham, its depiction of 
under-the-surface emotions is effective, 
and the ensemble work of its three prin- 
cipals brims with naturalistic vitality. But 
it evaporates even as you watch.

WALKABOUT. Nicholas Roeg’s tale of 
two lost Australian children befriended by 
an aborigine has more style than sub- 
stance.

“DON’T BOTHER ME, I 
CANT COPE,” a musical 
entertainment conceived 
and directed by Vinnette 
Carroll, with music and 
lyrics by Micki Grant, at the 
Charles Playhouse, 76 War- 
renton Street, Boston, now 
through October.

When I saw “Don’t Bother 
Me, I Can’t Cope” on 
Broadway in 1972, it 
seemed to me talented but 
message-laden, and I found 
myself resisting it because 
it lacked a book. Well, forget 
all that. 


Now, four years later, in 
the roof-raising production 
which opened last night at 
the Charles Playhouse, I 
think it’s quite possibly the 
best black musical to come 
out of the civil rights strug- 
gle. It is, toturn my original 
word inside out, absolutely 
irresistible. 


Conceived and directed 
by Vinnette Carroll, against 
a score by Micki Grant, 
“Don’t Bother Me” is de- 
scribed as a musical enter- 
tainment, but it has far 
more than idle entertain- 
ment on its agitated mind. 
Thematically strung on a 
single line from one of Miss 
Grant’s lyrics, which tells 
us what it is to be “stubborn, 
proud and black,” the insis- 
tent focus is on the dignity 
of the long-suffering black 
spirit. 

It is, of course, a protest 
musical. And, again, far 
more than that. Unlike 
some of the fierce plays by 
Ed Bullins, LeRoi Jones and 
Athol Fugard, which drum 
doom and hatred for all 
white oppressors, “Don’t 
Bother Me” winds up an 
eloquent plea for brother- 
hood and understanding 


with the audience per- 
suaded into hand-holding 
with persons to the left and 
right, and everyone singing 
a thunderous anthem. If you 
go and aren’t moved, you be- 
long in the back of the bus. 


To single out another of 
Miss Grant’s telling lines, 
“It takes a whole lot of 
human feeling to be a 
human being.” Miss Carroll 
and Miss Grant fill the 
Charles with so much feel- 
ing that we all become part 
of a universal heartbeat. 


One of the best things 
about Miss Carroll’s concept 
is that the stinging social 
complaints, hard-driven as 
they are, are spaced with a 
kind of wonderfully win- 
ning self-deprecation. What 
I mean is, in the midst of all 
the heat of oppression, the 
blacks maintain a cool sense 
of humor. In a prideful 
litany about black accom- 
plishments, for example, we 
hear how blacks become 
surgeons and teachers, sin- 
gers of Puccini and Verdi, 
heavyweight champions of 
the world and we also hear, 
with a similar pride, “We 
can also pick cotton.” 


This sane self-awareness 
makes the point and drives 
it home because it is so hon- 
estly put. What might be 
passed over as a familiar 
complaint, based on self- 
righteousness mixed with 
self-pity, becomes a small 
but startling perception be- 
cause it is made with the 
force of a smile. The way to 
win wars is to see ourselves 
as we are and heal the 
differences. 


All of Miss Grant’s music 
is memorable, even when it 
is not strictly original. The 
evening begins with a male 
dance solo called “I Gotta 
Keep Movin’ ” and it ends, 


with the same soloist 
stretching his body, in a 
metaphor of physical striv- 
ing, surrounded by the en- 
tire cast singing “We Gotta 
Keep Movin.’” 


Between the beginning 
and the end, there is a rich 
and varied spectrum of 
thought and feeling, includ- 
ing a funny Women’s Lib 
stand-off with three Libbers 
being upstaged by a happily 
docile man-living, home- 
loving sister. 


The title song is a list of 
grievances, some petty, 
some not, all blithely dis- 
charged with the line, 
“Don’t bother me, I can’t 
cope.” It, too, is very funny. 


The fun, however, is 
thickly shadowed later in a 
number which tells us, in 
brilliant precis, what the 
black world really needs: “I 
need less fatback, more 
greenbacks and you off my 
back!” There is an episode 
which zeroes in on our cur- 
rent school crisis, and it’s 
contained in a few words 
spoken in “Love Missis- 
sippi,” to wit: 

I don’t hate no piece of 

land, There’s just some 

people I can’t stand. 

South Boston, Little 

Rock, it’s all the same, 

Mississippi’s just a 

name.” 


The cast, a true and vi- 
brant ensemble, is beyond 
criticism, and it is unfair to 
single one out above the 
others although Peter 
Whitehead and Alberta 
Bradford are sensational. 
The staging, with a small 
combo on a balcony behind a 
scrim is simple and very ef- 
fective. “Don’t Bother Me, I 
Can’t Cope” should be seen 
by every man, woman and 
child in Boston, and then 
the world.
